William H. Prescott. 

Hours, 10.30 
a.m. to 12m.

The law relating to the commitment of the insane is 
contained in chapter 504, Acts of 1909. 

Patients are sent to the following public Rospiake 
Boston State Hospital, Worcester State Hospital, Taun- 
ton State Hospital, Danvers State Hospital, West- 
borough State Hospital, Foxborough State Hospital, 
Medfield State Hospital, Norfolk State Hospital, Monson 
State Hospital and Grafton State Hospital. 

Norfolk State Hospital is for dipsomaniacs or inebriates 
and those who are so addicted to the intemperate use 
of narcotics or stimulants as to have lost the power of 
self control. | 

Female inebriates and drug users are sent to the 
- Westborough State Hospital.

Monson State Hospital is for sane epileptic patients, and 
insane epileptics are sent to the Grafton State Hospital. 

Before sending a patient to a private hospital arrange- 
ments should be made with that hospital for receiving 
the patient. 

No person shall be committed to a hospital for the 
insane, public or private, unless he has been an inhabi- 
tant of the Commonwealth for six months immediately 
preceding the application for commitment, or provision 
has been made for his maintenance satisfactory to the 
State Board of Insanity, or by reason of insanity he 
would be dangerous if at large. 

Commitment forms may be had by applying to the 
office of the Institutions Registration Department, City 
Hall (basement), Room 5, or at the office of the State 
Board of Insanity, Room 36, State House. | 

Hearings for commitments of insane are held by the 
judges of the Probate Court, courthouse, Pemberton 
square, at twelve o’clock every day except Saturdays 
and legal holidays. | 

This rule may be somewhat modified during the 
months of July and August, vacation time. 

When application for commitment is made it is 
desirable that the committing physician notify a relative 
of the patient (the nearest one when possible) to apply 
at the office of the Institutions Registration Department 
in order to give the necessary information required. 

Arrangements for the payment of board should be 
made with the superintendent of the hospital to which 
the patient is sent. 

In order to be committed from Boston to a hospital 
for the insane the patient must reside or be in this 
county. 

When a woman is sent to a hospital, unless accom- 
panied by her father, husband, brother or son, one of 
the attendants accompanying her must be a woman. 

Patients are taken to the hospitals by an official 
designated for that purpose, and they are taken in such 
a manner as to avoid all publicity.

APPROPRIATION AND EXPENDITURES.

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IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


Among the most important legislative acts of the 
year 1915, which affected the City of Boston, were: 


GENERAL ACTS. 


Chapter 17, which provided for the regulation of pilots in 
Boston -Harbor. 

Chapter 48, which provided for a reduction of from tén to 
five in the number of evening sessions for registration before 
the city election. 

Chapter 58, which provided for the division between the 
City of Boston and the town of Milton of the expenses of 
maintaining Granite Avenue Bridge over the Neponset river. 

Chapter 60, which provided two weeks’ vacation with pay 
for laborers, mechanics and craftsmen. 

Chapter 91, which transferred the listing of voters from the 
Police Department to the Assessing Department. 

Chapter 228, which provided for the construction by the 
Metropolitan Park Commission of the Old Colony boulevard. 

Chapter 285, which provided for the construction of a new 
bridge between the City of Boston and the town of Dedham. 

Chapter 244, which provided for the appointment by cities, 
towns, counties and districts, and by public boards, including 
the Boston Transit Commission, of agents to furnish the 
benefits of the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 

Chapter 270, which provided for the transfer from the City 
of Boston to the Metropolitan Park Commission of the care, 
control and custody of the West Roxbury Parkway, so called. 

Chapter 300, which provided that the Metropolitan Park 
Commission shall construct a new bridge across the Neponset 
river between Boston and Quincy. 


SPECIAL ACTS. 


Chapter 34, which authorized the city to transfer the land 
and buildings of the Parental School to the Hospital Depart- 
ment to be used for hospital purposes. 

Chapter 63, which amended the Laborers’ Pension Act. 

Chapter 94, which revoked the authority of the city to issue 
bonds previously authorized in connection with the extension 
of Atlantic avenue. 

Chapter 108, which provided that the city shall not bear 
the entire expense of surface drainage in connection with the 
improvement of brook courses or streams. 

Chapter 116, which provided for the extension of the civil 
service law to employees of the House of Correction. 

Chapter 178, which authorized the city to lease or sell any 
part of the land between Haverhill and Canal streets trans- 
ferred to the city by the Transit Commission as provided by 
chapter 347 of the Acts of 1897.

Chapters 184 and 324, which provided for the abolition of 
the East Boston Tunnel tolls. 

Chapter 189, which authorized the School Committee to 
conduct courses for the further education of school teachers and 
candidates for the position of teacher. 

Chapters 254, 346 and 352, which provided for amendments 
to the building laws. 

Chapter 262, which authorized the Wire Commissioner with 
the approval of the Mayor to establish and collect fees. 

Chapter 268, which provided that the Wire Commissioner 
shall have exclusive authority to grant locations for under- 
ground cables, conductors and conduits. 

Chapter 280, which authorized the cities of Boston and Quincy 
to adjust the claim of the latter for taxes on land owned by the 
City of Boston in the city of Quincy, and also authorized the. 
City of Boston to sell any portion of said land not necessary 
for public use. 

Chapter 297, which provided for the erection of a subway 
station near the corner of Arlington and Boylston streets. 

Chapters 300, 304 and 372, which authorized an increased 
appropriation of two cents on each $1,000 of valuations for 
school teachers’ pensions. 

Chapter 333, which provided for the appointment of a Height 
of Buildings Commission. 

Chapter 337, which authorized the Directors of the Port 
ut Boston to dredge in the Mystic river in the vicinity of Malden 

ridge. 

Chapter 348, which provided for the creation of a board of 
censors for theatrical exhibitions, ete.. 

Chapter 363, which provided for the construction of a street 
railway between Summer street and the Commonwealth Pier. 

Chapter 376, which provided for the enlargement of the 
powers of the Transit Commission to secure means for a more 
convenient interchange of passengers between the tunnels and 
subways and street railway lines. 

Special Acts— See chapter 75 of the Resolves, which pro- 
vided that the Metropolitan Park Commission report to the 
next General Court for the proper development of the West 
Roxbury Parkway.

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DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 
Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court. 


N. Ward Company v. City of Boston. (223 Mass. 367.) 


This case went to the full court on a motion of the defendant 
to dismiss the petition because brought in Middlesex County. 
The petition was brought to recover damages for land taken 
on Spectacle Island, in Suffolk County, for garbage reduction 
purposes. The Court held that the petition was improperly 
brought in Middlesex County. 


Tucker v. City of Boston. Decided April 15, 1916, Banker & 
Tradesman, page 833. 


An action of contract to recover for breach of contract by 
reason of illegal discharge under civil service law. Court 
held that the notice was improper and that the plaintiff was 
entitled to recover. 


Francis Peabody, Jr., and Others, Trustees, v. City of Boston. 
(220 Mass. 376.) 


This was a petition to recover for damages to property by 
reason of the occupation of the areaway of the Devonshire 
Building, corner Washington, State and Devonshire streets, 
for transit purposes. The Court held that the petitioners 
were not entitled to recover. 


Francis C. Welch and Another, Trustees, v. City of Boston. 
(221 Mass. 155, Taxation.) 


Held: That under Statutes 1909, chapter 490, part 1, sec- 
tion 23, clause 5, bonds and shares of corporate stock, the 
legal title to which is in trustees residing in this Commonwealth, 
where all the beneficiaries of the trust reside out of the Com- 
monwealth, must be assessed for taxation to such trustees 
although the bonds and the certificates of stock are deposited 
and kept in another state and the trustees were appointed by 
a probate court of such other state. 


Collector of Taxes of Boston v. New England Trust Company. 
(221 Mass. 384.) 


A certain instrument of trust “provided that, because of 
the pendency in the United States Supreme Court of two 
suits in which no swpersedeas bonds had been given, ‘and for 
other reasons,’ the grantor sold and conveyed to the trustee 
all of his property, excepting real estate in Massachusetts 
exempt from being taken on execution . . . and other interests 
which the trustee might think it undesirable to accept” (which 
property was of the value of $1,900,000) ‘‘and gave to the

trustee full power to hold the property, to sell it when in his 
discretion it was good business judgment to do so to fulfill 
certain business obligations of the creditors”? of the grantor, 
all of whom assented to obligations amounting to $2,180,000. 
This instrument was given by Albert 8. Bigelow, who had 
been a resident of Cohasset, who had been an organizer of and 
an officer in many corporations, who had maintained a suite 
of offices in Boston at the time that he made an assignment 
for the benefit of his creditors and thereafter severed his con- 
nections with many of the corporations but continued to trans- 
act all of his business at said offices. It was held that he had 
a place of business in Boston within the meaning of Statutes 
1909, chapter 490, part 1, section 23, clause 8, and the property 
was properly taxed to the trustee in Boston. 

This decision further held that neither the validity nor the 
character of the assignment for the benefit of creditors is 
affected by a failure to record it in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Revised Laws, chapter 147, sections 21 and 22. 


City of Boston v. Louis Epple. (221 Mass. 395, Contract to 
; Recover Fees.) 


This decision holds that under Statutes 1906, chapter 291, 
section 4, the fees paid by licensees under Revised Laws, 
chapter 100, section 10, of $1 to the secretary of that Board 
as the recording officer for recording each license must be 
paid into the city treasury, ‘‘and the Licensing Board have no 
power to direct by vote, ‘That the secretary need not turn over 
any more recording fees to the city.’” 


City of Boston, Petitioner. (221 Mass. 468.) 


This decision held: Statutes 1911, chapter 581, as amended 
by Statutes 1913, chapter 341, empowering the Supreme 
Judicial Court to appoint a commission to apportion among 
the cities and towns which receive special benefits from the 
Chelsea Bridge, the Meridian Street Bridge and the Chelsea 
Street Bridge a joint and equitable share of the cost of con- 
struction, reconstruction, repairs and maintenance of those 
bridges and to assess upon any street railway having a location 
thereon a just and equitable share of the cost of construction 
and repairs, is constitutional, not being a delegation of legisla- 
tive powers to the judicial department of the government, but 
conferring upon the court a judicial or quasi judicial duty and 
power. 

It is within the constitutional power of the Legislature to 
impose upon one city or town a part of the expense of erecting 
or maintaining a bridge within the limits of another city or 
town. 

The facts that, under the provisions of Statutes 1911, 
chapter 581; 1913, chapter 341, the entire management of 
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the operation of Chelsea Bridge is vested in the City of Boston 
and that the commission to be appointed thereunder was given 
power to assess upon the city of Chelsea and the town of 
Revere a portion of the cost of such operation, while somewhat 
novel, do not make the statutes unconstitutional. 

The word “ Maintenance”’ in sections 1, 3 of Statutes 1911, 
chapter 581, relating to the apportionment by a commission 
to be appointed by the Supreme Judicial Court of the cost of 
construction, reconstruction, repairs and maintenance of 
certain bridges, includes ‘‘operation,” and therefore it is within 
the power of such commission to apportion the cost of opera- 
ting such bridges in accordance with the provisions of that 
statute and of Statutes 1913, chapter 341. 

A steel conduit over filled land may constitute a part of a 
single bridge, another part of which spans the mouth of a 
navigable river; and therefore the finding of the commission 
appointed under Statutes 1911, chapter 581; Statutes 1913, 
chapter 341, to apportion the cost of construction, reconstruc- 
tion, repairs and maintenance of Chelsea Bridge, among others 
that that bridge extends from the Navy Yard in Charlestown 
to Chelsea is warranted although the middle section consists 
of a steel viaduct built on masonry piers over railroad tracks 
constructed on filled land. 

It was within the power of the Legislature to authorize by 
Statutes 1913, chapter 341, section 1, the commission appointed 
under Statutes 1911, chapter 581, section 1, to apportion the 
cost of the construction of a certain bridge which then had not 
been built. 

The facts that, after negotiations between the cities of 
Boston and Chelsea looking towards the assumption by one 
or the other of the entire duty of maintenance and expense of 
the north draw of Chelsea Bridge, which by Statutes 1878, 
chapter 41, was to be equally divided between them, the City 
Council of Boston and the Mayor and aldermen of Chelsea 
passed orders authorizing the mayors of the respective cities 
to enter into an agreement whereby Boston should assume the 
entire expense of such repair and maintenance ‘“‘forever”’ in 
consideration of the payment by Chelsea of $25,000; that 
thereafter by Statutes 1880, chapter 159, section 1, it was 
provided that, upon such payment of $25,000 by Chelsea to 
Boston ‘‘it shall thereupon be the duty of the City of Boston 
to forever maintain and keep in repair the northeasterly draw 
and draw piers of Chelsea Bridge, and also such portion of the 
bridge as may be included within the piers when relocated”’; 
that thereafter, without the making of any agreement in writ- 
ing, Chelsea paid to Boston $25,000, and Boston repaired and 
maintained the draw at its sole expense up to the passage of 
Statutes 1911, chapter 581, do not constitute a contract which 
“exists between the City of Boston and the city of Chelsea, 
which’”’ under Statutes 1911, chapter 581, section 5, ‘‘ prevents 
the carrying out of this act in any part.” 


Law DEPARTMENT. q 


Statutes 1880, chapter 159, above referred to, was a govern- 
mental regulation of the north draw of Chelsea Bridge as it 
then existed, and its provisions were subject to modification or 
repeal according to the wisdom of the Legislature. . Statutes 
1911, chapter 581, section 5, did not transform that regulation 
into a contract. 

The fact that the City of Boston widened that draw from 
32 to 50 feet in 1895, and in 1899 widened it further to 60 feet 
and, without raising any question as to an apportionment 
of the expense thereof, continued to pay the entire expense of 
construction, repair and maintenance up to the enactment of 
Statutes 1911, chapter 581, does not affect the true interpreta- 
tion of Statutes 1880, chapter 159, as relating only to the draw 
as it existed in 1880.

ENFORCEMENT OF BUILDING LAws. 
From February 1, 1915, to January 31, 1916, there 
were referred by the Building Department to the Law 
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Department for prosecution 1,705 complaints, of which 
1,370 were for insufficient or improper egress and 335 
were for other violations of the building laws. 

Each of these complaints received the attention of 
this department. 

Compliance with the provisions of the building law 
has been effected in many cases through correspondence 
and interviews with the owners or agents of the build- 
ings involved. One thousand fourteen cases were 
closed in this department during the year, of which 808 
were egress cases and 206 were for other violations. 

On February 1, 1915, ten suits for building law viola- 
tions were pending in the Equity Court. All of these 
have been disposed of and the requirements of the 
Building Department have been complied with. Dur- 
ing the year twenty-nine suits were brought in the 
Equity Court to enforce the requirements of the Build- 
ing Department and of these all but nine have been 
closed, the causes for complaint having been satisfac- 
torily remedied. 

Reports of progress have been made in a great many 
cases which are still pending in this department, the 
work not having proceeded to a point where the com- 
plaints can be closed. 

The fact that the number of building law complaints 
referred to this department in the year just closed was 
637 more than in the preceding year shows a significant 
increase in this branch of the business of the Law Depart- 
ment.

Srr,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1916, being their sixty-fourth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOArp. 

The Board organized on May 7, 1915, by the election 
of Josiah H. Benton as president, William .F. Kenney, 
vice president, and Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

Alexander Mann, a member of the Board, was reap- 
pointed, and qualified for the term ending April 30, 
1920. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 

The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. ‘These consist of the annual 
appropriation by the City Council, and the income from 
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trust funds, given to the trustees but invested by the 
City Treasurer under the direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the city. During the past year these receipts 
were as follows:

The $578.89 received for lost books, being received 
only to replace lost library property, has, heretofore, 
when paid into the city treasury, been added to the 
appropriation for library maintenance. A balance sheet 
showing all the receipts and expenditures of the Library 
Department in detail is hereinafter contained. 


Ciry APPROPRIATION. 


Nearly all the money which the trustees can use for 
the maintenance and working of the library system 
comes from the annual appropriation by the City Council.

The appropriations for these ten years have averaged 
$8,406 less than the estimates of the Board. In 1906 
and 1910 the appropriations equaled the estimates, 
but in 1915 the appropriation was $20,000 less than the 
estimate. This is not said by way of complaint, 
because we are aware of the limitations which necessarily 
govern the Council in making appropriations for mainte- 
nance. Itis only stated to dispell the illusion which the 
Examining Committee and many others seem to have 
that the trustees have only to ask for money to get it. 


Hours OF SERVICE. 
The hours of service at the Central Library and 
branches remain unchanged. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year 42,973 volumes have been ndded to 
the library collection, as compared with 46,963 added 
in 1914. Of these, 31,921 were purchased, 7,500 were 
given to the library, and the remainder were received 
by exchange, binding of periodicals into volumes, ete. 
There were purchased for the Central Library 13,638 
volumes and 18,283 for the branch libraries and read- 
ing room stations. 

The total amount expended for books, including 
$6,586.19 for periodicals, $1,879.33 for newspapers, and 
$690.58 for photographs, was $48,453.18, or about 11.7 
per cent of the entire expense of the library for all 
purposes. 
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The corresponding expenditure for the year 1914 was 
$59,563.18, including $7,470.49 for periodicals, $1,919.34 
for newspapers, and $602.78 for photographs, or about 
14.3 per cent of the entire expense of the library. 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.15 per 
volume, as against $1.31 in 1914. Of the books pur- 
chased, 28,672 were bought from money appropriated 
by the city, at an average cost of $1.05 a volume, and 
3,249 were bought with the income of trust funds, at an 
average cost of $2.70 a volume. ‘The corresponding 
figures for 1914 were: Bought from city appropriation, 
34,608; average cost $1.14. From trust funds income, 
2,687; average cost $3.65. 


Book CIRCULATION AND USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


There were issued during the year for direct home use 
299,974 volumes at the Central Library, compared 
with 274,669 issued in 1914, and from the Central 
Library through the branches and reading room stations 
79,068 others, while the branches and reading room 
stations also issued 1,531,086 volumes for direct home 
use. The corresponding figures in 1914 were 76,816 
and 1,451,514. There were also issued from the Central 
Library, branches and reading room stations, for use 
at schools and institutions, 224,972 volumes, as against 
205,590 issued in 1914, making the entire issue for use 
outside the library buildings 2,135,100 volumes, as 
compared with 2,012,589 in 1914. 

The use of the library for general reference and study 
is unrestricted. It is therefore impracticable to record 
this use statistically. Its extent, however, is shown by 
the fact that about half a million call slips for the table 
use of books in Bates Hall in the Central Library alone 
are required during the year. The daily use of books 
and other library material in the Central Library and in 
the branches is doubtless many times greater than the 
home use of books drawn out upon cards. 


BINDING AND REPAIR OF BOOKS. 

During the year 44,543 volumes have been bound in 
the bindery, as against 40,425 in 1914. Beside this, a 
large amount of miscellaneous work has been completed, 
such as the folding, stitching and trimming of 158,144 
library publications, compared with 186,650 in 1914, 
and the mounting of maps and photographs, the repair- 
ing of books, and making of periodical covers, etc. The 
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expense of performing this necessary miscellaneous work 
is equivalent to about 17 per cent of the total expense of 
the department. The ability to do it promptly in our 
own bindery greatly promotes the convenience, economy 
and efficiency of the library work. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETC. 


The trustees continue to codperate with the educa- 
tional work of the schools, and during the past year the 
library has supplied with books 30 branches and reading 
room stations, 167 public and parochial schools, 61 engine 
houses and 35 other institutions, and sends out upon the 
average from the Central Library about 400 volumes 
every day by its delivery wagons. The number of vol- 
umes sent on deposit from the Central Library through 
the branch system was 41,073, of which 10,115 were sent 
to schools. There were also sent from the branches 
themselves and from two of the largest reading room 
stations 33,838 volumes on deposit, distributed among 
196 places. Of these, 26,638 were sent to schools. That 
is to say, not only is the collection of the Central Library 
used as a reservoir from which books may be drawn for 
use in the branches and reading room stations, but each 
of the branches and reading room stations is in itself a 
reservoir from which books are drawn for use by teachers 
in schools in its immediate vicinity. 


TYLER STREET AND Mt. PLEASANT READING ROOMS. 


The municipal buildings on Tyler street and at the 
corner of Dudley and Vine streets which, respectively, 
contain rooms for the former Broadway Extension and 
Mt. Pleasant Reading Rooms have been completed. The 
Tyler Street Reading Room was occupied and opened to 
the public (in place of the old Broadway Extension 
Reading Room) October 29. The Mt. Pleasant Reading 
Room was moved from its old location on Dudley street 
to the new room on Vine street and opened to the public 
there on September 17. The accommodations provided 
in each case are greatly superior to those in the buildings 
formerly occupied. 


Trust FUNDS. 

The trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees 
in trust for the uses of the library, are by law required to 
be invested by the City Treasurer under the direction of 
the Finance Committee of the city.

The income of these trust funds is used only for the 
purchase of books and other library material, and of that 
the income from $154,533 can be used only for special 
kinds of books. The income of $121,750 must be spent 
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for books designated as of ‘‘permanent value” only. The 
income of only $242,534 is unrestricted. 

Besides the amounts enumerated, the trustees have 
received and paid to the City Treasurer the sum of 
$803.85 on the Alice Lincoln Whitney Fund, which sum 
for the time being is held in uninvested cash on deposit 
at interest. And they have also paid to the treasurer 
the sum of $700 under the bequest of James L. Whitney, 
formerly librarian, to be held and used for bibliographical 
purposes, and from that fund $1,760.80 has been 
expended for the purpose contemplated by the bequest. 


BEQUESTS OF FRANKLIN P. Hyp, FRANCIS SKINNER 
AND FRANK CLEMENT. 


During the year, by: settlement of the estate of 
Franklin P. Hyde, late of Boston, and the transfer of 
certain securities to the residuary legatees, of whom the 
library is one, the trustees have received certificates of 
stock in various corporations, amounting to about 
$2,000 in present value, which have been deposited 
with the City Treasurer, eventually to be sold and the 
proceeds funded as the Franklin P. Hyde Fund. To 
this fund has been added the sum of $511 in cash also 
received from the executor of Mr. Hyde. 

The trustees have also received a final payment, 
under the bequest of Francis Skinner, of $7,508.94, 
besides sixteen shares of stock of present value of about 
$896, and they have received $1,869.77 from the sale 
of certain volumes given to the library under the same 
bequest, which were sold because they duplicated 
volumes already in our collection. These receipts have 
been transmitted to the City Treasurer to be added 
to the Francis Skinner Fund. 

A bequest to the library of $2,000, under the will of 
Frank Clement of Newton, has been paid to the City 
Treasurer by the trustees, and funded as the Frank 
Clement Fund. 

The annual income of these several funds is to be 
used for the purchase of books. | 


ADDITIONAL Books FoR BRANCH USE. 

Last year, as bearing upon our estimate for library 
maintenance, we called attention to the immediate and 
imperative necessity for additional copies of standard 
books for the branches and for the deposit collection 
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of the branches, and stated that it was impossible 
to satisfy the reasonable demands of the public with 
the present supply of such books. Following the pur- 
chase of 9,073 volumes on many different subjects, 
which we were able to make in 1914, 5,799 volumes have 
been bought during the present year, costing about 
$5,000. These are chiefly books for young readers (in 
Grades 1 to 3 of the schools), books for older boys and 
girls, standard fairy tales (in constant demand) and 
additional volumes of selected fiction (issued during the 
past ten years). 


REQUESTS FOR New READING Room STATIONS. 


Requests for opening new reading room stations fre- 
quently reach the trustees, supported by petitions or 
communications from interested citizens. We may 
repeat what we said last year: 


Reading rooms must be opened by special appropriation from 
the city government, but when once opened they must be main- 
tained out of the regular annual appropriation, and the expense 
for service, books, transportation, rent, light, heat and care is 
thus constantly enlarged. To increase the number of reading 
rooms without at the same time enlarging our financial resources, 
is simply to place burdens upon the existing system. If only a 
given amount of money is available for books or service, and the 
number of places where books must be kept or service rendered 
is increased, then every pre-existing place must bear its share of 
the diminished expenditure in order that the new reading room 
may be supplied. What the library needs for the present, and 
from the point of economy and efficient administration, is 
enlarged equipment to make more effective the operation of its 
present agencies of public service rather than the establishment 
of new agencies. 


New BvuiI.LpInGs FoR BRANCHES. 


The expenditures for the addition to the Central 
building, and the state of the finances of the city prob- 
ably preclude any immediate expenditure for other 
buildings for the Library Department. As we have 
pointed out before, however, there should be new 
buildings at West Roxbury and in South Boston as soon 
as the money can be provided. 

The West Roxbury Branch now occupies an old 
wooden building, entirely inadequate, and not well 
located. The South Boston Branch now occupies, as 
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it has since 1872, leased rooms up one flight from the 
street, which are neither well adapted to modern branch 
administration or accessible without going up stairs. 
The work of both of these branches is increasing, and 
the South Boston Branch is one of the largest in our 
system. 

ESTIMATES FOR 1916. 

The estimates of the amount required for mainte- 
nance of the library during the coming year, sent in as 
required by city ordinance, amount to $432,294. 

The Act of the Legislature (chapter 114 of 1878) 
constituting the trustees a corporation provides that 
the Board shall fix the salaries of its employees indi- 
vidually, and for that purpose requires an appropriation 
for salaries in a lump sum, leaving individual salaries 
to be increased or decreased in the discretion of the 
Board, and the appropriation has always been made 
in that way. This year the budget schedule sent to 
us for our estimates requires salaries to be itemized 
and apparently contemplates an itemized appropria- 
tion. If the appropriation is thus made it takes away 
the power of the Board to fix the salaries of its employees. 
It also results in requiring an estimate for salaries to 
an amount in excess of what will actually be paid, it 
being impossible to take into account, as heretofore, the 
allowance for lost time in the estimates. By ‘‘lost time”’ 
we mean time lost and not paid for by absence of 
employees from service on account of illness, by reason 
of vacations granted with loss of pay, or for other causes; 
or due to vacancies occurring for longer or shorter 
periods on account of the death or resignation of 
employees and pending the appointment of new incum- 
bents. This has heretofore been taken into account 
in making the estimate for salaries. It is impossible 
to take it into account in an itemized estimate made 
in advance for it is impossible to charge this lost time 
upon the individuals who will lose it. 

The Board desires to meet the requirements of the 
budget schedule as far as possible, and we have accord- 
ingly made our estimates for full time salaries amounting 
to $304,439, but we have suggested to your Honor and 
the Council the propriety of making the appropriation 
for salaries in the Library Department in a lump sum 
as heretofore. If this is done our estimate for salaries 
will be $296,675. 
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ADDITION TO CENTRAL LIBRARY FACILITIES. 


The necessity for an addition to the Central Library 
building, to which we have frequently called attention, 
caused the trustees to apply to your Honor in October 
last for an appropriation for that purpose: 

We said: 


The trustees of the Public Library desire to bring again to 
your attention the urgent and imperative necessity of providing 
for the re-location of the boilers of the Central Library building, 
outside the central building; the need of additional room for the 
Branch Department, which is now operated, together with its 
deposit collection, in the central building in contracted and 
somewhat unsanitary quarters; the lack of space in the present 
library building for our collections, which have already 
encroached on the Special Libraries’ floor to such an extent as to 
impair seriously the proper use of it, and many of which are 
stored in the basement of the building; and also the fact that 
our Printing and Binding Departments are now located in 
leased quarters at some distance from the central building. 

The central building was opened in 1895, and three boilers for 
heating the building and running the dynamos to light it were 
placed under the grand staircase in the center of the building 
twenty-four years ago. Any accident to these boilers, which 
have now nearly reached the normal limit of their life, would 
cause injury to the staircase and to the paintings above which 
would be absolutely irreparable. 

The Branch Library deposit collection from which books are 
sent to the various branches and deposit stations of the library 
was not provided for when the central building was constructed. 
It was placed in the only position which it could occupy in the 
building, in its present limited quarters. Upon the operation 
of this department of the library the branches depend for an 
adequate and sufficient supply of books. It is the very heart of 
the library system. If the flow of books through it is impeded 
the whole branch service suffers. Any impairment of its work is 
felt in all the thirty branches and in the 255 deposit stations, 
such as engine houses, schools and institutions. This depart- 
ment of the library work has increased in the last twenty years 
nearly one hundred and fifty per cent, and the pressure upon 
it by reason of insufficient accommodation at the Central 
Library has become insupportable. 

The books in the Central Library have more than doubled in 
number, and in many departments have long since outgrown 
the space appropriated to them. This has resulted in crowding 
the corridors, and in placing more than 50,000 volumes in the 
basement. 

These matters have been called to our attention and to the 
attention of the city government many times by the Examining 
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Committees. We need only refer to the reports of the Examin- 
ing Committees of 1912-13, 1913-14 and 1914-15. They have 
also been referred to in the various reports of the board to 
your Honor. 

There is but one way to remedy these difficulties, and that is 
to take the three estates adjoining the central building, on 
Blagden street, and there erect a suitable well-arranged and 
well-lighted building for use. We have caused preliminary 
plans to be made for such a building. It will provide for placing 
the boilers outside the present building where they ought to be, 
and from which heat and power can be easily transmitted to the 
present building. It will provide ample and sufficient accommo- 
dation for the Branch Department and its deposit collection. 
It will also provide room for the books which are now necessarily 
placed in the corridors and basement of the present building, 
and for the further expansion of the library for some time to 
come; and in the upper story there will be space for the Printing 
and Binding Departments ample for their purpose. 

Such a building could be constructed, according to the best 
estimates we can obtain, for $164,003. 

The three estates which must be taken cover 68 feet in width 
by 100 feet in depth, on which could be erected a building 
68 by 90 to the height of the present library cornice, and to a 
depth of the basement of the present building. The three 
estates with the buildings thereon are assessed for $98,000. If 
we add 25 per cent to this we should have $122,500. This 
would make the total cost of the land and buildings $286,503. 

We commend this plan to you as the only plan for relieving 
the very serious difficulties under which the library now suffers, 
and we earnestly urge upon you the importance of an appro- 
priation for this purpose. 


In response to this your Honor, on November 1, recom- 
mended appropriations as follows: For land, $130,000; 
for building, $170,000. After a hearing before the 
Finance Committee of the Council, this reeommendation 
was approved and the appropriations made by the 
Council on the twenty-second day of November, and 
their action was approved by your Honor on the twenty- 
fourth of November. The Street Commissioners have 
taken the land, the compensation to the owners 
amounting to $122,500 as awarded by the commis- 
sioners has been paid, building plans are being prepared, 
and advertisement for contracts will be made as soon as 
possible. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the prompt 
action of your Honor and the Council in this important 
matter. 
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ANNUAL INVENTORY. 


An annual inventory is made, at the end of each year, 
of the personal property of the library, except books and 
other material shown on the catalogue or included in 
the catalogue shelf list.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— We beg to transmit through you to 
the city government the report of the Examining Com- 
mittee appointed by you according to ordinance. 


REPORT OF THE GENERAL COMMITTEE. 


The Boston Public Library is a great educational 
organization under the direction of trained experts. It 
consists of the Central Library in Copley square with 
14 branch libraries and 16 reading rooms evenly dis- 
tributed over the city at 30 strategic centers; books and 
pictures are distributed among 167 public and parochial 
schools, 61 engine houses and 35 institutions; the 
branches provide service to 196 depositories and stations; 
so that not only is the Central Library ‘‘a reservoir from 
which the books may be drawn for use in the branches 
and reading rooms, but each of these, in turn, is a reser- 
voir from which books are drawn.”’ The records show 
that almost two million books circulated last year, these 
being taken from the Central Library and its branches 
to be used at home. The number of persons served in 
the reading rooms is half a million more; and these 
served at the open shelves and reading tables, with books, 
magazines and newspapers must be many times that 
number. The library codperates with the public, paro- 
chial and private schools, beginning with the very 
youngest of school age; besides it has well equipped 
children’s departments at the libraries, under the super- 
vision of trained specialists. The library also codperates 
with the numerous colleges, universities and other 
institutions of higher learning in and about Boston, so 
that many of them rely largely upon the Public Library 
for their library facilities. Finally, and perhaps most 
important of all, it ranks among the most complete 
American libraries in accommodations for scholars and 
authors in their research and writing. The equipment 
for this educational service represents a capital invest- 
ment approximating eight million dollars, given in part 
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by the State of Massachusetts, in part by public spirited 
citizens, but for the most part by the City of Boston. 
On its pay roll are about six hundred employees; the 
annual cost for light, heat, supplies, janitors, engineers, 
cataloguers, readers, distributors, librarians, custodians, 
purchase of books, etc., demands an annual expenditure 
of half a million dollars; the actual cost, however, is 
much less. This is made possible by the able and 
efficient administration of an unsalaried Board of Trus- 
tees; by a self-sacrificing corps of workers, the average 
wage of whom is less than similar service in the other 
departments of the city, including the public schools; 
there is no retiring allowance or pension fund; and, most 
regrettable of all, the trustees, owing to the financial 
limitations under which they labor,. are not able to buy 
as many new books annually as the patrons of the library 
require. ‘The trustees are conservative in their askings 
of the City Council; they keep their expenditures within 
appropriations; our careful investigation fully persuades 
us that the funds are administered with great economy 
and efficiency. 

Says the Committee on Administration and Finance: 


Continued growth and progress can be made only under the 
leadership of men of ability and who are interested in its welfare; 
your committee believes that the Board of Trustees who give 
their labor without financial recompense, and the able librarian 
and his assistants are entitled to commendation for the broad 
scope of the library and its activities. They find the affairs 
well and carefully administered and the institution doing good 
and effective work. The finances appear to be well adminis- 
tered, the expenditures wisely made; and with the bills and pay- 
ments checked by the City Auditing Department, we would 
make no criticism or suggestion for improvement. We com- 
mend to the City Council as generous an appropriation of funds 
as is consistent with the needs of the city in its other activities. 


The great end of this library service is to place the best 
books in circulation and use among the people. On this 
point the Committee on Books says: 


In examining the books of the library we have had in mind 
that they constitute the essential and all-important feature of 
the institution and that all its other parts and all the details 
of its administration are for the final purpose of acquiring the 
necessary books and of putting them to use, either by circula- 
ting them among readers or by making them available for pur- 
poses of enjoyment, culture, study or investigation by those 
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who can derive advantage or assistance from their contents. 
The books are designed for the people, adults and children, 
educated and uneducated, those who care only for amusement 
and those who seek instruction. The library was founded and 
is maintained out of the money and for the benefit of all of 
these and its aim must be to satisfy the wants of all of them. 
It is, of course, to be regretted that the necessary limits of 
expenditure prevent the complete satisfaction of all the needs 
that it otherwise could be made to serve. There must be many 
books, highly desirable to be put upon the shelves, which cannot 
be procured. All classes must share in this deprivation. 
Lovers of the highest literature and lovers of the sensational 
novel which may have little or no literary merit must alike fail 
to have all their desires gratified. Scholars who desire to carry 
their researches deeply into recondite branches of art or science 
may need to supplement what they can obtain here by resorting 
to more specialized libraries in the immediate vicinity. Readers 
of fiction and lovers of poetry may not find here all that they 
desire of their favorite authors; and the more cultivated their 
taste the higher their appreciation of the delicate shades of — 
literary art, the greater may be the shortcomings to them, 
though they should remember that a distinguished English 
critic has declared that it is very difficult, a work of fine dis- 
crimination, to distinguish between different degrees of literary 
merit. After all, the chief merit of books lies in its appeal to 
the minds and hearts of their readers and that appeal is con- 
ditioned upon the capacity of those readers. 

With these general views in our minds, and having regard to 
the amount of money available for the purchase of books, we 
have examined, so far as our time has allowed, the well-kept 
catalogues of the library and the lists of accessions during the 
year ending. And we are satisfied that the money spent for 
books and periodical publications has been used under com- 
petent guidance and with good judgment. The library offers 
to the public a constantly increasing store of volumes in every 
department of art, science and literature. Its liberal supply of 
newspapers and magazines gives to a large number of people 
the means of acquainting themselves with current events and of 
obtaining a general view of life at home and abroad. 

Much also has been done for immigrants and their children, 
especially the French, the Germans and the Italians; recently 
there have been several purchases of books for Poles and 
Bohemians. We confidently expect that as increasing numbers 
of other races call for greater consideration of their wants, this 
need also will be met with a sufficient supply. 

While a very great, perhaps the greatest part of the work of a 
public library should be to provide for the gratification, the 
edification and the mental profit of those who by reason either 
of poverty or ignorance cannot make adequate provision for 
themselves, yet it remains true that such an institution must 
base its claims to approval and support, not so much upon the 
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number of its volumes as upon their real value,— their value, 
that is, to the readers for whom they are intended. Those 
readers in this case include all classes from richest to poorest, 
people of all tastes from highest to lowest and all degrees of 
education and culture. We find in the books that here are 
offered for use evidence that an earnest and intelligent effort 
has been made to meet the needs of all these people. That 
there should be some deficiencies is unavoidable; that if the 
selection had rested in the hands of others, equally well qualified 
and animated by an equal desire to reach the best results, some 
different choices would have been made, is, of course, manifest. 
But taking everything into account, we are convinced that the 
needs of the public have been well met, and that the books 
which make up the library are substantially what they ought 
to be; that proper appropriation of the funds to works of perma- 
nent value, in contradistinction to books serving merely for the 
amusement of idle hours, has been made. It was gratifying 
to see the large number of the books which are open to public 
examination in Bates Hall and especially the many books on 
particular subjects that may at any time become of marked ~ 
interest. 

The carefully kept record of each book from the time it 
enters the library until it is placed upon the shelves and while 
it is in circulation, the exactness of the card catalogues and the 
absolute cleanliness of the library as a whole, have much 
impressed us. The management is to be congratulated upon 
the intelligence of its employees and their evident interest in 
their work. It seemed to us in going through the different 
departments as if we were visiting a private library watched over 
by an enthusiastic bibliophile. Such excellence can be ob- 
tained only from competent and interested workers. One good 
result of their attention is that the mutilation of books and 
plates, which cannot be wholly avoided, has been diminished 
this year. 

We feel that the citizens of Boston have a right to be proud 
of their library and of the collection of books which it contains, 
as well as of the care and intelligence with which its stores are 
made available. 


The Committee of Fine Arts finds much satisfaction in 
the work of this department, in its growing equipment, 
and in the spirit of usefulness and efficiency of the staff; 
it looks forward with great pleasure to the new addition 
on Blagden street when material belonging to the Sta- 
tistical Department now stored here will be removed and 
this department will have enlarged accommodations. 
The committee inquires whether this department should 
not give more emphasis to its service in industrial arts, 
and to this end recommends that there be added to the 
staff one assistant having special knowledge in this field. 
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The Committee on Music congratulates the city on 
having so unique a collection of volumes on music as they 
find in the library, referring particularly to the Brown 
Collection which ‘‘makes a reference library well nigh 
perfect.”’ It inquires whether the music books intended 
for circulation cannot be housed in the space adjoining 
the Brown Collection, expressing the hope that ‘‘the 
circulating musical library will speedily be enlarged.”’ 
The report heartily commends the capable and sympa- 
thetic work of the custodian. 

The Committee on the Children’s Department and 
Work with the Schools found much to commend in the 
generous aid given to the public school teachers and 
pupils by the circulation of books, papers and pictures 
as the teachers might request; they commented most 
favorably upon the beautiful work done with the children 
at the Central Library and its branches; they were 
greatly impressed with the story hour service as they saw 
it in operation; the good results are apparent in acquaint- 
ing the children with books they should read, in the 
improvement in the conduct of the children, in the more 
intimate and helpful personal relations developed 
between the children and the staff, and in the increase 
in the circulation of the less familiar books. The com- 
mittee having the highest estimate of this work in con- 
nection with the schools suggests that the trustees 
might well issue another circular similar to the one issued 
some time ago entitled ‘Privileges which the Boston 
Public Library Offers to Public and Parochial Schools.” 
They recognize that this may create a wide-spread 
demand upon the resources of the library which it might 
be impossible to meet, but that the importance of bring- 
ing all the children under the influence of the library is so 
great that the trustees may. well risk the possibility. 
While urging this policy for specifically children’s books 
and the story hour service, the committee does not feel 
that the libraries and reading rooms should be a place for 
what is known in school circles as supplementary reading, 
as the schools are already equipped with such books; the 
library’s service should supplement and enlarge the work 
which the public schools should do. 

So large an enterprise as the Public Library must 
require much printing and binding. For this reason the 
library owns and operates its own plant; it finds this 
method more satisfactory and less expensive than if done 
by contract. The committee agrees with the trustees 
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that this arrangement is quite satisfactory, and in the 
interest of efficiency and economy. ‘They find the plant 
small but well organized and wisely administered. 

The thirty branches and reading room stations were 
arranged by geographical location into five convenient 
- groups for visitation, and a subcommittee appointed to 
each group. In reading the reports for former years we 
discover there was much to praise but also much of 
which to complain. But the trustees have been enter- 
prising, the city has been generous, and gradually the 
grounds of complaint have been disappearing. This 
year’s reports are replete with commendations, and have 
little of which to complain. We quote from a report: 


The subcommittee to examine the West End and North End 
Branches found the properties in first class condition and well _ 
maintained. At each library there was every evidence of an 
intelligent and sympathetic understanding among the officers 
of administration in their purposes, spirit and methods. The 
relations existing between the library and the public seem to 
be most happy and cordial. These branches are most effectively 
serving their purposes. 


And here is another report illustrative of most of the 
reports: 


As a committee we visited the branch libraries assigned to 
us for inspection, namely the City Point Reading Room, the 
South Boston Branch, the Andrew Square Reading Room, the 
South End Branch and the Tyler Street Reading Room. 

In the first place, we feel it is incumbent upon us to con- 
gratulate the trustees and the City of Boston on the great 
benefit to the citizens of Boston from the establishment of 
these branches. As a whole we found them clean, well heated 
and, in most cases, adequately lighted. A single visit assured 
us that much of the good accomplished resulted from the 
intelligent supervision and devotion to their work of a very 
capable corps of custodians; each custodian apparently differed 
from the others in their methods of administration, and several 
gave us views as to the management of their branch which 
seemed to us of much value in the special branch under 
discussion. 

We were glad to find in most of the libraries attractive 
pictures of value to students, and would emphasize the great 
value of adequate maps easily available for study and inspec- 
tion which we found in the South Boston Branch at 372 
Broadway. 

Aside from their value as reading rooms, the daily circula- 
tion of books is large, ranging from 190 in the small Andrew 
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Square Branch to 600 in the South Boston Branch; the aver- 
age circulation of the five branches visited was from 300 to 400 
books daily. 


These reports are not all praise; there are a few which 
complain of conditions which can, and doubtless will be, 
quickly remedied: 


The Dorchester Branch is poorly situated in a building with 
the police station and the district court. Its ceilings would be 
a discredit to the dingiest tenement in that region. 


Several other suggestions are made of minor improve- 
ments in the buildings or service, all of which will have 
the attention of the administration. ‘There were also 
several suggestions made by the Committee on Adminis- 
tration and Finance; some of them are in process of 
adjustment; others await only additional funds. But 
most of them will be adjusted as soon as the new facilities 
on Bladgen street are provided. We congratulate our 
citizens that by this new acquisition to its resources the 
library affords new evidence of the interest of the Mayor 
and Council in this vastly important city enterprise. 
We also congratulate the trustees that they have carried 
the new enterprise along with such consummate skili 
and marked economy. Such service is a gratifying 
instance of the highest type of civic patriotism.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1916. , 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


At the Central Library building only minor repairs 
have been made during the year, confined to such matters 
as always require attention in the operation of the plant. 
Occasional leaks in the steam pipes have been stopped, 
worn valves and valve stems have been replaced, and 
the fire boxes under the three boilers have been relined 
and repairs have been made on the walls of the boiler 
setting. New counterweight drum ropes have been 
placed on the electric elevator, and a new governor rope 
and other worn parts attached to the hydraulic passen- 
ger elevator. Other routine repairs have been attended 
to, and the entire steam plant and the dynamos and 
motors are in good order. The boilers are regularly 
inspected by the Hartford Steam Boiler and Inspection 
Company, and the elevators, also, by the Otis Company. 

The book railway and pneumatic tube system con- 
necting the stacks and the delivery desks shows the 
effect of wear due to constant operation in the service 
since its installation and should before long undergo 
renovation, with the introduction, possibly, of improve- 
ments in mechanical parts which have been devised 
since its construction. 

Important changes and improvements in the lighting 
system of the Central building have been made. All 
the table lamps and the lamps on the catalogue cases 
in the Brown Music Room have been discontinued, and 
in place thereof semi-indirect ceiling fixtures with nitro- 
gen lamps have been introduced. Other semi-indirect 
fixtures have been installed in this building experimen- 
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tally or permanently. Repairs on the tile roof, as here- 
tofore, have been required after severe winter storms. 
The roof to the arcade surrounding the courtyard will 
eventually require more extensive repairs than have 
yet been given to it. Its original construction was 
poorly adapted to the rigors of our climate, and its 
condition creates problems not easily solved. Up to the 
present time nothing has been done to it, except such 
ordinary repairs as would carry the work until more 
extensive reconstruction can be undertaken. 

The following are the principal repairs and improve- 
ments at the branch libraries: 

New shelving as required to provide for the gradual 
increase in number of volumes at Charlestown, Codman 
square, Roxbury, Mattapan, Neponset, Mt. Bowdoin, 
Allston, Warren street, Roxbury Crossing, Parker Hill. 

At East Boston and Charlestown stereopticons with 
reflectoscope attachments and full equipment have been 
installed as intended when the new buildings were 
planned. At East Boston, also, the front lawn spaces 
have been planted with shrubbery. The West End 
Branch building has been entirely repainted on the 
interior, and the iron fencing on the exterior has been 
repainted. Linoleum carpet has been laid on the 
children’s gallery in this building. At the Roxbury 
Branch repainting, with other repairs, has been done by 
our landlord, the Fellowes Atheneum. The renovating, 
required by constant use, has been carried out at the 
North End Branch, and new linoleum carpet provided | 
for the Warren Street Reading Room. 

By the completion of the municipal buildings on 
Tyler street and at the corner of Dudley and Vine streets, 
the reading rooms, formerly operated on Broadway 
Extension and on Dudley street, have been provided 
with new and excellently planned quarters, equipped 
with new furniture. The improvement thus made 
possible has long been needed since the old quarters 
occupied by these reading rooms were entirely inade- 
quate for the proper operation of the stations. The 
new rooms are attractive and convenient, and the 
circulation in each case has increased since the removal, 
and will, no doubt, continue to increase. 

The building previously leased for the Faneuil Read- 
ing Room has now become the property of the city, 
and is a valuable addition tothe library plant. 
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Tue Use or Books. 


The efficiency of a library is popularly supposed to 
be measured by the number of books lent for home use, 
as shown by the figures of recorded circulation. Such 
figures are easily obtained, while other and in many 
cases more important operations cannot be expressed in 
statistics. The total number of volumes lent for use 
outside the buildings, termed ‘‘home use”’ circulation, 
for the year covered by this report was 2,135,100. 
This compares with- 2,012,589 for the preceding year, 
an advance of more than 6 per cent beyond what was 
then the highest recorded circulation since the estab- 
lishment of the library. 

The details of this circulation are shown in the fol- 
lowing tables, based, so far as they relate to the Cen- 
tral Library, upon the annual report of Mr. Frank C. 
Blaisdell, Chief of the Issue Department, and, so far as 
they relate to the branch libraries, upon the monthly 
reports of the custodians:

It seems necessary to repeat from previous reports 
that, whatever may be the value of statistics of circu- 
lation, they do not show the reference use of books 
within the various reading rooms, meaning by that 
term the use of books by students, scholars engaged 
in important investigations, by teachers in connection 
with their work, by the members of the various Univer- 
sity Extension Courses, as well as by a considerable 
number of readers who prefer to use books at the 
library instead of at home. This reading room use 
continually increases not only at the Central Library 
but at the branches, and, as stated last year: 
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Figures are cold, the human element alone is really significant, 
and the best evidence of the value of such a library as ours is 
not the mere number of books charged against borrowers, but 
the presence of hundreds of readers of all ages who may be 
found constantly in the different rooms throughout the system 
engaged either in serious study or in recreative reading. 


By our system of operation the collection of books 
at the Central Library is drawn upon through applica- 
tions made at the branches, and the borrower, who may 
live in an outlying part of the city, need not come to 
the Central building if he is not inconvenienced by the 
delay of a few hours required in the transmission of a 
desired book by our wagon delivery. During the 
past year 79,260 volumes have been sent out from the 
Central Library to fill applications made at branches. 
This is an increase from 76,816, the number sent out 
in the preceding year. The reports from the Branch 
Department show that the proportion of unsuccessful 
applications received from the branches (that is, unsuc- 
cessful because the desired book was already in the 
hands of another borrower) has this year dropped from 
46 to 38 per cent. There have been larger demands 
than usual for books relating to subjects of education 
and many requests for books on technical subjects 
(not possible to keep in the branch collections without 
expensive duplication). The books classed as fiction 
(including imaginative literature for young readers, as 
well as standard novels) comprised 63 per cent of the 
number sent from the Central Library on branch 
applications. The number of volumes sent from the 
special deposit collection at the Central Library for use 
by study clubs or at various institutions (ninety-six 
in number) was 41,073. 

Unbound periodicals, numbering 37,570, have been 
sent to city institutions and various other authorized 
places. 

By what is known as the inter-library loan system, 
within which various libraries are included, we may 
borrow, for the temporary use: of our readers, books 
which we do not own and which cannot be easily ob- 
tained, the reciprocal arrangement providing for 
occasionally lending, under similar circumstances, books 
from this library. The statistics of this circulation 
for two successive years appear in the following state- 
ment:

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PURCHASES OF FICTION. 


Of current fiction, 762 volumes have been considered, 
and of this number 145 different titles accepted for 
purchase; and 2,312 copies have been bought for 
circulation in the Central Library and branches. The 
total amount expended for new accessions in fiction was 
$2,683.93, and the average cost per volume $1.16. 
The replacement of worn-out copies of fiction and the 
purchase of additional copies to meet demand has cost 
$11,894 (covering 12,521 volumes). The entire expend- 
iture for books of this class therefore was $14,577.98, 
and this constitutes a little more than 36 per cent 
of the entire cost of books of all kinds. This is a some- 
what larger proportionate expenditure for fiction than 
usual, but it includes an exceptional purchase of addi- 
tional copies of imaginative literature for young readers, 
fairy tales, etc. (classed as fiction), and additional copies 
of standard fiction published within ten years, spurchased 
for branch circulation.

Central Library and 16,732 at branches). Since Novem- 

ber, 1911, one printed ecard for each title has been sent 

to the Harvard College Library, and we receive its 
printed cards in exchange. We also set aside one 


printed card for each title for the Library of Congress. 
Much replacement of cards worn or soiled by continuous 
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use has been effected during the year, including all the 
titles in Greek, Russian, Hebrew and Arabic. 

The main body of the Allen A. Brown Music Catalogue 
having been completed, a supplementary volume is well 
advanced for publication. 

Other important work performed in the Catalogue 
Department during the year includes the re-arrange- 
ment and expansion of the special catalogue in the Fine 
Arts Department, the preparation of copy for the new 
edition of our list of historical fiction, and much general 
bibliographical work in connection with correspondence 
or to meet inquiries made by students in the library. 


SELECTION OF Books FOR PURCHASE. 


The selection of fiction for purchase has been men- 
tioned. Besides works of fiction the more important 
publications are received on approval and carefully 
examined, and during the year 150 auction sales cata- 
logues, 100 booksellers’ general catalogues, with other 
special lists, and about 150 current periodicals have been 
searched for possible purchases. ‘This work is performed 
in the Catalogue and Ordering Department, with the — 
assistance of certain members of the staff. Mr. Mur- 
doch, Dr. Muss-Arnolt, Mr. Bierstadt, Mr. Chase, Miss 
Dunean and Mr. Maier, especially, have given valuable 
assistance. The auction sales catalogues have prin- 
cipally been examined by Mr. Fleischner. Miss Jordan 
has examined books for children, and Mr. Ward has 
considered purchases for the branches. Mr. Thomas 8. 
Perry, without remuneration, has given aid in selection 
which is appreciated. Finally, suggestions for purchase, 
without regard to where the suggestion originates, pass 
under the revision and approval of the librarian.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT.— CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


Miss Alice C. Jordan, the chief of this department, 
reports that 85,834 volumes have been lent for home use 
(included in tables of circulation, pages 28, 29), and of 
this number 66,201 were lent to borrowers applying for 
books in the Children’s Room, the remainder going out 
through the Branch Department. The direct circula- 
tion from the Children’s Room for home use has increased 
within two years to the extent of 12,455 volumes. No 
record is kept of the number of children who have used 
books in the room. ‘They are of various ages and repre- 
sent many different lines of racial descent, but they find 
here and gladly use the opportunities for recreation and 
study which the library offers. 

The attendance at the weekly story hour for children 
at the Central Library was 2,262 for the year. It con- 
tinues to justify itself as a satisfactory means of making 
the library known to children, and for establishing 
pleasant relations with them. Visits from classes sent 
from the schools have continued during the year. Miss 
Jordan has instructed them in the purposes and methods 
of the library, varying her talks according to the wishes 
of the teachers and the ability of the pupils. Any 
inflexible scheme is, of course, impracticable and not 
desirable. As to certain phases of this codperative 
educational work of the library and the schools, the 
following is taken from the report of Miss Jordan: 


The exhibit of library aids to school work, shown in connec- 
tion with the meeting of the New England Association of 
Teachers of English, received appreciative attention from 
teachers within the city as well as those from a distance. 
Teachers in the high schools are now sending pupils to examine 
the illustrated editions of standard books, such as ‘‘ Ivanhoe,” 
“The Talisman,” ‘Treasure Island,” the ‘‘Idylls of the King,” 
for the additional interest illustrations give to the study of 
literature. 
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With the organization and development of continuation 
schools for the working boys and girls have come requests 
that they be made acquainted with the library opportunities. 
Consequently the teachers have made arrangements to bring 
them to the library and to have talks given at the school, to 
arouse an interest in books. That good results have followed 
is shown by a statement, accompanying a request for a deposit 
of books for boys of fourteen to sixteen, to the effect that ‘The 
talks given have stimulated a desire to read.”’ 

Ten class room visits have been made and eighteen addresses 
have been given to schools, clubs and other associations on 
library topics. Besides these appointments which related 
directly to the wider usefulness of the library, the Chief of the 
Department has given courses on children’s books and reading: 
at Simmons College, at the Training School in Pittsburgh and 
at the Garland School in Boston. Although given outside of 
library hours, these lectures have none the less served to make 
the Boston Public Library more widely known and to give its 
work with children a certain standing. | 

Special assistance in list making has been rendered to teachers 
and parents, to playground associations and story tellers. 
Hardly a day passes without a request of this kind. 

The gradual growth in the use of the Teachers’ Room in the 
Children’s Department indicates that the teachers are 
appreciating its resources more fully. | 

““T have been teaching for four years,’ said one Boston 
teacher, ‘“‘and never knew there was such a room in the library.” 

Books have been reserved for eleven University Extension 
Courses the present winter. One of these courses, on Secondary 
Education, has appealed especially to teachers and has undoubt- 
edly brought some teachers to the room for the first time. 


The increasing use of the department for teachers’ 
reference work and for enlarged general reference work 
in connection with advanced courses of instruction will 
perhaps make it advisable to transfer these functions to 
some other room in the library. The space and atten- 
tion now devoted to the pedagogical collection and to 
special reservations from time to time are needed for 
the normal expansion of the work with children, and 
such uses, important as they are, cannot be permitted 
to restrict permanently the facilities for the service 
properly to be expected from the Children’s Department. 

In continuation of the arrangement made by the 
Arnold Arboretum, mentioned in my report last year, 
the Children’s Room has received gifts of specimens of 
Boerne shrubs and trees, for which our thanks are 

ue. 
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Bates HAL. 


In supplying the calls for books to be used at the read- 
ing tablesin Bates Hall, about 760,000 call slips have been 
required, besides 360,000 slips from Bates Hall readers 
who have desired books for home use. Besides the 
books from the stacks supplied on these call slips there 
is unlimited and unrecorded use of the volumes on open 
shelves in the hall. The maximum attendance of 
readers in this, the chief reading room of the library, was 
301, at 5 o’clock p. m. on the twenty-first of October. 

Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, Chief of the Reference 
Department, reports no diminution in the amount of 
reference work required to meet the inquiries of appli- 
cants in the room or in response to letters. 

The public catalogue now covers more than a million 
volumes, and it is the duty of the reference staff to 
give every possible assistance to readers or to students 
who are searching for literary material on any subject, 
and who frequently need, not merely instruction as to 
the proper use of the catalogue, but competent advice 
as to sources of information, over the wide field of 
English and foreign literature. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


These include the departments devoted to the Fine 
and Technical Arts, the Allen A. Brown Music Room, 
the Barton-Ticknor libraries, the Allen A. Brown 
Dramatic Collection, and numerous special collections 
of rare and valuable books in the alcoves opening from 
the Barton-Ticknor Room. As frequently pointed out 
the work done in connection with these special collections 
is in the highest sense educational, and the training and 
experience of the attendants are essential elements in 
the effective public service given in the rooms devoted 
to them. So far as figures can indicate the extent of this 
service the following statistics, from the report of Mr. 
Frank H. Chase, custodian, are illuminating: 


FINE ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


Direct circulation of books for home use (included in 
tables of circulation, pages 28, 29), 23,385, compared 
with 22,071 in 1914, and 20,668 in 1913. The circula- 
tion of pictures as aids to study, sent to schools and 
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classes upon request, is an important feature of the work 
of the department.

Ten volumes of clippings and programs have been 
made in the room during the year, more than 1,000 cards 
written for the Brown Dramatic Index, and the con- 
tents of 78 volumes have been prepared as copy for the 
Supplement to the Allen A. Brown Music Catalogue 
now printing. 

The new semi-indirect lighting system installed in 
this room has proved successful. Table lights are no 
longer needed. 

An excellent portrait of Mr. Brown, to whom the 
library is indebted for the important collection which 
bears his name, has been hung in the room, a gift from 
Mr. Samuel Carr, Mr. Augustus Hemenway, Miss 
Susan Minns and Mr. Robert Gould Shaw, friends of 
Mr. Brown.

The number of principal branches is 14, and the 
number of minor branches (reading room stations) is 16, 
no change having taken place during the year. The 
Branch Department has also served the following sub- 
sidiary agencies of distribution: Fire Department houses, 
61; other institutions, 35; public and parochial schools, 
167; in all (including branches), 293. 

The demand of the public for books to be sent out from 
the Central collections shows continual increase. This 
method of bringing the Central books directly within 
reach of residents in every part of the city is an important 
function of our library, and the privilege, if once used, is 
seldom given up. During the present year there has

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been a larger number than ever before of requests from 
teachers for books to be used in connection with their 
work. It will never be possible to meet fully all such 
demands, but with enlarged shelf capacity, to be gained 
in the addition to the Central building, soon to be erected 
on Blagden street, it will be possible to provide a larger 
deposit collection of the volumes chiefly called for. 
The reports of the custodians of branches to Mr. 
Langdon L. Ward, Supervisor of Branches, contain many 
pertinent references to their work, and I quote some of 
them. As to the value of the plan of circulating Central 
Library books through the branches, one custodian says: 


While the issue of books directly from the branch continues to 
show a large increase, it is especially significant to note that the 
issue of books received from the Central Library also shows a 
steady growth, proving that the latter issue supplements the 
inadequate collection of books at the branch, and provides 
borrowers in this district with books on technical and scientific 
subjects which it would be impracticable to include in the 
smaller collection. 


As to the work with the schools other custodians say: 


The neighboring school has sent boys into the library during 
school hours with creditable results. Two days were set apart 
for receptions to school teachers of the two grammar schools, 
and the response was cordial. 

During the year every teacher in the near-by schools has had 
either a deposit of books or pictures borrowed from the library. 

To the high school (of this district) pictures have been lent 
illustrating special features of class work, for example, illustrat- 
ing the textile industry, wheat growing, metallurgical apparatus, 
ete. One teacher has especially commended the usefulness in 
the teaching of geography of the pictures supplied by the 
library. 


Relative to the continual demand for new books 
(partly met by special purchases for the branches during 
the last two years) a custodian says: 


During the winter months the books on engineering, electricity, 
stenography, bookkeeping and accounting and the civil service 
manuals are seldom left unused on our shelves. Books on 
cooking, home making, entertainment are asked for by women. 


Another remarks: 


New fiction is, of course, in continual demand. Among the 
stories in greatest request we find those relating to the war. 
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Among other books generally asked for are those upon psy- 
chology, physiology, travel, adventure, history, religion, the 
boy scout and camp fire girls’ movements, and books for juve- 
nile readers. 

It is possible that the demand for the simplest, easiest English 
books for children and those learning the language — including 
the easy civic books for naturalization — will continue to form 
the largest group of requests. 

Some of the boys and girls who come to the library do not 
seem to be able to understand the stories from well-known 
poems — such as Evangeline. They want the stories in prose 
form. The poetry seems to confuse them and they want every- 
thing as simple as possible. They lose all the beauty of the 
story in poetic form. If some of the plays acted in the ele- 
mentary schools were in poetry instead of prose it might help 
the girls and boys to the understanding and love of poetry. 

Unlike other branches we have little call for new fiction. To 
our patrons the old fiction is new. We have quite a call for 
technical books from plumbers, cabinet makers, persons fitting 
themselves for the civil service, men taking engineering courses, 
teachers wanting whatever material relates to their particular 
branch of work, and large numbers of men demanding easy 
English. Among the Italian books taken out recently I 
note Mazzolini, Il popolo Italiano; Carducci, Prose; Amicis, 
Cuore; Plutarco, Gli Eroi della Grecia e di Roma; Pozzi, 
La terra; Plutarco, Le vita dei Greci piu illustri; Gubernatis, 
Storia comparata degli usi funebri in Italia; Franchi, La Filo- 
sofia delle scuole italiani; Bovio, Scritti filosofici e politici; 
Bambaldi, Amerigo Vespucci. 

The magazines have been read more freely since we have 
placed cards on the table each month indicating interesting 
articles in the current periodicals. By this method the attend- 
ants as well as the public are benefited. Hach member of the 
force attends to certain magazines, and thus all are obliged to 
keep more or less informed. If the articles were all selected by 
one person one point of view would be represented, but by 
distributing the work among six people, we are sure of a varied 
selection. 


The following extracts relate to the circulation and 
use of pictures: 


I believe that the teachers in our schools are coming more and 
more to appreciate the value of the pictures offered by the library 
as aids in making real to the children the wonders of history, 
science, art and literature. 

All the picture exhibits from the Central Library have been 
interesting as well as instructive. Those illustrating scenes in 
Belgium, Austria-Hungary and Germany attracted a great deal 
of attention from the adults, and the boys were very much 
interested in the pictures of the lighthouses and life-saving 
stations. 
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As to the story hour work, at the branches, custodians 
remark: | 


The story hour, discontinued for a time at this branch, was . 
resumed in March. There was a total attendance of 1,869 
with an average of 65 at the 29 story hours held. The girls in 
this district like stories better than the boys do and their group 
is always the larger. This year there were present 299 more 
girls than boys. Stories were told from the King Arthur 
- legends, The Crossing, Jungle books, Wonder book and Indian 
legends It seems to me the children enjoy hearing the stories 
this year more than ever before. They can always tell the 
story teller just where she left off in a continued story. When 
we took registration in the schools we spoke to the children about 
the library in general and the story hour in particular. The 
teachers encourage the children to attend. 

One can hardly over-estimate the value of the story hour not 
only as an introduction to good reading but as a civilizing and 
refining influence in the lives of the boys and girls. It develops 
concentration, self-control, sympathy, mutual understanding 
and happy comradeship. Those who have frequented the 
story hours for a year are a leaven among the shifting com- 
pany in the children’s room that may be made a help in setting 
and keeping standards of conduct there: 

The story hour has made its place in the library on its merits. 
There are none now to question its position. Our own group 
here at the library is composed of about 75 to 100 boys who have 
attended regularly since the first story hour three years ago. 
They are of Polish, Lithuanian and Irish extraction, chiefly, but 
we have some of Italian and Hebrew descent. They have so 
identified themselves with the story hour that it is not unusual 
for a member of the library staff to describe a lad as “‘one of the 
story hour boys.”” Many of them who have attended from the 
beginning are now in high school, but are not yet ‘‘too big” for 
stories. In fact, to some of them the story hour has proved a 
connecting link between the fields of grammar school endeavor 
and the many strange paths opened to them in high school. 
If he has heard the story of the Odyssey or the Aineid, the boy 
will at least know that what he is trying to read in Greek or 
Latin is really worth reading, though it is rather difficult to 
translate. I should think a boy’s sympathetic acquaintance 
with King Arthur, Robin Hood and Gulliver would cause his 
English teacher to appreciate the Library Story Hour. 


The story hour work has been carried on at the larger 
branches (as well as at the Central Library), wherever 
suitable audience rooms exist, by Mrs. Mary W. Cronan, 
who has been assisted by others, some of whom are 
members of our staff who have received instructions 
from Mrs. Cronan. By codperation with the Children’s 
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Welfare League of Roxbury there has also been story 
telling at the Mt. Pleasant Reading Room.

relating to the exhibition and free lectures given at the 
library in noting the tercentenary and including, also, 
a selected list of working editions of Shakespeare and 
works relating to Shakespeare, offered by the library. 


The Bates Hall Center Desk, Newspaper and Patent 
Rooms, Central Library. 


The usual statistics, reported by Mr. Pierce E. Buck- 
ley, Custodian, follow: 

Center Desk.— The highest recorded maximum attend- 
ance of readers in Bates Hall during any one day was 
301 (on October 31, at 5 p. m.); and the smallest maxi- 
mum for any day was 102, on Sunday, July 4, at 4 p.m. 

Newspaper Room.— The number of papers now regu- 
larly filed in this room is 301, not including trade news- 
papers and magazines, 82 in number. During the year 
three papers have been added to the list and 14 have 
been discontinued or have failed to reach us on account 
of the war in Europe. The largest number of readers 
noted at any one time during the year was 219, on Janu- 
ary 15, 1916. During only one month (July) was a 
maximum number of less than 100 recorded. 

The newspaper files are constantly in use, and 18,035 
persons consulted 33,200 bound volumes of newspapers 
during the year, as compared with 13,603 persons who 
used 27,415 volumes in the preceding year. During the 
year a few numbers of eighteenth century papers have 
been added to the files, which now include 7,928 volumes, 
an increase of 154 for the year. 

Patent Room.— The total number of volumes in our 
collection of patent documents is 13,361, the increase 
for the year being 354. The recorded number of persons 
using the files during the year was 17,512, as. compared 
with 13,211 in the preceding year. The number of 
volumes consulted was 106,358.

Documents and Statistics. 


Mr. Horace L. Wheeler, in charge of the Statistical 
Department, reports a gain through the Shelf Depart- 
ment of 590 volumes.. By exchanges and gifts through 
the American Statistical. Association, as additions to its 
collections held here, we have received 396 columns and 
929 pamphlets (eventually to be bound). By the 
records of the Shelf Department the Statistical Depart- 
ment contains 19,933 volumes definitely placed. 

About 138,000 volumes have been consulted in the

CoOPERATIVE RELATIONS OF THE LIBRARY AND THE 
SCHOOLS. 


I think it proper to describe here the relations which 
now exist between the library and theschools. Inquiries 
upon this subject are frequently received. 

The schools of the city are assigned, respectively, to 
a definite branch or reading room station as a center 
of library service. The custodians of branches and 
stations are thus brought into intimate relations with a 
fixed number of schools, to which their special attention 
is devoted, for the promotion of codperative relations. 
The privileges offered are open to parochial as well as to 
the public schools. 

1. The library sends an attendant to each grammar 
and high school at least once a year, at such time as 
may be convenient for the head-master or master, to 
take applications for library cards. 

2. The library sends to classes deposits of twenty- 
five or more volumes each, as far as its resources permit. 
The books are for topical reference or miscellaneous 
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reading. The character of the books varies, of course, 
with the needs of the schools. Applications for them 
are made to the Supervisor of Branches, Central Library 
or to the custodian of a neighboring branch. Any losses 
of books are made good by the School Committee. 

3. Books are reserved as far as possible at a branch 
or station for the use of pupils whenever a teacher so 
requests. Under certain conditions these books may 
be taken to the school building. Crowds of children 
come to the branches and stations for library assistance 
as soon as the daily school sessions close. 

4. A set of special catalogues of the library have 
been placed in the schools, or are available. These are 
of use to teachers in directing the reading of their pupils. 

5. Teachers are especially invited to avail them- 
selves of the advantages offered by the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment of the library. From this department Senta 
are issued to public, parochial or private schools, 1 
portfolios (not more than twenty-five pictures at one 
time); portfolios are usually sent through the branch 
or reading room nearest to the school on requests by 
teachers, specifying the subjects required; but teachers 
may select collections of pictures in person at the Cen- 
tral Library on presentation of a teacher’s card. 

The collection consists of reproductions of paintings, 
examples of sculpture and architecture, pictures relating 
to physical and commercial geography, views of cities, 
industrial processes, transportation, costumes and cus- 
toms, colored pictures of American Indians, etc. 

The range of subjects covered may perhaps be best 
indicated by the following list included in portfolios 
sent to one public school, during a single school year: 

Airships and Aeroplanes; American Revolution; 
Glaciers and Erosion; Canada; Famous Trees; Beaches 
and Shore Lines; Commercial Cities; Boston and 
Vicinity; Industries and Occupations; Useful Plants; 
American Indians; Chasms and Canyons; Boston; 
Western Massachusetts; Evangeline; Land Forms; 
Shipping; Mexico; Indian Life; Asia; New England; 
Races of Men; Mountains and Valleys; Africa; EKurope; 
Leaves and Trees; Middle Atlantic States; Lakes and 
Ponds; North America; Scenes in England; Lakes of 
Scotland and Ireland; Ocean Forms; Industries of 
Southern States; Wheat Industry; Boston Monuments; 
Columbus. 
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6. To supplement the pictures provided by the Fine 
Arts Department of the Central Library, collections 
have been formed at the branches, of inexpensive pictures 
likely to be of use to teachers in their work. These 
pictures are chiefly representations of birds or animals, 
or are related to geography, physical and _ political, 
history, folk life, or the industrial arts. Printed lists 
are available, representing the collections of the large 
branches. Pictures may be drawn from a distant branch 
as well as from the one nearest to the school. 

7. Both teachers and pupils are cordially invited to 
become familiar with the room at the Central Library 
known as the Teachers’ Reference Room. Special . 
facilities are there offered to teachers in the use of a 
professional library of reference books on educational 
subjects. 

‘Opportunities for older children to do school work 
are afforded by the simpler encyclopedias and reference 
books. 

8. Instruction in the use of the library, the card 
catalogue and the simpler reference books is offered to 
classes in the schools. This instruction is given at the 
Central Library by appointment made with teachers. 

9. Special cards are issued to teachers of public, 
parochial and private schools, on which may be drawn, 
for use in connection with the school work, not more than 
six books at one time, to be retained not more than four 
weeks. 

The reference books in the Teachers’ Reference Room, 
Central Library, of value to teachers in their work, are 
classified as follows: (a) The history and theory of 
education; (b) psychology; (c) pedagogical method; (d) 
reference books required in university extension courses; 
(e) books required by teachers in their immediate work; 
(f) reference books:on the principal subjects taught in 
the elementary schools; (g) a partial collection of the 
text books in use in the public schools; (A) a reference 
set of the best books for children in special editions. 

The best educational periodicals are filed'in the room 
for reading, regularly as received. Besides these books 
and magazines which are reserved for use at the reading 
tables within the room, there are books upon the shelves, 
immediately available for circulation, relating to the 
following classified subjects: (a) the theory and practice 
of kindergarten teaching; (0) story-telling; (c) musie for 
kindergarten and primary grades.

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The reading tables are arranged for use at all times, 
including evenings and Sundays, and the attendants 
are especially familiar with the collection, and prepared 
to give such assistance as may be required in enabling 
readers to use it. It is adapted for use by teachers in 
general professional study, for special reading in order 
to keep abreast of current educational thought, and in 
the preparation of class work. 

The room is easily accessible, on the second or principal 
floor of the building, opening from the Children’s Reading 
Room, which itself opens from the corridor at the head 
of the main stairway. While books within it are 
principally for the use of teachers, and on account of their 
character will be mainly used by them, nevertheless the 
older pupils in the schools or other readers or students 
who wish to make studious use of such reference works 
are not refused admission to the room, since the public 
library is not for a special class and its privileges are 
necessarily open to all. 

For many years the library has sought the closest 
cooperation with the schools and has in various ways 


offered friendly assistance to teachers and pupils. It 


regards this codperation as an important phase of its 
work.

CONCLUSION. 


As I have said, the work of a great public library can- 
not be shown by statistics, however necessary these may 
be as definite records: No one can measure by terms of 
mathematics the element of personality which enters 
into all human relations, and upon which the success of a 
public library depends. The great libraries of the past 
were used chiefly by the select and cultured few, but the 
modern public library can no longer remain a mere 
storehouse for books, a museum for the collection of rare 
volumes, nor cater almost entirely to a literary class, 
whether readers or writers. However important these 
functions, and no great public library may neglect them, 
it must also expand upon its democratic side. As a 
library for the people it must include the business man, 
whose problems have in recent years been broadly con- 
sidered in books. It must aid the workingman, in 
increasing his efficiency, and in some way bring him 
within its influence to a far greater extent than at present. 
It must provide for the children, and introduce them to 
that great world of books within which they willin after 
years find pleasure and profit. And more than all, per- 
haps, it must promote the use of books, not merely as 
instruments of knowledge, but as a means of culture and 
enjoyment. 

This report imperfectly indicates how the Boston 
Public Library has met these requirements during the 
past year. I have summarized the work of the Statisti- 
eal Department, with its collections of documents and 
reports relating to commerce, manufactures, transporta- 
tion, the labor question, and questions of economics 
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and social science generally; of the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment, with its extensive collection of books and photo- 
graphs on architecture, design, painting, sculpture, 
engineering, building construction, electrical science, and 
other branches of the fine and technical arts; and have 
referred to its work with classes, its lectures and exhibi- 
tions, and its circulation of pictures. The extensive 
use of our periodical and newspaper files has been men- 
tioned. Besides the use of books in the various depart- 
ments, our circulation has included books for general 
reading — in the domain of fiction, travels, biography, 
history, poetry and the drama. Perhaps no other 
library in the country covers a wider field, or by its 
history and traditions is forced to meet so many and so 
varied demands. It was established at the beginning 
of the public library movement by scholarly men who, 
mindful of the needs of scholars, placed upon its shelves 
many volumes, which, in the course of time, have become 
rare, and can now be found in few public collections. 
These have been supplemented by others of like charac- 
ter, received by bequests or purchased, so that gradually 
important departments have been built up whose 
growth in later years only insufficient funds have 
limited. Meantime the public demand for books, not 
merely for scholars but for general reading, has increased 
to an extent that could not possibly have been foreseen 
by the founders of the library, and draws heavily upon 
our financial resources.- The income of trust funds must 
be relied upon principally for such additions as it is 
possible to make to our scholarly collections. There 
are gaps in all of them, and none of them can be brought 
to such perfection as we would wish without the expen- 
diture of amounts beyond our present income, and for 
which we must rely mainly on further benefactions. 
The sums available from the annual appropriations of 
city money can no more than meet, indeed can hardly 
meet, the requirements of the service justly to be 
expected from such a library as this. 

Under present conditions we are often obliged to 
forego purchases that would otherwise be made, and to 
buy with the purpose of meeting proportionately, so far 
as possible, the requirements of a cosmopolitan popula- 
tion; to buy, for example, not always the books of 
highest literary merit, but the books which are best 
adapted to meet the needs of readers of varying attain- 
ments and sometimes of untrained literary taste.

The inter-library lending arrangement has been 
mentioned. This, to a limited degree, enables a library 
to obtain for the use of its readers a book which it has 
not been able to buy, or which it has refrained from buy- 
ing because some other accessible library has it. Every 
library whose finances are limited must, in order to 
conserve its resources, codperate with other libraries 
in the vicinity, and thus avoid extensive duplications 
of purchases by institutions not far apart. This arrange- 
ment to some extent offsets our inability to buy certain 
books in limited demand, although, as will appear from 
the statement on pages 30, 31 of the inter-library 
operations during the past year, the richness of our 
collections, notwithstanding what they lack of complete- 
ness, enables us to lend to other libraries many more 
volumes than we have found it necessary to borrow. 

My continued acknowledgments are due to Mr. Otto 
Fleischner, assistant librarian, whose faithful services 
through many years have been of great value to the 
library, and I also record my thanks for the codperation 
of the chiefs of departments and custodians and that of 
members of the staff generally. Upon their loyalty 
and efficiency the effective operation of the library 
depends. I said last year, and now repeat, that nearly 
all the chiefs and custodians have been long in the library 
service and know its resources: 
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Inquiries requiring special knowledge are expected to be 
made to them directly, rather than to any minor assistants, 
and if questions are asked which do not fall within the province 
of the department in which the inquiry is made, as is not 
unlikely, since no one person can be expected to know every- 
thing, the inquirer will be directed to the proper department. 
Reports of dissatisfaction, for any reason, with the operation 
of the service or of failure to obtain the information desired 
are earnestly solicited by the librarian or assistant librarian, 
one of whom is accessible, without formality,.during the day, 
or by the representative of the librarian in charge during the 
evening.

Dear S1rR,—In conformity with section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual 
report of the Department of Markets for the year ending 
January 31, 1916. 

The work of the department has been of a routine 
nature. 

The rentals have been promptly paid and the regula- 
tions of the Market Department have been strictly 
enforced. The lessees and the department have worked 
in harmony with the Health Department in carrying 
out such regulations as have been adopted for the 
protection of the public in food which is offered for sale. 
Such food as has been offered for sale within the market 
limits has been of excellent quality, so much so that 
the few complaints which have been made have been 
satisfactorily adjusted and we have been called upon to 
condemn very small quantities of such supplies as were 
unfit to be used for human food. 
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STATISTICS. 


During the year the department has found it necessary 
to condemn and cause to be destroyed as unfit for food: 
Apples, 10 bushels; Brussels sprouts, 15 quarts; salmon, 
306 pounds; broilers, 50 pounds, potatoes and a quan- 
tity of other vegetables and fruit which were consigned 
to the dump. 

The police detailed for duty at Faneuil Hall Markets 
have made twenty (20) arrests for various offences, 
besides appearing as witnesses in several cases of cruelty 
which they had reported to the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals.

STATISTICS OF CASES ALEDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
5,512, an increase of 1,005 families from the previous 
year. Of these, 422 families resided in other cities and 
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towns but had retained their settlement in this city, 
and we received payment for aid rendered to 538 
families residing in Boston whose legal settlement was 
elsewhere. 


The number of new cases aided during the year was 
1,594. The total number of cases dealt with since 1864 
is 46,728. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors 
during the year was 34,948, of which 26,848 were made 
in the homes of the poor and 8,100 for information.

The sum of $601,124.60 has been given directly to 
the poor, to which should be added the sum of $4,138.50 
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paid for burials, $6,652.61 paid for support of the Tem- 
porary Home, and $19,352.96 paid for support of the 
Lodge for Wayfarers, making a total of $631,268.67 
actually paid out by the Overseers of the Poor from the 
tax levy for the direct relief of the poor. We have also 
disbursed as trustees the further sum of $33,482.68 to 
the various pensioners and beneficiaries adjudged worthy 
and falling within the provisions of the trusts.

INCREASED Neale AND EXPENSES. 


Examination of the statistics of our work and of our 
expense account will show that both have made a very 
large increase over the preceding-year; a total number 
of 5,512 families were cared for during the year as 
against 4,507 in 1914, an increase of 1,005 families. 
The amount of relief actually given to the poor increased 
$167,086.44 over 1914. 

The number of families aided by us from month to 
month showed an increase over the corresponding 
months of the previous year of from 1,100 in February 
to 200 in December, 1915. In January of 1916, the 
first month to show a decrease, we aided 415 less families 
than in January, 1915. In other words, the tide of 
increased aid, which began to ris? in the fall of 1913, 
rose to its maximum in March, 1915, and gradually 
declined through 1915 till the ebb tide began to flow 
out in January, 1916. 


WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


In last year’s report we spoke of the necessity of hav- 
ing additional accommodations for the large number of 
men applying for lodging during the winter and spring 
of 1915. The five temporary lodging houses opened 
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by us served the purpose on the whole satisfactorily, 
and were closed as speedily as possible. The Way 
Street School was the first opened and the last to be 
closed; this was maintained from the first of January 
till the sixteenth of May. The cost of maintaining this 
place was $1,752.04. The Blossom Street Gymnasium 
was closed April 30, having been operated at an expense 
of $2,031.22. The Commonwealth Pier, a schoolhouse 
on Tyler street and the South Ferry Station were also 
used as overflow lodging houses for a part of the winter. 

It is pleasant to be able to state that this winter has 
passed without any strain upon our rather limited 
accommodations at the lodge. Owing largely to the 
abundance of work and the consequent lack of unem- 
ployment the demands upon us have been reduced to 
normal. The figures are striking in their contrasts. 
In January of this year, for example, the total number 
of lodgers was 1,914; last year in the same month we 
lodged 12,356.

City TEMPORARY HoME. 


The City Temporary Home is in excellent condition 
throughout the entire building, and accommodates in 
a comfortable and wholesome manner all who seek 
protection and shelter beneath its roof. 

It receives gladly all stranded and homeless women 
and ‘children who make application, and affords a safe 
home for the charges or wards of the city and state who 
for any reason may require a temporary home during 
the period of changing homes or boarding places. 

The food furnished is of good quality, well prepared 
and plentiful. 

Good milk for infants, children and nursing mothers 
is served in plenty day and night. 

The nurseries are clean and always properly ventilated. 

There are comfortable beds in the dormitories and 
family sleeping rooms, and sitting rooms for women and 
young girls, generously supplied with reading matter, 
such as daily papers and magazines. 

Special care is given to young, inexperienced mothers 
and their infants. Situations, temporary and perma- 
nent, are frequently found by the matron. 

Clothing supplied by donations to the home is 
given those who need it, especially to many children 
who are received in a neglected condition. Occasionally 
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transportation is furnished to worthy women who are 
stranded and have not the means to reach their homes. 

Special dinners are given at Thanksgiving, Christmas 
and Easter, brightening the day for those who would 
otherwise be homeless. 

The same arrangements exist between the Overseers 
of the Poor Department and the Boston Lying-in Hos- 
pital for sending those making application at. the home 
to the hospital and receiving them afterwards, provided 
they need temporary care. The home is ever ready for 
any emergency or calamity. if such should occur, not 
only in our own city but any neighboring city or town. 

The same matrons continue in service, having been 
for years in care of home and inmates.

Ciry HospiItTAtL. 


We act in behalf of the trustees of the City Hospital 
and the Board of Health in the matter of determining 
settlements of sick people aided at the City Hospital. 
The amount collected by us, or by means of our investi- 
gations, during the past year was $91,809.80. The 
settlements of people suffering from contagious diseases 
are determined by us for the Board of Health and we 
send the bills to the City Collector for collection. In 
cases of sick people admitted to the City Hospital 
who have no settlement in Boston we notify the place 
of settlement or the. State Board of Charities and 
personally collect the sums due the City Hospital for 
care of such cases. The expense of our staff of clerks 
engaged in this work was this year $5,334.68. 

The amount collected by us from the Commonwealth 
and cities and towns outside of Boston and turned over 
to the City Hospital during the past year was $49,948.35. 
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The sum of $41,861.45 was also received at the City 
Collector’s office on account of contagious diseases 
eared for at the City Hospital, on bills furnished by our 
department, after investigations made at our expense. 
If we add to these amounts $202,130.70 collected at our 
main office for the relief by us of paupers and persons 
settled otherwise than in Boston and from other sources 
and paid over directly to the City Collector, we have 
an aggregate of $293,940.50 collected by this depart- 
ment.

Tue Moruers’ Arp LAw. 


On January 31, 1916, we had 1,077 women with one 
or more dependent children whom we were aiding under 
this law. Of this number, 875 are City of Boston cases; 
84 are state cases; 118 have their settlement in other 
cities and towns of this Commonwealth. The amount of 
cash paid out by us during the year in caring for these 
women and their families was $338,079.69, an increase of 
$89,477.66 over last year. ‘The amounts paid vary from 
$2 to $12 per week, the average weekly sum being 
between six and seven dollars. 

The large increase in mothers’ aid cases noticeable in 
1914 and 1915 does not continue now that the pro- 
visions of the law, which went into effect in the fall of 
1913, are generally known. Only the natural increase 
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due to the increased population and other causes is now 
perceivable. We had 1,018 cases in January, 1915, 
and now in January, 1916, we have but 1,077, an increase 
of but 59 cases during the year. This is certainly not a 
large increase considering the size of the city and the con- 
stant liability to death of the breadwinners in families 
which have not made an adequate provision for such a 
contingency. ‘The deplorable tendency of husbands to 
desert their wives and young families is also an item to be 
reckoned with in this respect. We have many cases of 
this nature now on our books and new applications from 
deserted wives are constantly coming. Our rules require 
that the desertion shall have extended for more than a year 
before we can aid the women under the Mothers’ Aid Law. 


DratH OF Mr. TURNBULL. 


On December 23, 1915, the Board lost by the death 
of Joseph A. Turnbull of the Charlestown district one 
of its most faithful and earnest members. He had 
served on the Board for nine years and had always 
been constant in attendance at its meetings and zealous 
in caring for the wants of the poor. He gave a great 
deal of his time to the duties of his position. The poor 
of his district always found him ready to listen to their 
stories of want, and he always saw that their needs 
were attended to without delay. He gave himself freely 
in their behalf. 

The following resolutions were passed by the Board 
at a special meeting called for that purpose: 


The Overseers of the Poor of Boston, called together in 
special meeting, because of the death of their associate, Joseph 
A. Turnbull, are desirous of expressing their sorrow in a formal 
manner, and of showing their appreciation of the value of Mr. 
Turnbull’s long service upon the Board. It is therefore 

Resolved, That by Mr. Turnbull’s death the City of Boston 
loses one of its most faithful officials and a most valuable 
citizen, and the members of the Board suffer a great personal 
loss. The poor of our city, and especially of the Charlestown 
district, will long remember his labors in their behalf. He 
gave of his time freely and constantly, at all hours of the day 
and night, being ever ready to listen to tales of suffering, and 
sure to act quickly and wisely in ways of relief. Constant 
in attendance on all meetings of the Board and of the various 
important committees upon which he served, he leaves behind 
him a record of long and honorable service. 

Resolved, That the Board extend its heartfelt sympathy to 
his bereaved family. 
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Trust FuNDS. 


We hold seventeen trust funds, all of which are admin- 
istered according to the wishes of the donors, as inter- 
preted from time to time by the Board with the advice 
of the Law Department. Applicants for trust pensions 
must have a legal residence here, must be at least fifty 
years of age and must be old residents of Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as 
a corporation has increased $9,982.53 during the year, 
and is now $886,055.90. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pem- 
berton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, 
the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, 
the Stoughton, Goodnow, Jeffries and Holton Funds is 
292, an increase of 4 from the number aided on Febru- 
ary 1, 1915. During the year 26 have died, 2 have gone 
to an insane asylum, 4 have been discontinued, 6 have 
gone to homes and 2 have been transferred. Forty-four 
new names have been added. 

During the year we have paid $4,304.27 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now twenty-six children on this fund. 

A statement of all the funds held by us in trust, show- 
ing receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1915, is 
appended hereto. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS.

To Joun H. Di~iton, CHARLES GIBSON AND THOMAS 
F. Gavin, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I beg to submit herein a report of the 
activities of this department for the year ending January 
lee OL! 

The all important need of the department at the begin- 
ning of the past year was to place the surface of the 
drives in such condition as would stand the ever-increas- 
ing traffic, and the consequent damage to the roads 
which is more noticeable to those frequenting park 
drives for pleasure than those using public streets in the 
ordinary course of travel. 

To this end two important contracts were made. 
First, Columbia road was resurfaced with bitulithic 
pavement, from Franklin Park to Edward Everett 
square. 

This, being one of the main arteries to Boston from. 
the south, is subject to very heavy automobile travel, 
and as no great amount of repair work had been done 
on this drive since it was built in the year 1898, the 
surface was in very poor condition. After one season’s 
wear it would appear as though this type of road con- 
struction would be most suitable for drives where the 
auto traffic is exceptionally great, the cost of this 
work being $46,385.97. 

The second contract was for Commonwealth avenue 
on the west side, from Beacon street to Cottage Farm 
Bridge. As the traffic here is mixed, that is, heavy team 
and automobile, it was decided to use wood blocks, that 
being next to granite blocks the most durable. Its 
advantage over the latter named pavement is that it is 
less noisy and not so dusty. 

This pavement has a concrete base and should eR 
for many years; the contract price was $62,406.42. 

In addition to the above, the department force 
resurfaced Audubon road, from Agassiz Bridge to the 
Fens Bridge, a distance of about 2,000 linear feet, with 
tar macadam. A surface treatment of tar was also 
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applied to the other drives in the Fens, and the drives 
in Franklin Park were treated with a coat of heavy 
asphaltic oil and sand. Similar treatment was given 
the Strandway drive, from Edward Everett square to 
Marine Park. 

The main parkway, from Franklin Park to the River- 
way, was treated with a thin coat of Tarvia B and sand. 

The needed repairs were made on Commonwealth 
avenue, from Brighton avenue to the Newton line. 
This is a surface tar treatment, and the repairs were 
made with the same material. 

During the winter months, in order to provide work 
for the needy unemployed, grading of Ronan Park was 
started and work on the leveling of the proposed play- 
ground on Parker Hill was begun. At Marine Park a 
balustrade was erected from the Head House to Castle 
Island Bridge. ‘This was flanked on the land side by a 
granolithic walk, 20 feet in width, and a planting space 
10 feet wide. 

The contract price for the granolithic walk and the 
erection of the balustrade was $6,438.99. All material 
for the balustrade was made up at Franklin Park 
Service Yard by the department force of concrete 
workers. At Marine Park also the subgrading of the 
drive was nearly finished to connect Marine Park with 
Farragut road along the harbor front. The grounds 
about the Aquarium were loamed-and graded and they 
were further enhanced by the addition of a rustic © 
foundation and artistic planting of hardy shrubs on the 
slope and garden plots in the lower ground. 

The Fens was improved by grading the large meadow 
opposite the Art Museum and Simmons College and 
the planting of rhododendrons, kalmias and other broad- 
leaved evergreens on the steep bank south of the Richard- 
son Bridge, opposite the John Boyle O’Reilly Memorial. 
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A large number of English elms were planted on 
Broadway, South Boston, for which tree pits had to be 
excavated and loamed. 

At the Franklin Field Speedway a reinforced con- 
crete stand was erected, the contract price being $3,368. 

Highland park was improved by grading, seeding, ete.

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REPORT OF PHYSICAL DIRECTOR. 





To Joun H. DILLON, CHARLES GIBSON AND Tuomas F. 
GALVIN, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— Any résumé of the work and condi- 
tions which come under my supervision as physical 
director must necessarily resémble other reports which 
I have submitted in former years, since the salient 
points of the routine activities are of a fixed character, 
and therefore, except locally or temporarily, do not 
depart from the tested methods which I outlined for 
my instructors several years ago. 

Some slight modifications, as I have said, have been 
introduced to meet local or temporary conditions, 
such as the demand for the motions and rhythm of the 
modern form of dancing. This was introduced in a 
modified form in that portion of the class work for women 
and girls which embraces dancing. Previous to the last 
few years this part of the class work included only 
folk and esthetic dancing. 

One fact is worth repeating, as each year its truth is 
gratifyingly evident and universally conceded, and that 
is that Boston is still in the lead along the lines on 
which this department of the public service is moving, 
and this notwithstanding the large efforts that have been 
~made by other cities in parallel directions. 

The department now has ten gymnasia as against 
nine last year, with a total weekly attendance varying 
from six thousand to ten thousand per week. Of this 
number about 60 per cent are children or minors and 
40: per cent adults. 

That there is a strong attraction is proven by the 
fact that a great number of the regular attendants of 
each succeeding year is composed of the same people. 
I have noted this particularly at Columbia road, now 
in its thirteenth year of existence, in the morning and 
evening women’s classes. We have the same class 
leader in both that we had in 1904, and there are about 
twenty-five other members who have also been nearly 
as regular in their attendance. 
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We have now definitely arrived at the point in the 
direction of children where we know that the habits of 
bathing and taking exercise which they acquire in their 
early years of spontaneous attendance at our public 
gymnasia clings to them in after years, and frequently 
it is found that the regular and interested patron of the 
adult class is the grown-up juvenile member of former 
years. 

Much has been done at the various institutions in the 
last few years to foster the interest of the child. Social 
days to which the mothers and teachers are invited are 
held frequently everywhere. At Christmastime trees 
laden with inexpensive and useful gifts and some 
immediately appreciable eatables were given at every 
gymnasium except Columbia Road and Curtis Hall, 
where the character of the constituency, adult and 
juvenile, is of a different caliber, because the locality 
wherein they are situated is of the well-to-do residential 
order. ‘The expenses of these Yuletide festivities were 
in each case borne by the employees of the respective 
institutions. 

Visitors’ day, on the first Monday and Tuesday of 
each month, to which the public generally and friends 
and parents of the members are invited, has gathered 
quite a lively interest into itself in many of the gymnasia. 

Vine Street, Ward 17, this year opened its doors and 
possibilities to a locality which had had no public agency 
of this character heretofore. The response was large, 
eratifyingly large, but not great enough, I think. The 
people of this district have not fully awakened to the 
immense advantages and benefits which we have placed 
at their disposal, though the nearness of Columbia Road 
and Cabot Street would partially account for any 
seeming deficiency of response. 

A new building in Ward 7 replaced an old, poorly 
lighted and ventilated building and one impossible to 
heat. The response to the stimulus of new and attractive 
quarters was regulated by the character of the population 
in that vicinity. The children’s classes are limited only 
by the capacity of the gymnasium; the men’s classes also 
are large, but the ladies’ classes, as at North Bennet street, 
are poorly attended, because the population in both 
sections is mostly foreign,— poor, hard-working people, 
where the mother in the home is the hardest worked 
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member of all, and consequently has little or no time 
for self-improvement or recreation. 

The instructors this year, instead of teaching athletics 
on the playgrounds during the summer, were at the 
various beaches teaching swimming and _ life-saving 
and doing life-guard duty.

S1r,— In compliance with the provisions of chapter 3, 
section 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I respectfully 
submit the following report of the Penal Institutions 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1916.

The present commissioner succeeded Mr. Fred §8. 
Gore February 25, 1915. During the past year many 
changes have occurred in the department occasioned by 
resignations, deaths and removals, bringing into the 
department many new employees, both at the Boston 
office, the House of Correction at Deer Island and on 
the steamer ‘‘ Monitor.” The department has under 
its control the House of Correction at Deer Island and 
the steamer ‘‘ Monitor.”’ 
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HovusE OF CORRECTION. 


During the past year it is encouraging to note the 
changed improvement in the physical conditions of both 
the institution and the inmates thereof. It is not 
difficult to assign satisfactory reasons for this. Principal 
among them may be noted the change in the rules 
and regulations governing the institution and the con- 
duct of the inmates confined therein; the printing of 
new rules and regulations governing the conduct of 
inmates, and the posting of a copy in the rooms assigned 
to each; the printing of new rules and regulations 
governing the official life on the island, a copy of which 
must be in the possession of each officer or employee 
connected with the institution, has served to bring about 
such familiarity with the rules that beneficial results 
are immediately noticed. 

Upon entering this department I was impressed with 
the necessity of taking steps for the extinction of the 
vicious drug habit with which this institution and 
inmates had seemingly been inoculated. The use of 
drugs had grown to an alarming extent, as had also the 
use of liquors. A system of segregation then in vogue 
was abolished, and a portion of the old prison was set 
aside for the segregation of those afflicted with the use 
of drugs. The new system of handling these unfortu- 
nates, and the able manner in which it has been carried 
out by the master and his assistants, has resulted in the 
total extinction of drugs of all kinds from the institution. 
The great number of cases which have come under the 
authority of this department and the beneficial results 
attained in the handling of them deserves special men- 
tion, and your Honor is to be congratulated upon your 
ore ea in demanding that these changes be brought 
about. 

The use of intoxicating liquor among the inmates, at 
one time a blight upon the institution, has been entirely 
obliterated. 

To increased opportunity for employment under the 
new rules may be credited a great deal of the change in 
the conduct of the inmates, and from a condition of 
lethargy and indifference has been created an esprit de 
corps not exceeded, we believe, by any institution in 
the Commonwealth or in the country. 

It will be the constant aim of this department to keep 
up a high standard of discipline, and to furnish continued 
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employment, as without this the purposes of an insti- 
tution of this character will be defeated. 

Every effort is used to improve the conditions of the 
inmates. Once a week, or oftener, the commissioner 
or assistant commissioner visits the institution and 
confers with any inmate wishing an interview. At all 
times the physical, religious and moral needs of the 
inmates have been considered and they have always 
been accorded proper treatment. 

The report of this department for the current year 
would be incomplete without due reference to the splen- 
did effort put forth by members of the religious bodies, 
whose visits to the institution have done much to 
encourage and help the inmates confined therein. 

The excellent example shown by Mrs. Florence 
Spooner in providing a proper remembrance during the 
Christmas holidays is one that might well be followed 
by any persons apparently interested in prison reform 
and other social work; and her devotion to this cause I 
most heartily commend, and I earnestly hope that she 
may long continue to carry out this most excellent work. 

At the request of Captain Sulzer, representing Colonel 
Gifford, the Salvation Army made two visits to the 
institution during the past year. The splendid impres- 
sion left by them upon the inmates is worthy of com- 
mendation. I sincerely trust that their efforts may 
continue, and the result obtained will prove beneficial 
from year to year. 


BUILDINGS. 


The physical condition of the buildings of this depart- 
ment located at Deer Island were found by the present 
commissioner to be in very poor condition, both as to 
sanitation and to fire prevention, requiring a complete 
overhauling, which resulted in a report of the condition 
of the different buildings by the several departments of 
the city having charge of the same. A report containing 
such language as ‘‘uninhabitable, unsanitary and unfit 
for occupation,’ and recommending the abandonment 
of several of the buildings as quarters for the officers 
employed in the institution, has been forwarded to this 
office. Many of the improvements suggested in the 
reports of these departments have been made by the 
present commissioner, and many more should be made. 
The total demolition of a structure on the Winthrop 
shore of the island, which had been in use for the manu- 
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facture of fertilizer, met with the hearty approval of the 
citizens of the adjoining town of Winthrop and the 
officers and inmates of the institution. The odors 
arising from this establishment were nauseating to the 
extreme. 

The control of the Penal Institutions Department 
underwent a complete change on the 25th of February, 
1915. 

Following are some of the permanent changes and 
improvements which have been made at the House of 
Correction, Deer Island: 


1. Complete change in the bookkeeping system and 
form of requisition for articles to be used at the institution. 

2. Complete change in the dietary of the institution. 

3. Number of changes in the personnel of the working 
force. 

4. The uniforming of all employees, a new system of 
rules and regulations both for governing the officers and 
inmates. 

5. The establishment of an employment bureau for 
discharged inmates. 

6. Establishment of a merit system, and extending 
by codperation with the Prison Commission, Parole 
Board and various societies the paroling of large num- 
bers from the institution, which has been a general 
success, 

7. The establishment of a complete fire department 
where none existed before. 

8. The building of a number of miles of granolithic 
sidewalks by inmates, making for a greater order of 
cleanliness and adding to the physical appearance of the 
island and institution. 

9. The building of a new blacksmith shop, also done 
by inmates. 

10. A complete remodeling of the stone shed, one of 
the leading industries at the institution, where edgestone 
is cut for the city departments. 

11. The increased operation of the cutting and sewing 
rooms and a remodeling of obsolete machines and put- 
ting them in running order. 

12. The razing of a number of unsightly old wooden 
buildings. 

13. The making of shoes and slippers to be used in the 
institution. 

14. The increase in the output of the upholstering 
and mattress departments. 
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15. The making of chairs and cabinets and other 
articles of furniture to be used at the institution. 

16. The complete rehousing of the employees by 
making use of two wings of the hospital which up to the 
present time had not been used. 

17. The complete renovating of the master’s house 
and deputy master’s house. 

18. The rebuilding of the watch and boat house at 
the gut. 

19. The building of three new watch houses. 

20. The general renovation of all the buildings, 
including the three prisons, inside and out. 

21. The installation of new machinery at the laundry, 
greatly increasing its efficiency. 

22. The remodeling and repairing of the horse barn 
and cow barn, which were not habitable. 

23. Reviving the milk industry by the addition of 
twenty-one head of cattle, those formerly on the island 
having been killed on account of hoof and mouth 
disease. 

24. The pig industry, which is one of the most profit- 
able at the institution, and which had been allowed to 
run down, has been greatly improved, so that at the 
present time we have in the pens about 600 pigs, which 
we expect to be able to double. 

25. Greatly increased activity in farming and the 
production of vegetables all raised for use at the insti- 
tution. For the first time in the history of the institution 
potatoes were raised and we harvested the enormous 
quantity of nearly 5,000 bushels. We have supplied the 
Infirmary Department at Long Island and the Suffolk 
School for Boys at Rainsford Island with potatoes. 

26. Large quantities of other vegetables have been 
produced. Enormous quantities of corn have been 
raised and during the season more than 10,000 ears were 
fed to the inmates, for the first time in the history of 
the institution. 

27. All the carriages and wagons have been reno- 
vated. : 

28. Sewers and drains have been built, one of the 
greatest necessities, as it was found impossible during 
the wet weather to walk about the grounds on account 
of defective drainage. 


Many other conditions have been remedied, all for the 
betterment of the House of Correction, from a corrective 
sanitary and health point of view. 
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The greatest accomplishment seems to be the absolute 
removal of the drug habit which today and for the past 
six months has not shown itself in any form. 

The miles of concrete walk constructed on the island 
afforded the necessary labor for the upbuilding of the 
physical condition of those formerly addicted to the use 
of drugs, and afforded an opportunity to learn a busi- 
ness at which many of them have been employed since 
their discharge from this institution. 


PROBATION. 


The probation work of this department during the 
past year has brought about excellent results through 
the indefatigable efforts of the assistant commissioner, 
George H. Sheehan, and the probation officers in this 
division. 

Appended hereto is a report submitted on this work. 
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REPORT OF ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER. 


February 25, 1916. 
Hon. Davin B. SHaw, 
Commissioner, Penal Institutions Department: 


Dear Si1r,— I herewith submit my report for the fiscal 
year ending January 31, 1916. 

I assumed the duties of Assistant Penal Institutions 
Commissioner on March 15, 1915, and have visited the 
House of Correction regularly twice each week and have 
personally interviewed about 5,000 of the 7,350 inmates 
committed during the above period. The remaining 
four days of the week were devoted to work at this office, 
where I have interviewed members of the inmates’ 
families and others interested in their release, as well 
as interviewing inmates at the Suffolk County Jail. 

After my first few visits to the House of Correction I 
found inmates committed who were not legal residents 
of the United States, and with the aid of Commissioner 
Skeffington and inspectors at the local immigration 
station these inmates were deported from this country 
to the country from which they came. In many 
instances their families had become public charges and 
they were deported with them. 

In another case where an inmate was serving his 
second three-year period it was necessary to obtain a 
pardon from the Governor’s Council in order that 
deportation procedures be executed. 

During the past year 1,265 permits to be at liberty 
were granted or recommended by me under chapter 225 
of the Revised Laws, of which 1,028 were released under 
section 119, and 151 released under section 121. Of 
the latter there were released 60 from the Superior Court; 
67, Municipal Court; 3, Chelsea Court; 1, West Rox- 
bury Court; 14, Roxbury Court; 3, Charlestown Court; 
4, Dorchester Court; 10, East Boston Court, and 12, 
South Boston Court. Eleven hundred and sixty-nine 
of those released were from the House of Correction, 
Deer Island, and 86 from the Suffolk County Jail. Only 
76 of the above permits to be at liberty were revoked. 

Three hundred and twenty-nine inmates were con- 
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victed under the Uniform Desertion Act, whereby 50 
cents per day is paid to the family of the inmate for 
each day’s labor performed by him, of which 167 were 
granted permits to be at liberty, upon application of the 
wife of the inmate, after employment had been obtained 
and arrangements made whereby a larger portion of 
their weekly salary than the amount received at Deer 
Island should be paid to the family. 

While there was an increase in commitments of about 
20 per cent under the Uniform Desertion Act, I am 
pleased to state that owing to the diligent work of the 
probation officers in this department and the personal 
attention given to each individual case, the total amount 
paid was $200 less than that of the previous year, which 
amounted to $12,200. In fact, $789 additional was 
collected by this office from inmates paroled under this 
act which was given to their families in weekly payments. 
In many cases some of these men continue to pay stated 
amounts long after their parole expires. The payment 
of this money, however, was not the only essential, as 
in many cases families were reunited and happiness and 
contentment brought into the homes. 

Upon assuming the duties of assistant commissioner 
I found a large list of unpaid fines amounting to thou- 
sands of dollars, but I am pleased to state that during 
the year ending January 31, 1916, all fines have been 
collected to date. 


TRANSFER TO CONCORD. 


Through the courtesy of the Prison Commission we 
have been enabled to establish a merit system whereby 
inmates committed to the House of Correction who have 
not violated anyrules are given the preference for transfer 
to Rutland Camp whenever men are required at that 
institution. By this merit system the inmate shortens 
his time by going to Rutland where he is allowed more 
time off for good behavior than if he remained at the 
House of Correction. During the year 128 inmates 
were granted this privilege; the unexpired time of these 
inmates had they remained at Deer Island would have 
amounted to 39,690 days. In transferring these men 
to Rutland a large saving was gained by this county, 
the state also being served as these men transferred were 
required for building roads and other necessary improve- 
ments at the Rutland institution. 
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We are indebted to the members of the Prison Com- 
mission, who have rendered valuable and material assist- 
ance to this department by the confidence they have 
shown in men taken from the House of Correction. 
That this confidence has been appreciated by the 
inmates transferred is shown by their remaining at 
Rutland where they are not under lock and key. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


One of the problems of this department has been to 
aid inmates in the matter of employment. During the 
year we have been able to procure employment for two 
thirds of the inmates released on permits to be at liberty, 
and also assisted many whose terms had expired. I am 
firmly impressed, however, that more can be done on 
the lines of probable reform if the released inmates could 
be given the opportunity of work at the time of their 
discharge. Many of the inmates at the expiration of 
their sentence have no homes to go to and no means of 
obtaining a livelihood, and I have secured a list of employ- 
ers who have promised to assist in this matter and during 
the past month have started an employment agency 
which is meeting with pronounced success. Assistance 
of this kind is an absolute necessity to the inmate who 
is resolved to go straight at the time of his discharge 
but is unable to do so unless he is able to obtain employ- 
ment. 

I ascertained in my interviews with inmates at the 
institution that less than 1 per cent have ever had a 
bank account or have ever owned realty. Considering 
the above facts to be a strong incentive for a man to 
help himself, I made it a condition upon granting a per- 
mit to mechanics and others obtaining good salaries 
and having no responsibility to start a bank account 
of not less than $45 per month. While this condition 
was not imposed until January 1, 1916, it is a pleasure 
to state that we have twenty-seven such accounts 
started where weekly deposits are made in some of the 
savings banks. 


AIp TO DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


The greatest problem of this department is the small 
amount appropriated for the aiding of paroled and dis- 
charged prisoners. During the past year only $159.85 
was expended in aiding the discharged prisoners that 
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left the House of Correction, Deer Island. It is safe to 
say that nearly 50 per cent require aid of some kind 
upon their release, either for transportation to their 
homes or for shelter and food until such time as they 
can obtain their first pay. I respectfully urge that this 
amount be increased for the coming year and would ask 
that a comparison be made with the amounts expended 
by other counties for this purpose. 

Miss Josephine Kiley, who has charge of the released 
female prisoners, is entitled to special commendation 
for the success she has obtained in the work among 
female inmates. Miss Kiley has obtained employment 
for every woman making a request for work when leaving 
the institution, and she has also seen that the women 
were given working clothes and transportation to the 
city or town where work was secured. 

Permit me to avail myself of this opportunity to 
express my hearty appreciation of the excellent services 
rendered by the various chaplains at the House of 
Correction. 

Immediately following the commitment of inmates 
they are referred to the chaplain of their faith, from 
whom they receive counsel and advice which has done 
much to lessen the frequency of their commitments to 
this institution. 

I am deeply indebted to the various courts and the 
probation officers attached thereto for the kindly con- 
sideration and. confidence they have shown in giving 
favorable action to applications received from this office. 
Their assistance has been of much value to the work of 
this department. 

Valuable assistance was rendered by the master. of 
the House of Correction by the kindly interest he has 
shown to each inmate committed to his care, and the 
execution of discipline which gave justice to all. 

To Commissioner Shaw I wish to express my sincere 
appreciation of the kind consideration and hearty 
codperation you have given to the work of the parole 
department. Your valuable aid has played no small 
part in establishing a record of achievements that has 
not been equaled in the history of the department.

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We treated twenty-two thousand four hundred and 
twenty-five (22,425) in the out-patient department, 
which is made up of the women’s prison, old prison and 
new prison for men. 

There were four (4) children of sentenced mothers 
treated during the year; all have been discharged. 
Three pregnant women were transferred to Long 
Island for confinement. 

Death visited the ranks of the officers again this year, 
two (2) dying from heart disease, one (1) from lobar 
pheumonia. 

A new method of treating drug users and handlers 
has been tried and proven very successful to date. 
The method is this: On arrival at the institution each 
person addicted to the use of drugs is examined by the 
doctor and taken to the segregated section of the prison 
called the ‘‘ Reservation,’ where he receives individual 
treatment every day until he has gained sufficient 
physical and moral strength to work with his fellows. 
Only four of the great number committed to this reser- 
vation were recommended for treatment in the hospital 
on account of some additional ailment. No narcotics 
were used in the treatment and there were no deaths. 
Women drug users received similar treatment and 
segregation in the east wing of the women’s prison. 

Delirious and patients under observation for insanity 
are not as numerous as heretofore, still we do have some 
with a destructive mania that should be cared for in a 
padded room. We should have one for the men and one 
for the women installed. 

Storm windows on the male wing, more especially on 
Ward G, would make the wards more comfortable, 
because the heating system is insufficient to overcome 
the cold northwest wind. I would ask your assistance 
in procuring the windows. 

The old quarantine office has been converted into a 
very pleasant dining room for the doctors, nurses and 
aria It is very homelike and greatly appreciated 

y all. 

Another change that is appreciated by the nurses is 
the one day in seven, instead of the forty-eight hour 
leave of absence. 

Ceilings of the several wards show leaks after a heavy 
rainstorm; the roof of the hospital should be made - 
water tight. 
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The transfer of quarantine to the Federal Govern- 
ment June 1, 1915, brought the resignation of Dr. F. X. 
Crawford, so now I have Drs. Edward J. Fitzgibbons 
and John T. Sullivan assisting me in the hospital work.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


February 1, 1916. 
To the Master, House of Correction: 


DEAR Si1r,— With pleasure I comply with your request 
for a brief report of my work for the past year. 

I have held public religious services every Sunday 
afternoon in the respective chapels for men and women. 
I have sought to proclaim the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
in a broad, simple and evangelical spirit. Whenever 
other subjects have been touched upon it has been only 
in a subordinate and relative way for purposes of 
illustration. Instruction has also been imparted on 
the subjects of morality and sobriety, showing the 
effects of alcohol and other drugs on both mind and 
body. A large number of persons have pledged them- 
selves to total abstinence during the year and I doubt 
not that the majority intended to keep the promise; 
yet some, I may say a good many, have fallen into the 
old snare, through weakness in the hour of temptation. 
And yet I cannot but regard the pledge as a great 
possible aid; it is common for people to make pledges, 
as, for example, in oaths of allegiance to the government, 
commercial contracts and marriages vows; hence we 
cannot consistently object to the pledge against indul- 
gence in alcoholic beverages. It is to be profoundly 
hoped that in contemplating future improvements those 
in authority may provide a new, comfortable chapel 
for men, with all the necessary appointments pertain- 
ing to an up-to-date house of worship, on the first floor 
of the institution; the weak or decrepit are not able 
to attend services with reasonable comfort as the chapel 
is now located and furnished. 

If the administration could see the way Ky to per- 
mit the use of hymn books to be selected by the chap- 
lain and supply the same, so making it possible for all 
who desire to participate in the service of song to do so, 
it would, I think, add considerably to the interest of 
our services. 

I have done as much personal work for and with our 
wards as circumstances have allowed. The transient 
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character of a considerable percentage of our popula- 
tion precludes as much of this type of effort as may 
readily be done in a prison where the sentences are for 
a longer period. Many may easily come and go before 
a chaplain can effectually reach them, much less gain 
their confidence. If arrangements could be made to 
classify the names of incoming prisoners in their respec- 
tive religious groups, and the list stipplied the chap- 
lains concerned, we should more readily reach our con- 
stituents and our helpfulness be thereby vastly increased. 
An experiment on this line might be undertaken by 
first tabulating the names of those who come to us for 
the longer terms, and if the results justify, afterwards 
enlarging the zone of endeavor. Personal work is 
worth all that it costs. ‘‘Hand-picked fruit is the 
best.” If we would win people to new and better lives 
we need not only to speak an appropriate word or per- 
form some considerate deed on their behalf, but we 
must follow them up even after they leave the institu- 
tion, seeking to better their surroundings and condi- 
tions, and by kindly advice and Christian teaching strive 
to lead them to the ‘‘Lamb of God that taketh away 
the sins of the world.”’ 

During the year I have held numerous interviews 
with prisoners bearing upon their temporal and spiritual 
interests and have supplied Scripture portions, Bibles 
and Testaments to those desiring the same. I have 
further directed many to certain of the better and 
helpful books found in the library of the institution. 
I wish here to acknowledge our indebtedness to the 
Massachusetts Bible Society for generous donations of 
their publications. 

Heartily appreciating every courtesy and considera- 
tion extended to me, and again pledging my best efforts 
and coéperation in every approved endeavor for the 
uplift of those committed to our care,

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


February 1, 1916. 


To Deputy M aster, Deer Island: 


My prAR Deputy,— In my endeavor to be of some 
benefit to the inmates of this institution, I have only 
followed the plan marked out by my predecessors, men 
experienced in this work. 

It is gratifying to know that the labor has not all 
been in vain, and it is very encouraging to the laborer 
to see at times very tangible results. Naturally the 
efficiency of our labor is judged by the lives of the 
inmates after they have left the institution, and while 
human weakness is proverbial and some fall by the way- 
side, happier results are found in the testimony of wives 
and husbands regarding improvement. It has been 
my experience that men and women, when placed in 
penal institutions, find time to think of the causes of 
their evil ways, and beginning with remorse they gradu 
ally come to repentance. It is at this time that lasting 
impressions may be made and at this time, too, there is 
the greatest need of encouragement to take resolutions 
regarding the future. The sufferer in this way begins 
to accustom his mind to a new way of thinking, and 
that, in itself, strengthens the purpose of a better line of 
conduct. 

But the really critical time is when the period of 
incarceration is over and the free man goes back to 
face the world and to encounter once more the tempta- 
tions that many a time vanquished him. The defeated 
wrestler always fears his conqueror and, mindful of his 
former defeat, is liable to enter into a second trial with 
less courage and confidence. In the same surroundings 
danger always lurks, and yet what are we to do? I 
have induced some, who could do so, to leave the scene 
of their former falls, and this with some success; but 
where the father and more especially the mother of 
a family is concerned, we cannot ask them to go to 
another city while poverty and debts and friends, on 
whom they must depend at least for a time, all hold 
them to their former neighborhood. That is the time 
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of real trial, the good resolutions taken battling with 
old habits and associations. Employment of some 
kind is an absolute need. Idle days only add strength 
to temptation, and in this crisis only words of encourage- 
ment, and sometimes a little assistance judiciously 
given a family, can avert disaster. 

The following up of the one just set at liberty, whether 
found in poverty or comfort, is of great help, and after 
a few visits, when the will begins to gather strength, the 
chances are in favor of improvement. I have made an 
arrangement with Mr. Oliver V. Elliot, manager of the 
Boston Industrial Home, to furnish both men and 
women with food and lodging until employment can be 
found, and in cases of persons with willing hands, 
Mr. Elliot has proven himself a friend in need. 

Iam happy to state that in many cases, I wish I 
could truthfully say in all cases, my efforts have met 
with success. But any labor for these unfortunates is 
not lost. Who can say that the seed sown in the heart 
of an apparent failure may not in the Lord’s good time 
take root and blossom. I am glad of this opportunity 
to express my thanks for the uniform courtesy and 
assistance I have received at the hands of doctors, 
officers, nurses and matrons of your institution In my 
work among the inmates. Their codperation has always 
been cheerfully and readily given.

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REPORT OF THE JEWISH CHAPLAIN. 


House or Correction, Derr ISLANnn, 
Boston Harpor, January 23, 1916. 


Mr. CaruetTon L. Brett, Master: 


My praAr S1r,— In submitting to you my second 
annual report of the work performed by me among the 
inmates of my persuasion under your charge, I beg 
leave to make a few remarks concerning the general 
good resulting from such humanitarian work. 

The great tendency of modern times is to make our 
penal institutions aid in the rehabilitation and reform of 
the unfortunate who are convicted of crime. No longer 
is the view tolerated that once convicted of crime 
inmates of institutions shall be simply kept there for 
protection of society. All efforts are now directed, as 
nearly as possible, to reform offenders and educate them 
to a realization of the value of right and their great 
obligation to become honorable and upright members of 
society. 

I am glad to note that much indeed has been done at 
Deer Island along these progressive lines. Especially 
is it true in the cases of persons addicted to the use of 
opiates and drugs. Under the influence persons have 
been guilty of all sorts of crimes, while when they are 
once cured of the craving for such drugs they are very 
easily led into a life of righteousness and usefulness. 

The new administration, by adopting most stringent 
measures to prevent the smuggling into Deer Island of 
these drugs and taking other effective measures to cure 
inmates of this criminal habit, has rendered invaluable 
service. | 

One case illustrative of the good results secured is 
that of a young man, opium fiend, who was committed 
on the charge of larceny. Another charge, larceny from 
the person, was pending in East Cambridge against this 
young man. Upon his release from Deer Island he was 
immediately arrested by the Cambridge police. In the 
trial of the case I personally offered evidence to show 
that the inclination to steal only existed while under the 
influence of dope; that while at Deer Island, thanks to 
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the efforts of the officials in charge, he was cured of this 
vile habit. Judge Almy, taking judicial notice of the 
reforms inaugurated at Deer Island, and their effects 
upon this young man, gave him a suspended sentence, 
and he is doing very well today. 

The school conducted at Deer Island deserves honor- 
able mention for the great good it is accomplishing for 
the prisoners. 

As far as it lay in my power, I tried in the past year 
to bring cheerfulness to the unfortunates of my per- 
suasion, which greatly added to their comfort. This 
cheerfulness consisted of: (1) Divine service and kosher 
food sent to them on the most important holidays in 
our calendar; (2) frequent interviews with and heart 
to heart talks with them; (8) of connecting them by 
correspondence with their parents and relatives and 
friends; (4) of taking up deserving cases with the proper 
authorities having jurisdiction over pardon and parole. 

In all cases of discharged prisoners, I keep in touch 
with them by occasional visits to their homes, continuing 
to render them such services as I am able. In this 
work as well as in my general work I must express my 
thanks for codperation and assistance rendered me by 
the Federated Jewish Charities, Council for Jewish 
Women, Jewish Central Committee, the various pro- 
bation officers and the District Attorney’s office. 

I have everywhere found among the officials and 
officers a genuine desire to be useful and helpful to me 
in my work, and willingness to serve the unfortunate. 

My especial gratitude for assistance and friendly 
cooperation rendered during the past year to the com- 
missioner, David B. Shaw, to the deputy commissioner, 
George H. Sheehan, Master Carleton L. Brett and 
Deputy Master James H. Burke.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1915-16. 


Boston, January 31, 1916. 
Hon. James M. CuRLEY, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Srr,— In accordance with section 24, chap- 
ter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, I submit the 
following as the annual report of the Public Buildings 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1916. 

This department has the care and custody of the 
following buildings: 

City Hall; City Hall Annex; Courthouse and Police 
Station, East Boston; Ward 3 Building, Charlestown; 
Municipal Building, Charlestown; Quincy Market; 
Faneuil Hall; Old State House; Municipal Building, 
Oak and Tyler streets; Municipal Building, Dudley and 
Vine streets; Municipal Building, South Boston; Munici- 
pal Building, Upham’s Corner; City Building, Codman 
square, Dorchester; City Building, Washington and 
Richmond streets; Curtis Hall Gymnasium and new 
Library Building, Jamaica Plain; Thomas Street School- 
house; Old Franklin Schoolhouse, and all other build- 
ings in use for city offices, market purposes, halls for 
public meetings and the several county buildings; also 
hired buildings or parts of same used for city offices, 
county purposes, wardrooms, armories, etc. 
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The original appropriation for the general maintenance 
of the department for the financial year 1915-16 was 
$223,545. To this was added the sum of $120 (interest 
of the Charles E. French Fund), to be expended only 
for repairs on the Old State House, also $50,000 for 
‘Repairs and Alterations”? and $11,850 for ‘‘ Furniture,”’ 
making a total appropriation of $285,515. 

Last year, in my report, while I stated that the City 
Hall Annex Building was in very good condition, I 
found out later that there were still many requests from 
the departments occupying same to make changes in 
their quarters to facilitate the city’s business. The 
sale of the old Probate Building, 28 Court square, and 
old Historical Building, 30-32 Tremont street, necessi- 
tated the providing of quarters elsewhere for the 
departments housed therein, and they were hurriedly 
located in City Hall; also quarters had to be provided 
for the Soldiers’ Relief Department, who were forced 
out of the Charity Building by the expansion of the 
Overseeing of the Poor Department, and they, too, were 
placed in City Hall. These two features and the remodel- 
ing of the treasurer’s office compelled me to do a great 
deal of work in City Hall which was not considered 
when my annual budget was prepared, and it consumed 
much of my attention and energy during the whole year. 
It does seem now that almost every wish is gratified, and 
I am in hopes that for some time the only repairs 
required here will be in the nature of upkeep work. 

Of the features in the general repair line, the following 
will give the reader a comprehensive idea of the many 
contentions the department is confronted with:

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PuBiic BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 15 


New construction has received much attention during 
the year. The Municipal Building, City square, was 
completed and accepted on July 6, 1915. Dedicatory 
exercises were held on August 30 by fitting ceremonies at 
which Hon. James M. Curley, Mayor, and the citizens 
of Charlestown participated. The exercises consisted of 
flag raising, addresses by his Honor the Mayor and 
several prominent Charlestown citizens, and a band 
concert. This building is now complete in every detail 
and is occupied in part by the Police Department as 
Police Division 15 and the Charlestown District Court. 

Police Station, South Boston, was also completed this 
year, and accepted on June 8, 1915. It was turned over 
to the Police Department on June 9, 1915, and they 
now have the care and custody of same. This building 
fills a much desired improvement for this district and 
no doubt will redound to the credit of the city. It is 
a model building of its line, situated on D and Athens 
streets, with a frontage on D street of 95 feet 7 inches 
and 116 feet 5 inches on Athens street and covers an 
area of approximately 11,125 square feet of land. The 
building is two stories high and built of red tapestry 
brick with ‘‘Compo-granite”’ base and limestone trim- 
mings. The basement is not wholly excavated. A cer- 
tain portion is used for boiler room and coal pocket, 
record vault and smoking room. 

The first floor is used for main office, captain’s office 
and waiting room, consultation room, guard room, two 
locker rooms, room with women’s cells, and matron’s 
room, surgeon’s room, room with men’s cells, men’s and 
women’s showers and garage. 

The second floor is used for twenty-nine sleeping rooms 
for night men and four sleeping rooms for wagon men, 
two shower rooms and two toilet rooms for night men 
and bathroom and toilet for wagon men. 

The first floor throughout is granolithic and linoleum 
and the second floor is maple. 

The only new building started and completed during 
the year was the Police Station, Dorchester. Contract 
was let on January 138, 1915, and accepted on December 
6, 1915, when it was turned over to the Police Depart- 
ment. Appropriation for same was $62,000. A brief 
description of the building follows: 

The exterior of the building is colonial buff tapestry 
brick, with cherry-red tapestry brick corner quoins. 
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The exterior of basement story is finished with rough 
cast concrete waterproofed cement plaster. The roof is 
covered with red asbestos shingles on steep pitches and 
the flat portion with asbestos white top, making a com- 
plete fireproof roof. On the first floor are located the 
general administrative offices with signal service, also 
the guard room and block of cells, for male and female 
prisoners, and a matron’s room. The second floor 
contains sleeping rooms, lockers and bathing accom- 
modations, allowing for a twenty-five. years’ normal 
growth. 

It was contemplated to build a police station and 
school administration building on the site of the Old 
Probate Building and preparations for same were pro- 
gressing rapidly, plans and specifications were prepared 
and it was advertised once, when the city decided to 
abandon the scheme and the site was sold to the trustees 
of the Kimball Building Trust.

Str,— In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, 
the annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1916, is herewith respectfully submitted. The 
Public Works Department, created by Ordinances of 
1910, chapter 9, was formed by consolidating the 
Engineering, Water and Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department has been carried on 
during the year with four main divisions as follows. 
A reorganization by which the Highway Division and 
Sewer and Water Division were consolidated became 
effective January 24, 1916. 


Central Office. Sewer and Water Division. 
Highway Division. Bridge and Ferry Division. 


Norere.— The Boston and Cambridge Bridge Division, 
so called, is not properly a division of the Public Works 
Department, as this work is in charge of a commission 
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of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of Boston 
and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, under the 
provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; but 
because of the fact that the present Commissioner of 
Public Works is the Boston member of this commission 
and also because one half of the expenses of this com- 
mission is defrayed by the Bridge Service of the Bridge 
and Ferry Division of this department, it is here treated 
as a division of this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year was made available from 
the following sources: 

First— Maintenance appropriation, derived from 
the income of the city raised by taxation. Before the 
beginning of the financial year, February 1, the depart- 
ment estimates of the amounts necessary for the proper 
maintenance of the different services are submitted to 
the Mayor, who makes such recommendations as he 
may deem proper to the City Council.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In the last month of the fiscal year, viz., January, 1916, 
a number of changes were made in the organization of 
the department. The Sewer and Water Division was 
consolidated with the Highway Division and placed in 
charge of the Division Engineer of the latter. The 
positions of Supervisor of Sanitary and Supervisor of 
Street Cleaning and Ojiling were consolidated, and the 
High Pressure Fire Service was placed in the direct 
charge of a mechanical engineer who is accountable to the 
Commissioner. ‘The above changes, together with a few 
more of minor importance, were made in the interest of 
efficiency and economy. 

The work of installing a high-pressure fire service in 
the city has been hampered by the failure of the United 
States Government to approve the site selected for a 
pumping station, but it is hoped that by the end of 
another year the station will be completed. 

The appropriation for the maintenance of the Paving 
Service was not sufficiently large to permit of any 
extensive repair or reconstruction work being done, and 
as a result the streets are in many places in a deplorable 
condition. . 

The activities of the various divisions are briefly 
summarized below. 


BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


A large amount of work has: been done by contract 
during the past year in rebuilding and repairing the 
fender guards and fender piers at Broadway Bridge, in 
order to protect the new and larger draw span and allow 
for the widening of the channel. A new drawtenders’ 
house has also been built. 

Considerable progress has been made in the widening 
of Spring Street Bridge and the approaches thereto, over 
Charles river. This work is being carried forward under 
the direction of this division, acting under the orders of 
ey Commission authorized by chapter 235 of the Acts 
of 1915. 
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The reconstruction of Winthrop Bridge, under chapter 
412 of the Acts of 1913, which was largely done in 1914, 
was completed during the past year. 

Foundations for Gove Street Footbridge, East Boston, 
have been built and a contract has been made for the 
steel superstructure to be erected during the coming 
year. 

Considerable painting has been done on various 
bridges during the past-year, both by the division force 
and by contract. Cambridge Bridge, under the juris- 
diction of the Commissioners for Boston and Cambridge 
Bridges, is being painted under contract and the work 
will be completed during the coming spring. 

Included with other repair work was the repairing 
of fender pier and fender guard at Dover Street Bridge 
and rebuilding the sidewalks of Summer Street Bridge 
over the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

The engineering force has done considerable work in 
conference with the Boston Elevated Railway Company’s 
engineers in the preparation of plans and specifications 
for the reconstruction of Malden Bridge, the construction 
cost of which is to be borne entirely by the railway 
company. 

On account of the small appropriation allowed for 
the ferries, the minimum amount of repairs was done 
consistent with keeping the boats in service. 


HiGHway DIVvISION. 


The activities of the Paving Service have been similar 
to that of previous years; that is, the repairs to streets 
and sidewalks and the resurfacing of macadam roadways, 
there being used for this part of the work about 60,000 
tons of crushed stone and 750,000 gallons of bituminous 
binders. 

In the city proper district, Tremont street, from 
Scollay square to Boylston street, and Boylston street, 
between Tremont street and Boylston place, were paved 
with wood blocks, replacing the old asphalt surface. 

One hundred and three contracts were awarded for 
constructing new streets laid out by the Board of 
Street Commissioners, twenty-five of which were for 
asphalt pavement, thirteen for bitulithic pavement 
and fifty-nine for macadam. Forty-nine contracts were 
made for general work, forty-three of which were for 
building artificial stone sidewalks. 
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The work of the Sanitary Service has been con- 
tinued along the same lines as in former years and the 
equipment and live stock kept in good condition. 

In the Street Cleaning and Oiling Service the equip- 
ment is up to date, the live stock being renewed by 
_ the addition of new horses. 

One million one hundred thousand gallons of oil were 
used for dust suppression during the year. 

The important item of interest in the Street Lighting 
Service was the installation of the boulevard type of 
lamps on Broadway, South Boston, from Dorchester 
avenue to Dorchester street, there being sixty-nine of 
these lamps installed. 

The automatic electric sewage pumping station at 
the corner of Union Park and Albany streets was put 
into commission on July 1, 1915, and has abated the 
floodings in that portion of the South End area tribu- 
tary to the station. For many years this territory has 
been flooded during storms. The equipment in the 
station consists of one 26-inch centrifugal pump with 
a capacity of 15,000 gallons per minute against a static 
head of 133 feet and three 36-inch centrifugal pumps, 
each having a capacity of 30,000 gallons per minute 
against the same static head. The pumps are driven 
by one 75-brake horse-power, constant speed, induction 
motor having a full load speed of about 233 revolu- 
tions per minute when supplied with 3-phase, 60-cycle, 
alternating current, at 440 volts at the motor terminals, 
and three 150-brake horse-power motors having a full 
load speed of about 194 révolutions per minute. 

The Cobden street surface drain, Roxbury, has been 
extended to the corner of Walnut avenue and Hol- 
worthy street, this being a portion of the work designed 
to relieve the territory between Walnut and Humboldt 
avenues. 

In the Dorchester district, Davenport brook has 
been completed from a point about 800 feet east of 
Adams street to Magdala street. 

Faneuil Valley brook, Brighton, has been built in 
Faneuil and Oakland streets. This conduit does away 
with the open channel between these two points. 

Dent Street brook, West Roxbury, has been com- 
pleted between Roberts avenue and La Grange street. 
This conduit will relieve the flooding at La Grange and 
Pleasant streets, and will afford an outlet for storm 
water from an area of about 100 acres. 
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Work is now in progress on Section 9 of Stony brook 
conduit, extending from the end of Section 8 to a point 
about 120 feet south of Washington street. 

During the year 110,427 linear feet of main pipe 
were laid by the Water ‘Service, ranging from 3 inches 
to 30 inches in diameter, and 37,363 linear feet of main 
pipe, 3 inches to 20 inches in diameter, were abandoned. 
Seven thousand three hundred fifty-eight linear feet of the 
former were extensions of the high service mains in the 
business district to provide for fire sprinkler pipe systems 
now being very generally installed in buildings having a 
great fire risk. 

The proposed second high service feed to the city 
proper, to reinforce the system, was extended by the 
laying of 5,820 feet of 30-inch pipe in Worcester street, 
Washington street, Perry street and Harrison avenue to 
Dover street. During the year 1916 a 16-inch pipe 
will be laid. through Worcester square and Harrison 
avenue from this 30-inch pipe for the purpose of 
furnishing high service fire protection to the City 
Hospital. 

A 16-inch high service line, 11,063 feet in length, was 
laid in South Boston, through Eighth street, F street, 
First street, D street and Fargo street, connecting the 
16-inch high service pipe now supplying South Boston 
to the 16-inch high service pipe in Congress street. The 
laying of this pipe furnishes an adequate high service 
supply to the buildings on the Commonwealth Pier and 
the South Boston flats. 

Twenty-seven thousand eight hundred thirty-six linear 
feet of 4-inch to 12-inch pipe were relaid with larger sizes 
where the need of improved fire protection was most 
urgent, due to the building of three-flat apartment 
houses. 

Six thousand seven hundred forty-two meters were 
set during the year, making the total number of meters 
in service on February 1, 1916, 54,433. Practically all 
of the city north of Massachusetts avenue is now 
metered, in addition to Charlestown, East Boston, 
South Boston and Hyde Park. 

The daily average consumption for the year was 
77,651,800 gallons, a decrease of 4,226,000 gallons over 
consumption of 1914. The per capita consumption for 
the year was 104 gallons.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1916. 


Mr. Epwarp F. Murpay, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Sir,—I respectfully submit the following 
report of the income, expenditures and operation of the 
Bridge and Ferry Division for the year ending January 
31, 1916. The expenditures of the division in the 
regular maintenance appropriations of the department 
were $564,097.34 as against an appropriation and 
revenue of $565,329.69, leaving a suuidials for the year 
of $15232:3): 

In addition to the regular maintenance work, the 
division supervised the expenditure of $65,249.26 under 
a number of special appropriations, mainly for work on 
bridges, making the total expenditures for the year 
under appropriations credited to the Bridge and Ferry 
Division $629,346.60. This figure does not include the 
expenditures on work of other departments or divisions 
supervised by the engineering staff of this division. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


In addition to minor repairs, considerable construc- 
tion work and painting has been done on maintenance 
of bridges, as well as some new construction. Detailed 
descriptions of the more important construction jobs 
are given in the accompanying statement: (See pages 
110-117.) 

Apportionment of Cost of Bridges Between Boston and 
Chelsea.— ‘The special commission appointed under acts 
of the Legislature to apportion the cost of these bridges 
has made its final report to the Supreme Court, but 
the decree of the court has not yet been made. It is 
known, however, that the City of Boston will receive 
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a considerable sum from the cities of Chelsea and Revere 
and from the street railway companies operating over 
these bridges. 

Malden Bridge.— The engineering force of the division 
has done considerable work in conjunction with the 
engineers of the Boston Elevated Railway Company in 
making surveys, plans and specifications for the reloca- 
tion of the draw span of Malden Bridge, the construction 
cost of which work is to be paid by the railway company. 
Plans and specifications have been agreed upon and the 
work on both foundations and superstructure will 
probably be completed during 1917. 

Harrison Avenue Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad).— This bridge has been entirely rebuilt by the 
railroad company. It is a steel bridge, incased in con- 
crete for protection against locomotive gases, -with a 
roadway paving of wood block and sidewalk surface 
of granolithic. The railroad company has petitioned 
the Public Service Commission’ for an apportionment 
of the cost of this bridge between the City of Boston, 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company and the Boston 
& Albany Railroad Company. 

Atlantic Avenue Bridge (over the tracks of the Boston 
Terminal Company and Fort Point Channel).— By an 
order of the Street Commissioners, approved by the 
Mayor December 7, 1914, Atlantic avenue, between 
Kneeland street and Dorchester avenue, was discontinued. 
This order carried with it the closing of the bridge over 
the tracks of the Boston Terminal Company and across 
Fort Point channel and brought to an end the suit for 
damages of the Boston Terminal Company on account 
of the building of this bridge. Arrangements were 
made with the Terminal Company by which that com- 
pany agreed to remove the bridge and on January 5, 
1915, the bridge was closed to all traffic. As it was 
impossible to maintain the draw span so as to provide 
an unobstructed passage for vessels through the chan- 
nelway without interfering with traffic on the Dor- 
chester Avenue Bridge, the Terminal Company con- 
tinued to operate the draw, the men being furnished by 
the city at the expense of the Terminal Company, until 
May 6, 1915, when the portion of the draw had been 
removed which overhung the Dorchester Avenue Bridge 
while the draw was open for navigation. 

The removal of the superstructure of this bridge has 
been prosecuted during the year and at the present 
time only the approaches and masonry piers remain. 
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Some engineering design and supervision of construc- 
tion work has been performed for other departments 
and divisions, as at Rainsford Island, Long Island, ete. 


FERRY SERVICE. 


The installation of a jet condenser on the ‘‘Gov- 
ernor Russell’? was completed during 1915. In addition 
to this work, minor repairs were made sufficient to keep 
the boats in service, but owing to the small appropria- 
tion only the most pressing work was done. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1916. 


Bridge Service. 


Broadway Bridge over the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road is in such condition that probably a complete 
rebuilding of the floor will be necessary during the 
coming year to enable car travel to continue, but such 
work should not be carried out unless the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company is willing to pay a fair 
proportion of the cost. 

Borings and designs for a permanent structure at 
Chelsea Bridge South to replace the existing temporary 
structure should be started as soon as possible, as per- 
mission to maintain the bridge over the property of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad Company expires in July, 
1919, and it will take at least three years to make plans, 
procure approval of plans from the government and to 
build the bridge. Furthermore, it is doubtful if the 
temporary bridge will last more than three years longer 
without extensive repairs. This is the most important 
construction work in contemplation and it is essential 
that, during the year an appropriation be made: suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of all engineering work and borings 
necessary. 

Congress Street Bridge over Fort Point channel has 
a draw span which is over forty years old and is in such 
condition that within a very few years either the entire 
rebuilding will be required or else very costly repairs. 
A new steel bridge on masonry piers with bascule draw 
span will cost approximately $500,000. 

Hyde Park Avenue Bridge over Mother brook is in 
poor condition and should be rebuilt. The Bay State 
Street Railway Company should, in all fairness, bear 
part of the expense, but it is doubtful if it could be 
compelled to do so under the existing laws. 

Warren Bridge over the Charles river has a deck or 
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underplanking which has been in place over thirty 
years and is showing signs of weakness. It is advisable 
to make an inspection from below the bridge to deter- 
mine whether or not it is necessary to rebuild the entire 
roadway. ‘The estimated cost of this work if deter- 
mined to be necessary is approximately $80,000. 

The installation of navigation signal lights on bridges 
over navigable waters is required by the United States 
Department of Commerce. There are fifteen bridges 
maintained either wholly or partly by the city on which 
these signals have yet to be placed and the work of 
installation should be carried on continuously until the 
Stel of the Federal Government are complied 
with. 


Ferry Service. 


For several years past it has been recommended that 
a new boat be built to replace the ‘““D. D. Kelly,” 
which was built in 1879. The boiler pressure on this 
boat has been cut from the original limit of 40 pounds 
to 25 pounds, which is about the minimum at which it 
can be operated safely. As the allowable boiler pres- 
sure on the ‘‘Hugh O’Brien,” built in 1883, has also 
been cut down, the Ferry Service has two old boats 
either of which may be condemned at any time, and 
it is recommended that plans for a new boat be made. 

A new pump and jet condenser should be installed 
on the ‘‘Noddle Island,” and a new wooden end will 
have to be built, as the United States steamboat in- 
spectors condemned the woodwork as it exists. 

The existing type of gate on the boats has not given 
satisfaction and has been costly to maintain and I 
recommend that on two of the boats new gates be 
placed of the type installed on the ‘‘Governor Russell,”’ 
which type has been tried out with good results. 

A new tank should be built at the north drop, - 
North Ferry, East Boston, and two of the drops should 
be paved.

A detailed report of the operation and expenditures 
of the Bridge and Ferry Division during the year, 
exclusive of the cost of work supervised for other depart- 
ments or divisions, is appended herewith.

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BRIDGE SERVICE CONSTRUCTION WORK, 
1915-1916. 


Albany Street Bridge (over the Freight Tracks of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad). 


The portion of this bridge above the floor was cleaned 
and painted during the year under a contract with 
Maurice M. Devine, dated October 18, 1915. The 
cleaning was done by the sand blast method and the 
metal work was patch painted with red lead and received 
two final coats of linseed oil paint. ‘The work was 
completed November 11, 1915, and the amount paid 
under the contract was $468. The paint was furnished 
by the city at a cost of $87.01. 


Albany Street Bridge (over Passenger Tracks, Boston & 
Albany Railroad). 


While there is a question whether the responsibility 
for the maintenance of this bridge rests entirely on the © 
city, under advice of the Law Department the girders 
of this bridge have been cleaned by the sand blast 
process and painted a patch coat of red lead and two 
coats of linseed oil paint. The painting was done by 
Maurice M. Devine at the same time as the work on 
the adjoining bridge over the freight tracks, the cost 
being $75. ‘The paint was furnished by the city from 
the stock of the Bridge Service. 


Allston Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, Brighton). 

A contract was made with Maurice M. Devine, 
dated July 28, 1915, for cleaning and painting the por- 
tion of this bridge above the flooring. ‘The metal work 
was cleaned in a most thorough manner, the old paint 
being entirely removed by the sand blast process, and 
two coats of sublimed blue lead paint were applied. The 
work was completed September 8, 1915, the amount 
paid under the contract being $675. To this should 
be added the cost of the paint ($150.70), which was 
furnished by the city. 

Some of the stringer seats on the floor beams of this 
bridge, over the two southerly tracks, were found to be 
so badly corroded that sixteen of them were replaced 
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by 38-inch by 35-inch by $-inch steel angles, the work 
being done without removing the flooring. 

One floor beam in the center roadway was found 
badly corroded and was strengthened by the addition 
of angles and plates to the flanges. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


As stated in the last annual report, a contract was 
made with W. H. Ellis & Son Company, dated Decem- 
ber 28, 1914, for rebuilding the draw fender pier and 
fender guards of this bridge. The channel face of the 
draw fender pier was entirely rebuilt, the line being 
straightened so as to protect the new and larger draw 
span; the upstream end lengthened about 20 feet and 
at the downstream end a wharf was built on which to 
locate a-drawtenders’ house. The original plan pro- 
vided for a wharf to be built on the Boston side of the 
channel adjoining the railroad property, which would 
have enabled the drawtenders’ house to be placed at 
the street level, but permission to drive the necessary 
piles could not be obtained from the United States War 
Department. The fender guard on the northerly side 
of the channel was entirely rebuilt in a new location, 
affording a clear channel 50 feet in width. The iron 
cylinders on which the old draw span rested when open 
for travel were removed and the channelway dredged 
to a depth of 15 feet below city base. The work on this 
contract was completed January 26, 1915, at a cost of 
$15,044.53. 

In connection with this work the Secretary of War 
required the New York, New Haven & Hartford. Rail- 
road Company to increase the width of the channelway 
at its “‘Y”’ bridge to 50 feet, so that now there is a 
clear way of this width at both of these bridges. 

A contract was made with the Smith Erecting and 
Contracting Company, dated January 20, 1915, for 
ladders and platforms to give access to the landing 
piers from the fixed spans. The work was completed 
March 4, 1915, at the contract price of $130. 

A drawtenders’ house was built under contract with 
W. H. Ellis & Son Company, dated April 23, 1915. 
The work was completed August 3, 1915, at a cost of 
$1,947. 

A hot water heating system was furnished and 
installed under contract with Laskey & McMurrer, 
dated July 7, 1915, at a cost of $215. 
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Central Avenue Bridge (Dorchester to Milton). 
This bridge has been cleaned and painted during the 
year by the painters of the Bridge Service at a cost of 
$164.35, including the cost of the paint. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Ipswich Street). 

A contract dated September 3, 1915, was made with 
Maurice M. Devine for cleaning the metal work of this 
bridge by the sand blast method, patch painting with 
red lead and painting two finish coats of linseed oil 
paint. The work was completed October 16, 1915, the 
amount paid under the contract being $785. The paint 
was furnished by the city at a cost of $182.93. 


Dartmouth Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
} Railroad). 

The metal work of this bridge above the floor was 
cleaned, patch painted with red lead and with a single 
coat of linseed oil paint. The work was done by paint- 
ers of the Bridge Service at a cost of $428.69, including 
the cost of the paint. 


Dover Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 
The fender piers of this bridge have been repaired 


during the year under a contract with the George T. 


Rendle Company, dated July 20, 1915, at a cost of 
$2,853.03. The upstream end of the westerly fender 
pier was rebuilt and the channel face of the same pier 
repaired. Twelve new oak piles were driven where 
needed on the work and the old spur shores refitted. 
The upstream end of the draw fender pier and a portion 
of the pier in front of the drawtenders’ house were 
replanked, new stringers being substituted for old ones 
where deemed necessary. The work was completed 
December 4, 1915. 


Granite Avenue Bridge (over Neponset river, between 
Dorchester and Milton). 

This bridge has been entirely rebuilt by the Granite 
Avenue Bridge Building Commission under authority 
of Chapter 771 of the Acts of 1913. The substructure 
was built under a contract dated December 4, 1913, 
with the Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins Corporation and 
was completed February 9, 1915, the total amount paid 
under the contract being $33,303.19. 
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The superstructure was built under contract dated 
February 26, 1914, with the Boston Bridge Works, 
Inc., and was completed October 20, 1914, the contract 
price being $29,414. 

A full description of this bridge was given in the 
report of this department for 1914. Under the act 
which provided for the rebuilding of the bridge, the 
apportionment of the cost of the work is divided as 
follows: 

County of Suffolk, 40 per cent. 

County of Norfolk, 40 per cent. 

Town of Milton, 10 per cent. 

City of Quincy, 10 per cent. 

As there is a claim for damages to adjoining property 
which has not been settled, the final adjustment of the 
cost has not been made at the date of this report. Under 
the act above referred to and amendment thereto (chap- 
ter 58 of the Acts of 1915) the maintenance of this 
bridge when all work has been performed is vested in a 
commission consisting of the Mayor of Boston and the 
chairman of the Selectmen of Milton; one half the cost 
to be paid by the County of Suffolk and one half by the 
town of Milton. 

Although up to the present time the Bridge Building 
Commission has not finally turned over the new bridge 
to the Maintenance Commission, the City of Boston and 
the town of Milton have assumed the maintenance 
from October 23, 1914, the date at which the new bridge 
was opened to travel. 

Some trouble has been caused by a slight forward 
movement of the Milton abutment, which has crowded 
the draw span to such an extent as to necessitate the 
cutting away of a portion of the projecting flanges of 
the end floor beam of the fixed span at the draw landing. 
It may be necessary to make some slight changes in 
this floor beam if the abutment continues to move. 


Gove Street Footbridge (East Boston). 


A concrete foundation and piers for supporting a 
footbridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road were built under contract with E. 8. Butterfield 
& Co., dated November 1, 1915. The work was com- 
pleted December 6, 1915, at a cost of $860. 

A contract has been made with the Boston Bridge 
Works, Inc., for building the steel superstructure of this 
bridge, which calls for its completion before August 1, 1916. 
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Northern Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


At the date of the last annual report work was in 
progress under contract dated October 20, 1914, with the 
W. L. Waples Company for cleaning the fixed spans 
of this bridge by sand blast process, patch painting 
with red lead and painting two final coats of white lead 
paint. The work was completed February 23, 1915. 
The cost of the work done under this contract was $1,936, 
to which should be added $361.07, the cost of the paint 
supplied by the city. 

A contract was made with Devine & Foster, dated 
April 23, 1915, for cleaning and painting the draw span 
of this bridge. The work was done in the same manner 
as for the fixed span and was completed August 17, 
1915. The total amount paid under the contract was 
$4,395, to which should be added $930.98, the cost of 
the paint furnished by the city. 

~The scow at the public boat landing at this bridge 
has been repaired under contract with W. H. Ellis & 
Son Company, dated August 18, 1915, for $303.31. The 
work was completed September 16, 1915. 


Spring Street Bridge (over Charles River). 


Under chapter 235, Acts of the Legislature of 1915, 
the Mayor of the City of Boston, the chairman of the 
County Commissioners of Norfolk County and the 
chairman of the Selectmen of Dedham were constituted 
a commission and authorized to widen this bridge. 

Plans for the work were prepared by the engineering 
staff of this division and on July 28, 1915, a contract 
was made with Clark & Gore for doing the work. 

The old bridge is a stone masonry structure approx- 
imately 150 feet long and 25 feet wide, with five arches, 
each with a span of about 19 feet. The foundations of 
the arches rest on crib work or grillage of wood. The 
plans for the new work provide for a widening to 55 feet, 
center to center of railings, by the extension in con- 
crete of the existing approaches, piers and abutment 
on both the upstream and downstream side of the old 
bridge; for filling solid the new portions of the bridge 
with gravel filling and for surfacing the entire roadway 
of the new bridge, including the sidewalks. At the date 
af this report about 75 per cent of the work has been 

one. 

The construction of the approaches was not placed 
by the act in the hands of the commission, each munic- 
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ipality being required to build the approach on its 
side of the river. Plans for both approaches, however, 
were made by this division, that called for on the 
Dedham side, however, being prepared in consultation 
with its town engineer. 

The contract for the Boston approach was made with 
the George T. Rendle Company, under date of August 
5, 1915, and at the date of this report about 60 per cent 
of the work has been done. 

The contract for the Dedham approach was made 
with the same company having the contract for the 
Boston approach. 

This work has been carried on under the direction of 
the town engineer of Dedham and is in such condition 
that it could be readily finished at the time that the 
work on the bridge over the river is completed. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 
The vertical planking of the channel face of the 
draw fender pier of this bridge extending to the Con- 
gress Street Bridge was repaired under contract with 
W. H. Ellis & Son Company, dated August 12, 1915, 
at a cost of $346.20. The work was completed Septem- 
ber 11, 1915. 


Summer Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad). 

Under a contract made with W. A. Murtfeldt Com- 
pany, dated October 4, 1915, both the sidewalks above 
the plank flooring of this bridge have been rebuilt at a 
eost of $1.35 per square yard, the total amount paid 
under the contract being $2,417.85. A bond has been 
given guaranteeing the maintenance of these walks in 
good condition for a term of five years. ‘The work was 
completed December 8, 1915. 

At the time this work was done the Bridge Service 
made such repairs as were found necessary to the plank 
flooring and cleaned out the continuous slots along each 
curb line which serve as scuppers for the surface water. 
The total cost of the work performed by the Bridge 
Service was $89.50. 


Winthrop Bridge (Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This bridge has been entirely rebuilt under authority 
of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1913. As stated in the 
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last annual report, a contract was made and approved 
April 6, 1914, with Lawler Brothers, lowest bidder, for 
doing the entire work, and it was so far completed that 
travel was turned over the new bridge and the finished 
parts of the approaches on December 1, 1914.. During 
the past year the work was prosecuted to a satisfactory 
completion on July 1, 1915. As final settlement has 
not yet been made with the contractor, no bill has 
been rendered the town of Winthrop for its proportion 
of the cost of the work. 

The new bridge and its approaches are located just 
north of the old bridge and consist of a pile structure 
200 feet in length and 50 feet in width across the channel 
and solid filled approaches of the same width with side 
slopes protected by stone ballast or slope paving where 
necessary. ‘The pile bridge has a roadway 34 feet in 
width between curbs and two sidewalks each 8 feet wide. 
The roadway is paved with Metropolitan brick, the 
joints having been filled with hot asphalt. The founda- 
tion for the pavement is 5-inch yellow pine plank sup- 
ported by yellow pine stringers and caps resting on 
bents of oak piles. The plank floor is protected by four 
thicknesses of roofing felt mopped with asphalt and 
roofing pitch and covered with a mastic layer 14 inches 
thick, made of sand, asphalt and roofing pitch. The 
faces of the curb timbers are protected with zinc flashing. 
The sidewalk surfaces are of 2-inch yellow pine plank, 
protected at the curbs by T irons. <A substantial yellow 
pine railing is built at the outer edges of the sidewalks. 
The lengths of the approaches built under this contract, 
measured on the center lines of the roadway, were 
respectively on the Winthrop side 238 feet and on the 
Boston side 427 feet. Of this latter width, about 285 
feet was entirely paid for by the City of Boston under 
a separate item of the contract, the sum named in the 
~ contract being $5,220. The lower portion of the filling 
of the approaches was made with dredged material, 
excavated from the channel, which was required to be 
not less than 6 feet below city base for a width of 133 
feet with side slopes not steeper than 3 horizontal to 1 
vertical. The upper portion was filled with good clean 
gravel, well rolled. 

The roadway surface was constructed in accordance 
with Boston Standard Specifications of 1913 for tar 
macadam roadway, using Bermudez roadway asphalt 
binder. The edgestones were of granite and 3-foot wide 
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gutters were paved with granite blocks. The sidewalks 
have a crushed stone surface, well rolled. ‘The fences 
were built on each side of the street, having cedar posts 
and spruce rails, painted with three coats of paint. The 
downstream slopes and faces of the channelway were 
paved with large stones not less than 2 square feet in 
area and at least 18 inches deep, very few pinners being 
allowed, this slope paving being carried below low water. 
The upstream faces of the slopes were covered with stone 
ballast to a depth of 2 feet. All slopes had an inclina- 
tion of 2 horizontal to 1 vertical and the paving and 
ballast extended to elevation 15 feet above city base. 
The contract price for the portion of the work to be 
paid jointly by the City of Boston and the town of 
Winthrop is $40,297.

Three piles were driven in the coal dock, South Ferry, 
East Boston, and three more in the hospital dock, south 
side. 

A jet condenser was installed on the ‘‘Governor 
Russell.”

An entire new end was built on the ‘‘ Noddle Island,”’ 
chiefly by employees of the Ferry Service. The main 
decks were planked on the ‘‘ General Hancock,”’ ‘‘ Noddle 
Island’’ and ‘‘Governor Russell.”’ 

Additional life preservers have been placed in all the 
boats under orders from the United States steamboat 
inspectors.

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APPENDIX C. 


REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
HIGHWAY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1916. 
Mr. E. F. Murpry, 


Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Sir,— A statement of-the income, expenditures 
and operations of the Highway Division of the Public 
Works Department for the year 1915 is submitted here- 
with, and includes in addition to the Lighting, Paving, 
Sanitary and Street Cleaning and Oiling Services, the 
Sewer and Water Services. These latter services were 
a separate division under the supervision of a division 
engineer. Just before the close of the year they were 
merged with the Highway Division and the division 
engineer was given supervision over all the above-named 
services. The maintenance expenditures of the High- 
way Division for the year were as follows:

LIGHTING SERVICE. 


The tables under the Lighting Service show an increase 
in the number of lights installed in the public streets, 
causing a considerable increase in the annual expenditures 
for this purpose. 

The most important improvement made by this 
service during the year was the installation of the boule- 
vard type of lamps on Broadway, from Dorchester 
avenue to Dorchester street, South Boston. This being 
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a residential as well as a business section, the improve- 
ment is much appreciated by residents and storekeepers. 
There are now on file in this office applications for the 
installation of this type of lamp for the business sections 

of East Boston and Roxbury. : 


PAVING SERVICE. 


For the first time in the history of the department a 
special appropriation, amounting to $100,000, was made 
for the construction of artificial stone sidewalks. This 
sum does not include the artificial stone sidewalk work 
done in connection with the construction of new streets 
laid out by the Board of Street Commissioners. 

All macadam streets resurfaced and new macadam 
streets constructed were of a bituminous nature, tar and 
asphalt binders, penetration method, being used. 

Contracts made during the year for the construction 
of streets laid out by the Board of Street Commissioners 
comprised twenty-five (25) asphalt, thirteen (13) bitu- 
lithic and fifty-nine (59) bituminous macadam. As 
most of these streets are in residential sections and not 
subjected to heavy team travel it is expected that the 
cost of maintenance for the first ten years will be very 
slight. 

Hassam block pavement was laid in Braintree street, 
Brighton, and a section of L street, South Boston, was 
paved with granite block on a gravel base, with cement 
grout joints. 

The failure of the City Council to make an appropria- 
tion for permanent pavements in the business section 
of the city was unfortunate, as many streets are very 
much in need of new pavements. It will require at 
least five hundred thousand dollars each year for the 
next five years to put the streets in a satisfactory 
condition. 

SANITARY SERVICE. 


The receiving station for ashes at Ward street has 
been finished and will be in operation early in the coming 
season. The cost of collecting ashes in the Roxbury 
district and hauling to Southampton street will be con- 
siderably reduced by the use of this receiving station. 

The equipment has been improved by the purchase 
of six low-down body offal wagons, with a capacity of 
110 cubic feet each. 
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STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


The past season was a rather wet one and as a result 
less oil was used on the streets than in preceding years. 
Only streets paved with granite block, asphalt or other 
form of smooth pavement have been watered, all other 
streets being oiled, the number of applications given 
being dependent upon traffic and other conditions. 

The equipment has been maintained by the purchase 
of a number of horses to replace those that died or were 
killed as being unfit for use. 

Street watering by car sprinklers was tried for the 
first time during the past year, a contract being made 
for sprinkling certain streets with car lines. ‘Two cars 
were used and the price paid was five hundred fifty 
dollars ($550) a car a month. 

There should be an addition made to the equipment 
during the coming year by the purchase of a motor- 
driven pick-up sweeping machine, horse-driven sweeping 
machines, horses, carts, etc., in order to do the work 
more satisfactorily. 


SEWER SERVICE. 


Old wooden sewers have been replaced in Beach, South, 
Lincoln, Kingston, East, Kilby, Water and Broad streets 
with new concrete sewers. 

The new pumping station at Union Park and Albany 
streets was put in operation July 1, and has been oper- 
ated successfully during several heavy storms at high 
tide. 

In South Boston considerable work has been done on 
account of the building of the Dorchester Tunnel. 

An outlet built in the Boston & Albany Railroad 
freight yard at Orleans street furnished an outlet for 
sewerage from the area bounded by Porter, Boardman 
and Prescott streets and the Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn Railroad. 

The outlets in Beach and Hamblen streets, Charles- 
town were extended to tide water. 

Among the many other sewerage works constructed 
during the year may be mentioned the Davenport 
brook, Faneuil Valley brook and Dent Street brook. 
Stony brook conduit, Section 9, is now being constructed 
under contract. 
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WATER SERVICE. 


The past year has been a busy one in this service on 
. account of the numerous applications for water for new 
_ buildings in the outlying sections, viz.: 15,782 linear 
feet in Dorchester, 16,192 linear feet in West Roxbury, 
9,244 linear feet in Brighton and 3,390 linear feet in 
Hyde Park, the size of pipe varying from 8 to 12 inches 
in diameter. ‘There are now about 54,433 meters in 
service, leaving approximately 35,000 to be installed, 
that section of the city lying north of Massachusetts 
avenue having been metered during the year. The con- 
sumption for 1915 was the lowest since 1904 and is 
attributable to the installation of meters and the vigi- 
lance of the waste prevention force.

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are in use 9,652 single mantle gas lamps, 70 
double mantle lamps and 146 open flame fire alarm 
signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts. The gas companies 
set the lamp-posts and provide service pipes laid from 
the gas mains to the top of the posts, maintain all such 
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pipes and posts in good condition and repair, furnish 
gas, lanterns, burners and all other necessary equipment, 
also the labor for lighting and care. 

The Lighting Service provides for the gas, lighting and 
care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the Fire Depart- 
ment for lanterns, posts, the setting and repair of same. 
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ELEctTrRIic LIGHTING. 


There are in use 5,059 magnetite arc lamps, 23 flame 
arc lamps, 3,096 50-watt, 1,262 75-watt, 10 100-watt, 
4 125-watt and 6 400-watt tungsten lamps. 

The electric companies provide and set the lamp- 
posts, except the lamp-posts for incandescent lamps 
supplied from underground circuits, furnish lamps, over- 
head wires, underground conduits, cables and connec- 
tions and all other necessary equipment and maintain 
them in good condition and repair.

The city furnished the flagging, circular 
edgestone and sidewalk bricks and the contractor furnished the 
granite blocks and all other materials necessary to do the work. 
The contractor hauled all surplus material to the South Boston 
Paving Yard. The car track area was repaved by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, the westerly track area on a con- 
crete base and the easterly track area on a gravel base. The 
former surface of the street was macadam. 

Ulmer street, from Arklow street southerly, is about 76 a in 
length. (See “ Assessment Streets. a) 


Hassam Brock PAVEMENT. 


Braintree street, from Franklin street to Everett street, is 
about 1,405 feet in length. The contract for paving this street 
with Hassam block pavement on a Portland cement concrete 
base was awarded to James Doherty, April 5, 1915. Itis a 
forty (40) foot street, with seven (7) foot sidewalks. The con- 
tractor set the edgestone, resetting the existing edgestone where 
necessary, and constructed artificial stone sidewalks, which 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
city furnished the edgestone, corners and flagging; the con- 
tractor furnished all other materials necessary to do the work, 
did the excavating and hauled all surplus material to the Chest- 
nut Hill Avenue Paving Yard. The former surface of the street 
was macadam.

Woop Bitock PAVEMENT. 


Boylston street, from Tremont street across Boylston place, 
about 367 feet in length, was paved with wood block on the 
old concrete base, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, 
by Fred 8. Gore, under his contract dated March 26, 1915. 
The city furnished the edgestone and the contractor furnished 
all other materials necessary to do the work. The contractor 
removed the old asphalt surface, regulated the old concrete 
base, hauled the old granite paving blocks to the Massachusetts 
avenue lot and did all the work necessary to lay the new pave- 
ment. 

Tremont street, from Scollay square to Boylston street, is 
about 2,838 feet in length. A contract to pave this street 
with wood blocks, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty 
was awarded to Coleman Brothers June 11, 1915. The con- 
tractor removed the old asphalt surface and regulated the old 
concrete base, relaid the flagging crosswalks, reset edgestone 
where necessary and relaid some artificial stone sidewalk. The 
contractor also furnished and laid the wood block. Between 


- Temple place and Park street, on the westerly side of the street, 


the old wood blocks laid in 1900 were not.disturbed, the same 
being in good condition. The city furnished the flagging for 
crosswalks and a few vitrified bricks. All other materials used 
were furnished by the contractor, who hauled all surplus and 
unused material to the Massachusetts avenue lot.

The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company, December 2, 1914. Work was begun April 
7, 1915, and completed June 26, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch tar macadam road, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, from Washington street to Birch street, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone side- 
walks seven (7) feet in width, laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The straight edgestone and corners were 


furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor, a small - 


part being delivered on the work by the city. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The paving blocks were furnished in part by the city 
and hauled by the contractor and part were furnished by the 
contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Ardent street, from Colberg avenue to Belgrade avenue, -is 
about 301 feet in length. This street is being constructed in 
part by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun September 
20, 1915, and suspended December 3, 1915. The work done 
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this year consisted of excavating, setting edgestone and pre- 
paring roadway for concrete base which will be laid early in 
the spring of next year. 

Augustus avenue, from Poplar street to beyond Clarendon ave- 
nue, is about 657 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo, 
June 23, 1915. Work was begun June 30, 1915, and completed 
October 23, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) 
inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters 
from Poplar street across Crandall street, granite edgestone 
and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone 
and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Barbara street, from South Huntington avenue to Centre 
street, is about 348 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to Thomas Kelly Com- 
pany October 23, 1914. Work was begun April 2, 1915, and 
completed May 15, 1915. It is a thirty-six (36) foot street with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, six (6) feet in 
width, laid under a five (5) year maintenance ouaranty. The 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Basto terrace, from South street about 332 feet northerly. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Company April 5, 1915. 
Work was begun May 14, 1915, and completed June 17, 1915. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam 
roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. A portion of the edgestone was 
set on a crushed stone and concrete foundation. The straight 
edgestone, corners and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All other material was 
_. furnished by the contractor. 

Birch street, from Penfield street to Dudley avenue, is about 
1,074 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded A. H. Archer July 29, 1915. Work 
was begun August 3, 1915, and completed October 25, 1915. It 
is a thirty-five (35) foot street with a two (2) inch bitulithic 
pavement laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base 
from Penfield street to Albano street, and from Albano street 
307 feet northeast of Dudley avenue, and a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway with three (3) foot granite block gutters 
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from about 307 feet northeast of Dudley avenue to Dudley 
avenue, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven 
(7) feet in width. The bitulithic pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-(5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone, corners and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials was furnished by the contractor. 

Bourneside street, from Park street to Melville avenue, is 
about 780 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 
11,1914. Work was begun November 16, 1914, and suspended 
December 7, 1914; work was resumed March 19, 1915, and com- 
pleted April 10,1915. It is a fifty (50) foot street with a six (6) 
inch tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edge- 
stone. The easterly sidewalk is eight (8) feet in width, consist- 
ing of crushed stone, from Park street to within 150 feet north 
of Melville avenue; the remaining distance is artificial stone. 
The westerly sidewalk consists of a five (5) foot artificial 
stone walk and a ten (10) foot loam space. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The work, excepting the artificial stone sidewalks 
and loam spaces, was completed during the season of 1914. 
The sidewalks were laid this year, the contractor furnishing 
all the materials. 

*Bradwood street, from Colberg avenue to Belgrade avenue, is 
about 872 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo & Co. 
April 22,1915. Work was begun June 11, 1915, and completed 
July 28, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch 
tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. A portion of the 
edgestone was set on crushed stone and concrete foundation. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Brunswick street, from Blue Hill avenue to Normandy street, 
is about 639 feet in length. This street is being constructed 
in part by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun Septem- 
ber 14, 1915, and suspended December 29, 1915. The work 
done this year consisted of excavating and setting edgestone. 
Work will be resumed in the spring. 

Burton street, from Washington street to Bellamy street, is 
about 817 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company June 7, 1915. Work was begun June 11, 1915, and 
completed August 138, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street, with 
seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, laid under a five (5) 
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year maintenance guaranty. It has a six (6) inch asphalt 
macadam roadway. The city furnished the straight and 
circular edgestone, corners, flagging and pavint blocks and the 
contractor hauled the same. The contractor furnished all other 
materials necessary to do the work. 

Castlegate road, from Blue Hill avenue to Normandy street, 
is about 462 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded the Roman Road Company 
November 11, 1914. Work was begun July 1, 1915, and 
completed August 20, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
a Roman Road roadway, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks 
and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight 
edgestone, corners, flagging and paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The roadway 
and sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The Roman Road is a bituminous covered concrete 
pavement consisting of five (5) inch concrete base, roughly 
floated at the top and thoroughly coated with bitumen; upon 
this surface is spread a layer of crushed trap rock of such depth 
that when compressed by rolling it will form, combined with the 
bitumen, a surface one-half (4) inch in thickness. 

Chapin avenue, from Mt. Vernon street to Preston road, is 
about 499 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded the John Kelky Company 
July 20, 1915. Work was begun July 29, 1915, and completed 
December 11, 1915. It is a street varying in width from thirty 
(30) to forty-two (42) feet, with a six (6) inch tar macadam 
roadway fifteen (15) feet in width, two and one-half (25) foot 
granite block gutters, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks, varying in width from five (5) feet to twelve (12) 
feet, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. A 
wooden fence about 178 feet in length was built on the south- 
erly side of the street. The straight edgestone and granite 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other material was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Chase street, from East Cottage street to Willis street, is 
about 305 feet in length. The contract: for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company June 16, 1915. Work was begun June 29, 1915, and 
completed July 15, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, the greater part of 
which was constructed before the contractor entered the street. 
The remaining walk was furnished and laid and the roadway 
paved with Trinidad asphalt on a six (6) -nch concrete base. 
The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone and flagging 
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were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. The contractor furnished all other material necessary 
to do the work and hauled all surplus material to the Hancock 
Street Paving Yard. 

Chestnut street, from Brimmer street to the Charles River 
Embankment, is about 310 feet in length. The contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to the 
Jeremiah J. McCarthy Company April 1, 1915. Work was 
begun April 5, 1915,-and completed May 15, 1915. It is a 
forty (40) foot street, with an asphalt macadam roadway and 
artificial stone sidewalks, the walk on the northerly side being 
eight (8) feet in width and that on the southerly side five (5) 
feet. These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging 
' were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. The contractor furnished all other materials necessary 
to do the work. The contractor hauled the surplus materials 
to the Massachusetts avenue lot, with the exception of a few 
paving blocks, which were hauled to the North End Paving 
Yard. 

Claxton street, from Blue Hill avenue to Callender street, is 
about 1,203 feet in width. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this was awarded to the D. M. Biggs Company July 
2,1915. Work was begun July 6, 1915, and completed Septem- 
ber 15, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six 
(26) foot roadway, having a one and one-half (13) inch Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface, one and one-half (153) inch bituminous 
binder on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, granite 
edgestone, flagging crosswalks and a seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalk. ‘The straight edgestone corners and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other material was furnished -by the contractor. 
The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Claybourne street, from Park street to 210 feet south of Dakota 
street, is about 918 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to James 
Doherty, July 2, 1915. Work was begun July 9, 1915, and 
completed September 10, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a twenty-six (26) foot roadway, having a two (2) inch 
bitulithic wearing surface on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base and a seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalk. 
The edgestone laid on the west side is laid on a crushed stone 
and concrete foundation. The straight edgestone and paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
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The contractor hauled the surplus excavation to the Mill street 
dump. ‘The artificial stone sidewalks and bitulithic roadway 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Convent path, from Breed street to Gladstone street, is about 
106 feet in length. A contract to build concrete walls and steps, 
iron fences and hand rails and a tile underdrain under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty, was awarded to James Doherty 
April 26, 1915. Work was begun April 29, 1915, and completed 
June 23, 1915. The steps and sidewalks are 15 feet wide and 
about 93 feet long and cover a difference in elevation of over 42 
feet. The contractor also set the edgestone, paved the granite 
block gutters and furnished and laid artificial stone sidewalks 
at the top and bottom of the steps. The contractor furnished 
all the materials and did all the work, which included con- 
siderable grading. 

Cornell street, from Orange street to Colberg avenue, is about 
1,393 feet in length. This street was rough graded in parts 
and made safe for travel by the Paving Service forces. Work ° 
was begun December 4, 1915, and completed December 29, 1915. 

Crandall street, from Augustus avenue to Hillside avenue, is 
about 407 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo June 
23,1915. Work was begun September 21, 1915, and completed 
November 2, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) 
inch tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks, seven (7) feet in width, laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. A portion of the edgestone was 
set on a crushed stone and concrete foundation. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Dane street, from Holbrook street to Orchard street, is about 
598 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Company 
September 16, 1915. Work was begun September 20, 1915, 
and completed November 24, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with an asphalt pavement, consisting of one and one half 
(15) inch wearing surface and one and one half (13) inch bitu- 
minous concrete binder laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base and granite block brows laid on a six (6) inch 


Portland cement concrete base with cement grout joints. The 


existing edgestone was reset and new edgestone set. With the 
exception of existing artificial stone sidewalks on the southerly 
side near Dunster road, which were allowed to remain, seven (7) 


— foot sidewalks with four and one half (43) ‘foot artificial stone 


walks with seeded loam spaces were constructed from Holbrook 
street to Dunster road on the north side and to Aldworth street 
on the south side. The remainder of the artificial stone side- 
walks to Orchard street are seven (7) feet in width. Granite 
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edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, five (5) feet to seven (7) 
feet in width, were also extended on the northerly side to about 
100 feet east of Holbrook street. The asphalt pavement and 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. ‘The corners and paving blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Deering road, from Blue Hill avenue to Harvard street, is 
about 1,410 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company December 24, 1914. Work was begun January 6, 
1915, and completed June 5, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite 
edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. A part of the edgestone on the south side is 
laid on a concrete foundation. The straight edgestone, corners 
and flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The contractor hauled the surplus material 
to Morton street. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Dempster street, from Ruggles street to Halleck street, is about 
812 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Simpson Brothers Corporation 
November 30, 1914. Work was begun March 26, 1915, and 
completed June 4, 1915. Itisa forty (40) foot street with seven 
(7) foot sidewalks. The sidewalks on the westerly side of the 
street from Ruggles street to the bend consists of artificial 
stone and the remaining sidewalks are brick. The roadway is 
paved with Hassam block on a six (6) inch concrete base. The 
straight edgestone flagging and corners were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor, and the circular edgestone 
and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. ‘The contractor furnished all.other materials necessary 
to do the work. The contractor also built two concrete retain- 
ing walls with wooden fences near Ruggles street. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Dunlap street, from Washington street to Whitfield street, is 
about 804 feet in length. This street, with the exception of the 
asphalt surface and binder and artificial stone sidewalk, was 
constructed by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun 
September 24, 1915, and completed December 16, 1915. Itisa 
thirty (80) foot street with a twenty (20) foot roadway, having 
a one and one half (13) inch Trinidad asphalt wearing surface, 
one and one half (15) inch bituminous binder on a six (6) inch 
cement concrete base, part granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks 
and a five (5) foot artificial stone sidewalk. A contract for 
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laying the asphalt roadway and artificial stone sidewalk was 
awarded to William J. Rafferty & Company December 30, 1915. 
Work was begun December 23, 1915, and suspended December 
28, 1915, when the asphalt roadway was laid. Work will be 
resumed in the spring, when the artificial stone sidewalks will 
be constructed. 

East First street, from West First street to H street, is about 
695 feet in length. This street is being constructed by the 
Paving Service forces. Work was begun October 19,1915, and | 
suspended December 29, 1915. It is a fifty (50) foot street 
with brick sidewalks, eight (8) feet in width, granite edge- 
stone and granite block roadway, laid on a gravel base with 
cement grout joints. The work is practically completed with 
the exception of a small amount of paving to be laid when 
the railroad finishes the track work. The contract for build- 
ing a wall, about 180 feet in length, across the water passafe- 
way on the northerly line of East First street, and furnishing 
the material to fill that portion of the dock inclosed by the 
wall was awarded to John Cashman & Sons Company 
October 17, 1914. Work was begun October 26, 1914, and 
completed March 23, 1915. The work done this season con- 
sisted of pointing the wall, finishing the fence and completing 
the fill. 

Edgemont street, from South street to Ainsworth street, is 
about 512 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 17, 1914. Work was begun October 30, 1914, sus- 
pended December 9, 1914, resumed May 8, 1915, and com- 
pleted May 10, 1915. Work was practically completed in 
1914. The work done this season consisted of rolling and 
sealing the macadam roadway with tar binder furnished by 
the contractor. 

Elgin street, from Centre street to West Roxbury Branch 
Railroad, is about 598 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. 
Jacobs Company September 20, 1915. Work was begun 
October 11, 1915, and suspended December 7, 1915. It is a 
forty (40) foot street with an asphalt pavement of one and 
one-half (15) inch wearing surface and one and one-half. (13) 
inch bituminous concrete binder, laid on a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base, with granite block brows laid on a 
six (6) inch cement concrete base with cement grout joints, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet 
in width. The asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
edgestone was furnished in part by the city and hauled by the 
contractor and part was furnished by the contractor. The 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular, edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work; all other material was furnished by the contractor. 
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Fabyan street, from Blue Hill avenue to Harvard street, is 
about 712 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
November 11, 1914. Work was begun March 22, 1915, and 
completed May 29, 1915. It is a forty foot (40) street with a 
twenty-six (26) foot roadway, having a one and one-half (14) 
inch Trinidad asphalt wearing surface, one and one-half (14) 
inch bituminous concrete binder laid on-a six (6) inch Port- 
land cement concrete base, granite edgestone, flagging cross- 
walks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The 
straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The asphalt pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Fletcher street, from Centre street to Montclair avenue, is 
about 268 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company June 11, 1915. Work was begun July 16, 1915, and 
completed September 10, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet 
in width, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone, flagging and paving blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Frankfort street, from Neptune road to Bennington street, is 
about 947 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 18, 1914. Work was begun October 20, 1914, and 
suspended January 16, 1915. Work was resumed March 29, 
1915, and completed May 27, 1915. It is a fifty (50) foot 
street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite 
edgestone, flagging crosswalks and eight (8) foot brick side- 
walks. The straight edgsetone, flagging and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Glendower road, from Kittredge street to Poplar street, is 
about 1,925 feet ‘in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded the Charles J. Jacobs Com- 
pany September 20, 1915. Work was begun October 26, 1915, 
and suspended December 15, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot 
street and it is to have an asphalt pavement laid on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, with granite block brows 
laid on a six (6) inch cement concrete base, with cement grout 
joints, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven 
(7) feet in width. A portion of the edgestone is set on a con- 
crete and crushed stone foundation. This street has been 
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constructed for a distance of about 900 feet from Poplar street 
this season. The remainder of this street will be constructed 
as soon as weather permits. The straight edgestone was 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Grace street, from Walton street to Roslin street, is about 
315 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the D. M. Biggs Company June 
16, 1915. Work was begun June 22, 1915, and completed 
August 19, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty- 
six (26) foot roadway, having a two (2) inch bitulithic wearing 
surface on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, granite 
edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging © 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Greenleaf street, from Leon street to Huntington avenue, is 
about 350 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to John F. Beatty November 
23, 1914. Work was begun December 2, 1914, and suspended 
January 4, 1915. Work was resumed April 27, 1915, and 
completed May 24, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
seven (7) foot sidewalks, the south side being artificial stone, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, the other 
side being of brick. The straight edgestone was furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The roadway was paved 
with granite block, pitch joints, on a six (6) inch concrete base. 
A concrete retaining wall and fence was built on the south side 
of the street, as the grade of the street was raised considerably 
in constructing the roadway. 

Hamlet street, from Columbia road to Belden street, is about 
420 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Com- 
pany June 7, 1915. Work was begun June 28, 1915, and 
completed July 22, 1915. It is a thirty (80) foot street with a 
twenty (20) foot roadway, having a one and one-half (14) 
inch Trinidad asphalt wearing surface, one and one-half (13) 
inch bituminous binder and a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base, granite edgestone and five (5) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks and flagging crosswalks. The straight edge- 
stone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The roadway and sidewalks were 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Harvard street, from Morton street to Deering road, is about 
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793 feet in length. The Paving Service forces are now at 
work constructing this street. Work was begun September 
21, 1915, and suspended December 29, 1915. The work done 
this year consisted of widening, removing trees and rough 
erading. 

Haslet street, from Amherst street to Metcalf street (not 
including intersection of Pinehurst street), is about 508 feet in 
length. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Company July 24, 1915. 
Work was begun September 18, 1915, and completed October 
30, 1915. It is a thirty-five (35) foot street with a six (6) inch 
tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks six (6) feet in width, laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The circular edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other mate- 
rial was furnished by the contractor. 

Helen street, from Talbot avenue to Bernard street, is about 
356 feet in length. The surface of this street, with the excep- 
tion of the asphalt wearing surface and binder and artificial 
stone sidewalk, was constructed by the Paving Service forces. 
Work was begun September 10, 1915, and completed October 
28, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) 
foot roadway, having one and one-half (14) inch Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface, one and one-half (14) inch bituminous 
concrete binder on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete 
base, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. A contract for laying the asphalt 
pavement and artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to James 
Doherty October 22, 1915. Work was begun November 1, 
1915, and completed November 28, 1915. The contractor 
furnished all materials necessary to do the work. The asphalt 
pavement and sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Herbert street, from Park street to West Tremlett street, is 
about 357 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty December 
11, 1914. Work was begun March 22, 1915, and completed 
April 22, 1915. It is a twenty-one (21) foot street with a six 
(6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks three and one quarter 
(34) feet in width. The straight edgestone, corners, flagging 
and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Hill Top street, from Granite avenue to Hallet street, is about 
1,990 feet in length. The surface of this street is being rough 
graded by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun Sep- 
tember 21, 1915, and suspended December 29, 1915. It is a 
fifty (50) foot street with a thirty-four (34) foot roadway. 
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Hillcrest street, from Elgin street to Temple street. The 
contract for excavating and grading this street was awarded to 
T. Ross & Sons January 11, 1915. Work was begun January 
11, 1915, and completed August 22, 1915. This street, from 
Temple street across Lorette street, a length of about 261 feet, 
was graded and earth and rock excavated. 

Hopestill street, from Aspinwall road to Southern avenue, is 
about 316 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company May 6, 1915. Work was begun May 12, 1915, and 
completed May 29, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
twenty-six (26) foot roadway, having a one and one-half (14) 
inch Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) 
inch bituminous binder on a six (6) inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) 
foot sidewalks, part full width artificial stone and part having 
four and one half (45) feet artificial stone and a loam space. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and all other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk and 
roadway were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Howitt road, from Bellevue street to La Grange street, is 
about 908 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company June 11, 1915. Work was begun June 16, 1915, and 
completed September 4, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and seven (7) foot sidewalks, having a four 
and one-half (45) foot artificial stone walk and seeded loam space. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, corners and 
flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor., All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Howland street, from Harold street to 428 feet easterly. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to John F. Beatty December 8, 1914. Work was begun June 2, 
1915, and completed August 7, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with seven (7) foot sidewalks and a roadway of two (2) 
inch bitulithic pavement laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base. The sidewalks were constructed of artificial 
stone and both the roadway and sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
straight edgestone, flagging crosswalks and granite blocks and 
the contractor hauled the same. The contractor furnished all 
other materials necessary to do the work. 

Idlewild street, from Commonwealth avenue to Brainerd 
road, is about 384 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company June 23, 1915. Work was begun July 24, 1915, and 
completed September 3, 1915. This is a forty (40) foot street 
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with seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The roadway 
consists. of a two (2) inch bitulithic pavement laid on a six (6) 
inch concrete base. The contractor set the edgestone and 
corners, laid flagging crosswalks on a six (6) inch concrete base. 
The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, corners, flag- 
ging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Intervale street, from Columbia road to Normandy street, is 
about 1,370 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman Sons 
Company January 2, 1915. Work was begun March 12, 1915, 
and completed May 12, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks. 
The straight edgestone, corners, flagging and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Jewett street, from Neponset avenue to Mt. Hope street, is 
about 756 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 27, 1914. Work was begun November 16, 1914, and 
suspended December 18, 1914. Work was resumed March 8, 
1915, and completed May 6, 1915. This street is from twenty 
(20) to twenty-three (23) feet in width and has a six (6) inch 
tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks 
and artificial stone sidewalks, part three and one half (83) and 
part four (4) feet in width, laid under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. The work done this year consisted of con- 
structing roadway and sidewalks, material for which was fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Jones avenue, from Mascot street to Ballou avenue, is about 
993 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 3, 
1915. Work was begun November 9, 1915, and suspended 
December 4, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty- 
six (26) foot roadway, having a one and one-half (13) inch 
Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) 
inch bituminous binder on a six (6) inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and artificial 
stone sidewalks. The roadway and sidewalks have been 
eraded and the edgestone has been set from Jones avenue to 
Jacobs street. The fill has been made from Jacobs street to 
Mascot street and a temporary fence constructed to close this 
part of the street during the winter. A part of the fill was 
made by the Paving Service forces before the contract for con- 
struction was let.

Juliette street, from Fox street to Homes avenue, is about 
528 feet in length. The surface of this street, with the excep- 
tion of the artificial stone sidewalk, was constructed by the 
Paving Service forces. Work was begun October 26, 1914, and 
completed April 24, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite block gutters, 
granite edgestone and flagging crosswalks. The sidewalk on the 
east side is seven (7) feet wide, full width artificial stone, and 
on the west side full width to about 180 feet north of Homes 
avenue and the remainder with a four (4) foot artificial stone 
walk and.a loam space. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to William J. Rafferty 
& Co. April 21, 1915. Work was begun May 10, 1915, and © 
completed May 28, 1915. All material for sidewalk construc- 
tion was furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Kenny street, from Day street northerly for a distance of about 
503 feet. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty September 20, 1915. 
Work was begun October 13, 1915, and completed November 
10, 1915. This is a thirty (80) foot street with a twenty (20) 
foot roadway, consisting of one and one-half (14) inch Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface, one and one-half (15) inch bituminous 
binder laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalk five (5) feet in 
width. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The contractor also built a wooden fence at westerly 
end of the street where the grade of the surrounding lots were 
considerably lower than the street. 

Kittredge street, from the north side of Rosecliff street to 
Metropolitan avenue, is about 407 feet in length. The contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
Martino DeMatteo October 27, 1914. Work was begun 
March 29, 1915, and completed June 21, 1915. It isa fifty 
(50) foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks eight (8) feet in width, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The straight 
edgestone, flagging and granite paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. Repairs 
were also made to the tar macadam between Metropolitan 
avenue and Cornell street, due to openings. 

Leslie street, from Dix street to Centre street, is about 378 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to D. M. Biggs July 16, 1915. Work 
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was begun September 18, 1915, and completed October 16, 1915. 
It isa forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) foot roadway, 
having a one and one-half (13) inch Trinidad asphalt wearing 
surface and one and one-half (14) inch bituminous binder laid 
on a six (6) inch concrete base, granite edgestone and seven (7) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone was 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. ‘The 
roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Lingard street, from Magnolia street to Hartford street, is 
about 672 feet in length. Work was begun August 19, 1915, 
and completed September 17, 1915. A contract to construct 
the surface of this street was awarded James Doherty July 16, 
1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) 
foot roadway, consisting of a two (2) inch bitulithic pavement 
laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base. Artificial 
stone sidewalks were constructed seven (7) feet in width. The 
straight edgestone, flagging and corners were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The roadway and sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Inthgow street, from Talbot avenue to Wainwright street, is 
about 682 feet-in length. A contract for excavating this street 
was awarded to Thomas H. Corrigan June 28, 1915. Work 
was begun July 12, 1915, and completed September 8, 1915. 
The surplus excavation was hauled to Hill Top street. 

Lockwood street, from Metropolitan avenue to Huntington 
avenue, is about 577 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty 
November 6, 1914. Work was begun April 13, 1915, and 
completed May 25, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The straight 
edgestone, flagging, corners and paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Long avenue, from Commonwealth avenue to Allston street, 
is about 790 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company November 2, 1914. Work was begun November 4, 
1914, and suspended December 15, 1914. Work was resumed 
March 26, 1915, and completed April 23,1915. It isa forty (40) 
foot street with a twenty-six (26) foot roadway, consisting of 
one and one-half (13) inch Trinidad asphalt wearing surface 
and one and one-half (13) inch bituminous binder laid on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, straight edgestone, 
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flagging crosswalks and sidewalks seven feet in width. The 
sidewalk from Commonwealth avenue to Glenville avenue is 
full width artificial stone, and from Glenville avenue to Allston 
street the sidewalk consists of four and one half (44) feet arti- 
ficial stone and two and one half (245) feet loam space. The 
straight edgestone, flagging, corners and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Lorenzo street, from Walnut street to Woodworth street, is 
about 431 feet in length. The surface of this street, with the 
exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, was constructed by 
the Paving Service forces. Work was begun March 22, 1915, 
and completed May 25, 1915. It is a thirty (80) foot street 
with five (5) foot sidewalks from Walnut street to Berry street 
and a twenty (20) foot street with three and one-half (35) foot 
sidewalks from Berry street to Woodworth street, with a six 
(6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks, granite block gutters and artificial stone sidewalks. 
A contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks was 
awarded to the D. M. Biggs Company June 25, 1915. Work 
was begun June 28, 1915, and completed July 9, 1915. The 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. All material for the artificial stone 
sidewalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Lorette street, from Centre street to Hillcrest street, is about 
504 feet in length. The Paving Service forces entered this 
street November 22, 1915, and graded the sidewalks so as to 
make the street passable for pedestrians. Work will be resumed 
in the spring. 

Lothrop street, from Portsmouth street to Market street, is 
about 550 feet in length. This street, with the exception of 
the artificial stone sidewalks, was constructed by the Paving 
Service forces. Work was begun May 14, 1915, and completed 
June 24,1915. It is a twenty-five (25) foot street with four (4) 
foot sidewalks, granite. edgestone, flagging crosswalks and 
bituminous macadam six (6) inches in depth. A contract for 
constructing the artificial stone sidewalks on this street was 
awarded to A. J. & G. H. McMurtry August 6, 1915. Work 
was begun August 27, 1915, and completed September 2, 1915. 
The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Lucas street, from Shawmut avenue to Washington street, is 
about 342 feet in length. This street, with the exception of 
the artificial stone sidewalks, which are yet unfinished, was 
constructed by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun 
September 15, 1915, and completed October 9, 1915. The 
work consisted of excavating, setting edgestone and laying 
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scoria blocks on a six (6) inch cement concrete base. A con- 
tract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks has been awarded 
to the John Kelly Company. These sidewalks will be laid 
as soon as weather conditions permit. 

Lyford street, from Woodrow avenue to Franklin Field, is 
about 420 feet in length. ‘The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Com- 
pany June 23, 1915. Work was begun August 25, 1915, and 
is practically completed. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks, granite block gutters and artificial stone 
sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. The straight edgestone, 
flagging, corners and paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular. edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Mackin street, from Western avenue to Waverly street, is 
about 303 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to A. H. Archer September 
11, 1915. Work was begun October 7, 1915, and completed 
November 27, 1915. It is a thirty (380) foot street with a 
twenty (20) foot roadway, consisting of a two (2) inch bitulithic 
pavement laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement.concrete base, 
granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and artificial stone side- 
walks five (5) feet in width. The straight edgestone, flagging, 
corners and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Matchett street, from Washington street for a distance of about 
853 feet. This street, with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks, is being constructed by the Paving Service forces. 
Work was begun September 17, 1915, and suspended December 
30, 1915. The work done this year consisted of excavation, 
there being quite a heavy cut, and setting edgestone. A con- 
tract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks was awarded 
to Charles J. Jacobs Company November 22, 1915. The side- 
walks, together with the remaining work, will be completed as 
soon as weather conditions permit. 

Mayhew street, from Boston street to Roseclair street, is about 
863 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Company 
May 29, 1915. Work was begun June 15, 1915, and completed 
August 7, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six 
(26) foot roadway, consisting of one and one-half (14) inch Trin- 
idad asphalt, one and one-half (14) inch bituminous binder on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet 
in width. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging were 
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furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Melvinside terrace, from Dorchester avenue to Minton street, 
is about 200 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty June 2, 
1915. Work was begun June 10, 1915, and completed June 
23, 1915. It is a twenty-nine (29) foot street with a nine- 
teen (19) foot roadway, having a two (2) inch bitulithic pave- 
ment on a Portland cement concrete base six (6) inches in 
depth, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and _ artificial 
stone sidewalks five (5) feet in width. The straight edge- 
stone, corners and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Montebello road, from Forest Hills street to Walnut avenue, 
is about 1,087 feet in length. ‘The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
September 29, 1915. Work was begun November 10, 1915, 
and suspended December 9, 1915. The work done this year 
consisted of setting edgestone. Work will be resumed in the 
spring as soon as weather permits. The straight edgestone 
was furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. 

Manthorne road, from Centre street to Weld street, was 
constructed by the West Roxbury Trap Rock Company in 
1914. Tree spaces were left in the artificial stone sidewalks for 
trees from Centre street to Schirmer road. Artificia’ stone 
was placed between the trees and the property line this season 
under agreement with the contractor. 

Montvale street, from Colberg avenue to Belgrade street, is 
about 844 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo «& 
Co. April 22, 1915. Work was begun May 25, 1915, and com- 
pleted July 14, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six 
(6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. 
A portion of the edgestone was set on a crushed stone and con- 
crete foundation. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestcne was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Morton street, from Norfolk street to the railroad, is about 
413 feet in length. This street is being constructed by the 
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Paving Service forces. Work was started December 6, 1915, 
and suspended December 29, 1915. The work done this year 
consisted of excavating and setting edgestone. Work will be 
resumed in the spring. 

Normandy street, from Seaver street to Columbia road, is 
about 470 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to James Doherty September 
15, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) 
foot roadway, consisting of one and one-half (4) inch Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (15) inch bitu- 
minous binder laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete 
base, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot sidewalks. The 
artificial stone walks were four and one half (43) feet in width 
with a two (2) foot loam space. The contractor furnished all 
materials necessary to do the work. The artificial stone side- 
walks and roadway were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Normandy street, from Devon street to Intervale street, is 
about 464 feet in length. The surface of this street, with the 
exception of the artificial stone sidewalks and the surface of the 
roadway, is being constructed by the Paving Service forces. 
Work was begun October 25, 1915, and suspended December 20, 
1915. Work will be resumed in the spring. 

Oakland street, from River street to Rockdale street, is about 
740 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to William J. Barry May 28, 1915. 
Work was begun June 5, 1915, and completed December 17, 
1915. Itisan eighty (80) foot street with a six (6) inch asphalt 
macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks, 
granite block gutters and thirteen (13) foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. There is a double car track in the center of the 
street which was paved by the Boston Elevated Railroad. ‘The 
straight edgestone corners, flagging and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Orleans street, from Gove street to Porter street, is about 677 
feet in length. The surface of this street is being constructed 
by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun September 21, 
1915, and suspended December 29, 1915. The work this year 
consisted of excavating, setting edgestone, regulating brick 
sidewalks and laying concrete base. Work will be resumed in 
the spring. 

Paisley park, from Bourneside street to Upland avenue, is 
about 576 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 
11, 1914. Work was begun December 7, 1914, and suspended 
December 18, 1914. Work was resumed March 19, 1915, and 
completed April 10, 1915. It is a sixty (60) foot street with a

six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and fifteen (15) foot sidewalks, consisting of a five 
(5) foot artificial stone walk and a loam space. The straight 
edgestone, corners, flagging and granite paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Peacevale road, from Norfolk street to Dunbar avenue, is 
about 809 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 16, 
1915. Work was begun July 29, 1915, and:completed October 
14, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) 
foot roadway, consisting of one and one-half (14) inch Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface, one and one-half (15) inch bituminous 
binder laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, corners and 
flagging were furnished by the city and. hauled by the con- 
tractor. All other materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. ‘The roadway and sidewalks were 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Percival street, from Fox street to Marie street, is about 246 
feet in length. The surface of this street, with the exception of 
the artificial stone sidewalks, was constructed by the Paving 
Service forces. Work was begun March 17, 1915, and com- 
pleted May 18, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six 
(6) inch macadam roadway, granite edgestone, granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot sidewalks, con- 
sisting of artificial stone, part full width and part with loam 
space. The contract for constructing the artificial stone side- 
walks was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. April 21, 1915. 
Work was begun May 10, 1915, and completed May 28, 1915. 
All the materials necessary to lay the artificial stone walks were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Pelton street, from Park street to West Roxbury Parkway, 
is about 781 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company July 12, 1915. Work was begun July 20, 1915, and 
completed October 20, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone and 
seven (7) foot sidewalks having a four and one-half (43) foot 
artificial stone walk with seeded loam spaces. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. Tree pits were also excavated and filled with loam. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 
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Perth street, from Quincy street to Fayston street, is about 
230 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty June 2, 1915. 
Work was begun June 4, 1915, and completed June 23, 1915. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) foot road- 
way, having a two (2) inch bitulithic wearing surface on a six 
(6) inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
The straight edgestone, corners and flagging were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials necessary to do the work were furnished 
by the contractor. The roadway and sidewalks were laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Philbrick street, from Neponset avenue to Jewett street, is 
about 646 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 27, 1914. Work was begun November 25, 1914, and 
suspended December 18, 1914. Work was resumed March 8, 
1915, and completed May 6, 1915. It is a thirty (80) foot 
street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite edge- 
stone, flagging crosswalks and five (5) foot artificial stone side- 
walks, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
work this year consisted of setting the edgestone, laying flagging 
crosswalks and tar macadam roadway and completing the 
artificial stone sidewalks. Paving was relaid, filling furnished, 
tar macadam roadway constructed and sidewalks surfaced on 
Neponset avenue to meet the grade of Philbrick street. The 
straight edgestone, flagging and corners were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Porter street, from Frankfort street to Cottage street, is about 
425 feet in length. This street was constructed by the Paving 
Service forces. Work was begun November 24, 1914, and 
completed August 26, 1915. It is a fifty (50) foot street with 
a tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and eight (8) foot brick sidewalks. 

Powellton road, from Columbia road to Glenarm street, is 
about 332 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty May 28, 
1915. Work was begun May 24, 1915, and completed June 19, 
1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) foot 
roadway, consisting of a two (2) inch bitulithic wearing surface 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edge- 
stone, flagging crosswalks and a seven (7) foot sidewalk with a 
four and one-half (43) foot artificial stone walk and a loam 
space. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. All other materials necessary to do the work 
were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
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Prince street, from Pond street to Arborway, is about 1,393 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Company 
August 28, 1915. Work was begun September 17, 1915, and 
completed November 24, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street, 
with a twenty-six (26) foot roadway, consisting of one and one- 
half (14) inch Trinidad asphalt wearing surface, one and one- 
half (13) inch bituminous binder, laid on a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks. The sidewalks from Pond street to about 520 feet 
southeast of Pond street were laid with a four and one-half (43) 
foot artificial stone walk with seeded loam spaces, and from 
about 520 feet southeast of Pond street to Arborway are full- 
width seven (7) foot sidewalks, consisting of artificial stone. A 
portion of the straight edgestone, corners and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone and a portion of the corners were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Public Alley No. 809, from Batavia street to Gainsborough 
street, is about 226 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
this alley was awarded to A. H. Archer August 11, 1915. 
Work was begun August 18, 1915, and completed November 27, 
1915. This alley is ten (10) feet in width, with an eight (8) foot 
roadway and sidewalks one (1) foot in width. The roadway 
was paved with Hassam blocks on a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base, edgestone was set and flagging crosswalks 
laid. The contractor also constructed a retaining wall on the 
southeasterly side of the alley. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone, flagging and fender posts were furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All other materials neces- 
sary to do the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Public Alley No. 810, from Public Alley No. 809 to Public 
Alley No. 811, is about 640 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing this alley was awarded to A. H. Archer August 
11, 1915. Work was begun August 18, 1915, and completed 
November 27, 1915. This alley is ten (10) feet in width. The 
roadway was paved with Hassam blocks on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The straight edgestone, 
corners and flagging were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All other materials necessary to do the 
work were furnished by the contractor Part of the edgestone 
was set with a concrete backing extending back to the street line, 
this forming an artificial stone sidewalk. 

Public Alley No. 811, from Batavia street to Gainsborough 
street, is about 190 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this alley was awarded to A. H. Archer August 
11, 1915. Work was begun August 18, 1915, and completed 
November 27, 1915. The roadway was paved with Hassam 
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blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base. The 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials neces- 
sary to do the work were furnished by the contractor. Part 
of the edgestone was set with a concrete backing, extending 
back to the street line, this forming an artificial stone sidewalk. 

Public Alley No. 908, from Massachusetts avenue to Marl- 
borough street, is about 545 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this alley was awarded to the Boston 
Contracting Company August 9, 1915. Work was begun 
August 12, 1915, and completed October 9, 1915. This alley 
is sixteen (16) feet in width with four (4) foot sidewalks. The 
roadway is paved with brick blocks on a Portland cement 
concrete base with cement grout joints. The sidewalks are 
artificial stone. The straight edgestone was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials neces- 
sary to do the work were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks and brick block pavement were laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Randall street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, i 
about 609 feet in length. The surface of this street is being 
constructed by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun 
November 17, 1915, and suspended December 29, 1915. Work 
will be completed in the spring. 

Raven street, from Crescent avenue southerly, is about 444 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James Doherty May 28, 1915. Work 
was begun June 2, 1915, and completed June 22, 1915. Itisa 
forty (40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) foot roadway, 
having a two (2) inch bitulithic wearing surface on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. 
The straight edgestone, corners, flagging and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The bitulithic pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were late 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Rawston road, from Metropolitan avenue to Ethel street, is 
about 427 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Thomas Kelly & Co. 
June 28, 1915. Work was begun July 18, 1915, and completed 
September 1, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six 
(6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) 
foot sidewalks. The sidewalk from Metropolitan avenue 
to about 135 feet southwest of Metropolitan avenue is full 
width artificial stone, and the sidewalk from about 135 feet 
southwest of Metropolitan avenue to Ethel street consists of 
a four and one-half (43) foot artificial stone walk with a seeded 
loam space. The straight edgestone and flagging were fur- 
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nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials necessary to do the work were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Redfield street, from Port Norfolk street to Walnut street, is - 
about 220 feet in length. ‘The surface of this street and a 
triangular planting space bounded by Port Norfolk street, 
Water street and Redfield street and a part of the roadway 
surface adjacent thereto were constructed by the Paving 
Service forces. Work was begun October 8, 1915, and com- 
pleted December 4, 1915. 

Ridgewood street, from Topliff street to Draper street, is 
about 1,075 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty June 16, 
1915. Work was begun June 22, 1915, and completed July 
29, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a twenty (20) 
foot roadway, consisting of a two (2) inch bitulithic wearing 
surface laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and artificial stone 
sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. The straight edgestone, 
corners and flagging were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All other materials necessary to do the 
work were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Ronald street, from Brinsley street easterly to the end, is 
about 260 feet in length. ‘The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 
11, 1914. Work was begun March 10, 1915, and completed 
April 9, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch 
tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot sidewalks, part 
brick and part artificial stone. The straight edgestone, cor- 
ners, paving blocks and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and side- 
walk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials necessary to do the work were furnished 
by the contractor. A wooden fence and bulkhead was built 
across the easterly end of the street by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Rosecliff street, from Washington street to Kittredge street, is 
about 687 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 30, 1914. Work was begun March 29, 1915, and com- 
pleted June 21, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six 
(6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in 
width, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
straight edgestone, corners, flagging and granite paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
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The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Rosewood street, from Oakland street to Randolph avenue, is 
about 1,529 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to John J. Kelly. Company 
September 17, 1915. Work was begun November 9, 1915, 
and suspended December 1, 1915. This street when con- 
structed will be forty (40) feet in width, with a Trinidad 
asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks. The work 
done this year consisted of setting edgestone and the sidewalks 
were graded. Work will be resumed in the spring. 

Rowe street, from Ashland street to Brown avenue, is about 
1,488 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap Rock 
Company October 1, 1914. Work was begun October 22, 
1914, and suspended December 7, 1914. Work was resumed 
May 24, 1915, and completed June 19, 1915. It is a forty 
(40) foot street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The principal 
work this season consisted in constructing the artificial stone 
sidewalks for which the contractor furnished all material. 

Sanger street, from East Seventh street to East Eighth street, 
is about 266 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Clark & Gore April 1, 
1915. Work was begun April 9, 1915, and completed May 
7, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, six (6) foot brick sidewalk, granite edge- 
stone, flagging crosswalks and granite block gutters. The 
city furnished the straight edgestone, flagging and paving 


blocks and the contractor hauled the same. The circular . 


edgestone and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. 

Saybrook street, from Market street to Dustin street, is about 
1,380 feet in length. .The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons Company December 17, 
1914. Work was begun April 28, 1915, and completed June 26, 
1915. This is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch asphalt 
macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and 
seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edge- 
stone, corners and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The city furnished the circular 
edgestone on the line of the work. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. All 
other materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Schiller road, from Rockland street to the Dedham line, is 
about 652 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
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Rock Company July 20, 1915. Work was begun July 27, 
1915, and completed November 4, 1915. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite 
edgestone, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. Part of the straight 
edgestone was furnished by the contractor and the remainder by 
the city. The circular edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city. The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. 

Seaver street (southwesterly side), from Walnut avenue to 
Humboldt avenue, is about 1,400 feet in length. The contract 
for excavating and grading this street was awarded to William 
J. Barry May 4, 1914. Work was begun May 19, 1914, and 
completed September 8, 1915. The work this year consisted 
of excavating earth and rock, grading, removing trees and 
wall and constructing loam spaces. 

Seaver street (southwesterly side), from Blue Hill avenue to 
Humboldt avenue, is about 2,618 feet in length. The contract 
for excavating, grading and widening this street was awarded 
to the John Kelly Company October 23, 1914. Work was begun 
November 12, 1914, and completed September 4, 1915. The 
work done this season consisted of excavating earth and rock, 
grading, removing trees and wall and constructing loam spaces. 

South Sydney street, from Savin Hill avenue to Bay street, is 
about 347 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company April 5, 1915. Work was begun April 15, 1915, and 
completed May 10, 1915. It is a thirty-five (85) foot street 
with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and six (6) foot artificial stone sidewalks. — 
The straight edgestone, corners, flagging and paving blocks 


'were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 


other materials were furnished by the contractor. The side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Spring street, from Gardner street to Webster street, is about 
1,389 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap Rock 
Company December 10, 1914. Work was begun December 
16, 1914, and completed August 21, 1915. It is an eighty (80) 
foot street, with a double car track, paved with granite blocks 
and a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway each side of 
tracks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks twelve 
(12) feet in width from Gardner street to Baker street and 
thirteen (13) feet in width from Baker street to Webster street. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, corners, 
flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 
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Spring street, at West Department, Boston City Hospital, is . 


about 1,528 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone steps, iron and wooden fences was awarded to 
the McNeil Construction Company October 4, 1915. Work 
was begun October 13, 1915. The work done this season has 
consisted of constructing artificial stone steps and platform 
with brick piers, erecting wooden fence and placing concrete 
for iron fence. This work is now in progress and will be com- 
pleted in the early spring. 

Stratton street, from Blue Hill avenue to Lucerne street, is 
about 892 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Charles J. Jacobs Com- 
pany April 22,1915. Work was begun May 27, 1915, and com- 
pleted July 15, 1915. Itis a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) 
inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and seven (7) foot sidewalks. On the north side of 
this street the sidewalks consists of crushed stone and on the 
south side artificial stone. The straight edgestone, flagging, 
corners and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

St. Andrew road, from Bayswater street to Washburn 
avenue, is about 1,202 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty 
November 30, 1914. Work was begun March 18, 1915, and 
completed April 29, 1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The straight 
edgestone, corners and circular edgestone were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials necessary to 
do the work were furnished by the contractor. 

St. William street, from Dorchester avenue to Auckland 
street, is about 327 feet in length. This street, with the excep- 
tion of the artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt wearing surface, 
was constructed by the Paving Service forces. Work was 
begun by them September 15, 1915, and completed October 18, 
1915. A contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks and 
laying asphalt top on the concrete base laid by the department 
force was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan October 18, 1915. 
Work under this contract was begun October 16, 1915, and 
completed October 25, 1915. The sidewalk and roadway were 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Sturtevant street, from Park street to Gibson street, is about 
560 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty December 3, 1915. 
Work was begun December 6, 1915, and suspended December 29, 
1915. It is a thirty-three (33) foot street and when completed 
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will have a Hassam block roadway with artificial stone side- 
walks. About 500 feet of edgestone has been set and the road- 
way rough graded. 

Temple street, from Spring street to Ivory street, 1s about 
1,094 feet in length. The contract for excavating and grading 
this street was awarded to T. Ross & Son January 11, 1915. 
Work was begun January 11, 1915, and completed August 22, 
1915. The work consisted in excavating earth and rock for 
the purpose of lowering the grade of the street to meet the grade 
under the railroad bridge. 

Tip Top street, from Washington street to Tremont street, 
is about 430 feet in length. A contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks and driveways was awarded to the 
Charles J. Jacobs Company April 21, 1915. Work was begun 
April 28, 1915, and completed May 15, 1915. This is a forty 
(40) foot street with seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
This street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
was constructed by the Paving Service forces. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Trent street, from Coleman street to Clarkson street, is about 
228 feet in length. This street, with the exception of the artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks and asphalt wearing surface, was con- 
structed by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun 
October 28, 1915, and completed November 25, 1915. A 
contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks and laying 
Trinidad asphalt wearing surface on the concrete base laid by 
the Paving Service forces was awarded to William J. Rafferty 
& Co. December 20, 1915. Work was begun on the asphalt 
wearing surface December 16, 1915, and completed the same day. 
The artificial stone sidewalk will be laid as soon as weather 
permits. The asphalt roadway was laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Ulmer street, from Arklow street southerly, is about 76 feet 
in length. The surface of this street, with the exception of the 
artificial stone sidewalk, was constructed by the Paving Service 
forces. Work was begun by them April 6, 1915, and completed 
April 22,1915. It is a forty (40) foot street with seven (7) foot 
sidewalks, granite edgestone, and the roadway was paved with 
granite blocks on a gravel base with pitch joints. A contract 
was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Company July 31, 1915, 
to construct artificial stone sidewalks. Work was begun Sep- 
tember 4, 1915, and completed September 9, 1915. These 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Upland avenue, from Park street to Melville avenue, is about 
748 feet in length. The surface of this street, with the exception 
of the artificial stone sidewalks and the asphalt or bitulithic 
wearing surface, is being constructed by the Paving Service 
forces. Work was begun November 27, 1915, and suspended 
December 31, 1915. The work done this year consisted of 
setting the edgestone. Work will be resumed in the spring. 
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Walley street, from Gladstone street to Waldemar avenue, is 
about 347 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty June 7, 
1915. Work was begun June 14, 1915, and completed August 
4,1915. Thisis a fifty (50) foot street, with a bituminous 
macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks, 
artificial stone sidewalks eight (8) feet in width, and a wooden 
fence was built on the street line adjoining the railroad property. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work and the granite blocks at the East Boston Paving 
Yard. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Wellington Hill footway, from Wellington Hill street to Walk 
Hill street, is about 500 feet in length. A eontract for con- 
structing this footway was awarded to Peter Bompiani & Co. 
April 29, 1915. Work was begun May 12, 1915, and is practi- 
cally completed. It is a ten (10) foot footway with artificial 
stone steps, walks and walls and buttress with a galvanized-iron 
fence. All materials were furnished by the contractor. This 
work was done under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Westmoreland street, from Adams street about 708 feet east- 
erly. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. December 17, 1914. Work 
was begun March 1, 1915, and completed April 10, 1915. It is 
a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam 
roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, granite edgestone 
and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edge- 
stone, corners, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. Part of 
the edgestone was laid on a concrete foundation. 

Whitfield street, from Norfolk street to Talbot avenue, is 
about 536 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company November 2, 1914. Work was begun November 16, 
1914, and suspended December 15, 1914. Work was resumed 
March 31, 1915, and completed May 6, 1915. It is a forty 
(40) foot street with a twenty-six (26) foot roadway having a 
one and one-half (13) inch Trinidad asphalt wearing surface, 
one and one-half (15) inch bituminous binder laid on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestone, flag- 
ging crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in 
width. The work with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks was completed in 1914. The sidewalks were com- 
pleted this year. The artificial stone sidewalk and asphalt 
roadway Were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Winfield street, from East Seventh street to East Eighth 
street, is about 267 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
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the surface of this street was awarded to Clark & Gore April 1, 
1915. It is a thirty-five (35) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks 
and brick sidewalks six (6) feet in width. The straight edge- 
stone and flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished on the line 
of the work. All other materials necessary to do the work 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Woodworth. street, from Walnut street to Redfield street, is 
about 420 feet in length. The surface of this street, with the 
exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, was constructed by 
the Paving Service force. Work was begun by them December 
7,.1914, and completed April 16, 1915. It is a thirty foot (80) 

street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite block 

gutters, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and _ artificial 
stone sidewalks five (5) feet in width. The contract for con- 
structing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to D. M. 
Biggs & Co. June 25, 1915. Work was begun June 28, 1915, 
and completed July 9, 1915. All materials necessary to con- 
struct the artificial stone sidewalks were furnished by the 
contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Worthington street, from the Fenway to Longwood avenue, 
is about 1,161 feet in length. The surface of this street, with 
the exception of the asphalt top and binder and artificial stone 
sidewalks, was constructed by the Paving Service force. Work 
was begun September 27, 1915, and completed December 29, 
1915. It is a fifty (50) foot street with twelve (12) foot side- 
walks and granite edgestone. The roadway from the Fenway 
320 feet southerly was constructed of asphalt macadam and 
from this point to Longwood avenue with sheet asphalt on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base. The contract for 
laying the sidewalk and the asphalt top and binder was awarded 
to the Central Construction Company January 15, 1916. 
Work was begun January 11, 1916, and suspended January 15, 
1916. 

GENERAL. 


Adams street, from Leonard street to Dickens street, is about 
220 feet in length. A contract for constructing the artificial 
stone sidewalks on the easterly side of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty November 3, 1915. The sidewalk is 
seven (7) feet in width and is laid under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. All materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Algonquin street, at numbers 15, 17, 25, 39 and 44. A con- 
tract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks in this street 
and Bradlee street at numbers 16, 17, 25, 35, Thane street at 
number 18, School street (northerly side), from Harvard street 
to number 41, and Quincy street (northeasterly side), from 
Coleman street to Barry street, was awarded to James L. 
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Pierce & Co. August 16, 1915. The total length of artificial 
stone sidewalk constructed under this contract was about 1,174 
feet. The straight edgestone, corners, flagging and paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the-contractor. ‘The 
artificial stone, sidewalks’ were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Aspen street, from Copeland street to Montrose street, is 
about 336 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks was awarded to James L. Pierce & Co. Sep- 
tember 7, 1915. It is a thirty (30) foot street with five (5) 
foot sidewalks and granite edgestone. The edgestone was set 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid by the contractor. 
The Paving Service force are grading the roadway to conform 
to the grade of the new sidewalk. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Blue Hill avenue, from Washington street to Morton street, 
is about.8,915 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks on the easterly side and from Cheney 
street to Seaver street on the westerly side of this street was 
awarded to James Doherty August 28, 1915. The sidewalks 
are fifteen (15) feet in width, a part of them having a ten (10) 
foot loam space and a part being full width artificial stone. 
The edgestone, gutters and flagging crosswalks were regulated 
by the contractor. The straight edgestone and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work.

The artificial stone side- 
walks five (5) feet in width were laid by the contractor under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The contractor set the 
edgestone and laid the paving block gutters. 

Bowdoin street, from Bullard street to Bowdoin avenue, is 
about 1,214 feet in length. The contract for constructing an 
artificial stone sidewalk on the westerly side of this street was 
awarded to James Doherty September 16, 1915. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk is ten (10) feet in width, laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty. The regulating of the edge- 
Aas and other necessary work were done by the Paving Service 
orce. 

Bradlee street. (See “Algonquin street.’’) 

Bryant street (westerly side), from Huntington avenue about 
250 feet northerly. The contract for constructing artificial 
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stone sidewalks under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty 
was awarded to James Doherty October 18, 1915. The con- 
tractor furnished all materials necessary to do the above work. 

Callender street, from Tucker street to Claxton street, is about 
2,029 feet in length. The contract for constructing the arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks and regulating this street was awarded to 
James Doherty July 20, 1915. It isa forty (40) foot street with 
a macadam roadway, granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks 
and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. The 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Columbus avenue, from Camden street to Worcester street, is 
about 1,105 feet in length. A contract to repair the asphalt 
pavement in this street, on account of high pressure water 
trench operations, was awarded to the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company January 11,1915. The contractor did the excavating, 
laid the concrete base and furnished and laid one and one 
half (13) inches of bituminous binder and one and one-half 
(14) inch asphalt wearing surface. ‘The contractor furnished all. 
materials necessary to do the work and guaranteed the pave- 
ment until January 8, 1917. 

Columbus avenue, from Station street to Tremont street, is 
about 310 feet in length. A contract to construct an artificial 
stone sidewalk on the westerly side of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty October 19, 1915. Most of the walk is in 
front of the Roxbury Station of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. The contractor furnished all materials 
necessary to do the work and laid said sidewalk under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Creighton street, from Day street to Centre street, is about 
820 feet in length. A contract to furnish and lay artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty, was awarded to the John Kelley Company October 
18, 1915. This is a forty (40) foot street with a seven (7) foot 
sidewalk and three (3) foot granite block gutters. The con- 
tractor did the excavating, set the edgestone, paved the gutters 
and furnished the materials for the artificial stone sidewalk. 

Cushing avenue, from Windermere road to Jerome street, is 
about 606 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks on the easterly side of this street was 
awarded to James Doherty September 29, 1915. It is a forty 
(40) foot street with a macadam roadway, granite block gut- 
ters, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. ‘The straight edgestone and paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. A seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalk about 75 feet in length was laid on Windermere 
road in connection with this work. 
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Day street, from Centre street to Minden street, is about 
1,481 feet in length. A contract for furnishing and laying 
artificial stone sidewalks, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty, was awarded to the John Kelley Company October 
18, 1915. The edgestone was reset and granite block gutters 
repaved. The straight edgestone and flagging were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Dickens street, from Adams street to Clayton street, is about 
889 feet in length. The contract for constructing the artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty 
November 3, 1915. Itisa forty (40) foot street with a macadam 
roadway, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Dracut street, from Dorchester avenue to Bruce street, is 
about 1,147 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks and regulating this street was awarded 
to the John Kelley Company April 28, 1915. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with a tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
All the material for the artificial stone sidewalk was furnished 
by the contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. ‘The Paving Service force resur- 
faced this roadway. 

Ellis street, from Hawthorne street to Fulda street, is about 
235 feet in length. A contract to furnish and lay artificial stone 
sidewalk on the westerly side of this street was awarded to the 
John Kelley Company August 9, 1915. This walk as built is 
about five (5) feet in width and the contractor set the edgestone 
and paved the gutters. The edgestone and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The con- 
tractor furnished all materials necessary to do the sidewalk. 
The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Fulda street, from Ellis street to 164 feet westerly, is about 
164 feet in length. A contract to construct an artificial stone 
sidewalk on the northerly side of this street was awarded to the 
John Kelley Company August 9, 1915. The sidewalk as con- 
structed is seven (7) feet in width. The contractor reset the 
edgestone and repaved the gutter. The contractor furnished 
all materials necessary to the work. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Gladstone street, from Walley street to Upland street, is about 
1,829 feet in length. A contract to construct an artificial stone

and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. This work will be resumed in the spring. 
Hawthorne street, from Highland street to Ellis street, is about 
190 feet in length. A contract to furnish and lay an artificial 
stone sidewalk, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, 
was awarded to the John Kelley Company August 9, 1915. 
This is a thirty (30) foot street, with five (5) foot sidewalks. 
The contractor reset the edgestone, repaved the gutters and con- 
structed an artificial stone sidewalk on the southerly side of 


' this street. The edgestone, corners and paving blocks were 


furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Highland street, from Hawthorne street about 130 feet 
southerly. A- contract to construct an artificial stone side- 
walk on the easterly side of this street was awarded to John 
Kelley & Co. August 9, 1915. The sidewalk as constructed 
varies in width from five (5) to six (6) feet. This sidewalk was 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Jerome street, from Cushing avenue to Everett avenue, is 
about 337 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalk on the south side of this street was 
awarded to James Doherty September 29, 1915. The con- 
tractor reset the edgestone, repaved the gutters and con- 
structed the artificial stone sidewalks. The sidewalk was laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Lake street, from Commonwealth avenue to 1,720 feet north- 
erly. A contract to construct the artificial stone sidewalks in 
this street was awarded to the J. H. Sullivan Company July 28, 
1915. The sidewalk as constructed is five and one half (53) 
feet in width. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Neponset avenue, from Boutwell street to Minot street on the 
westerly side and from Tolman street to Holbrook street on the 
easterly side, is about 2,390 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing artificial stone sidewalks and regulating on this street 
was awarded to the D. M. Biggs Company April 22, 1915. 
It is a sixty (60) foot street with a ten (10) foot sidewalk. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The contractor reset the edgestone, repaved the 
gutters and constructed an artificial stone sidewalk. The side- 
walk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Old road, from Elmo street to Columbia road, is about 261 
feet in length. A contract to remove the ledge and rough 
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grade this street was awarded to John E. Gill April 24, 1915. 
The contractor furnished all the tools necessary to do the work 
and hauled the surplus earth and rock excavation to Seaver 
street, between Blue Hill avenue and Humboldt avenue. 

Park street, from Centre street to Montview street, is about 
1,177 feet in length. The contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks and regulating this street was awarded to Mar- 
tino DeMatteo July 12, 1915. The sidewalks seven (7) feet 
in width were laid for the greater part with an artificial stone 
walk four and one half (43) feet wide with a seeded loam space. 
From Centre street about 50 feet northerly the sidewalks are 
full width artificial stone. A four and one-half (45) foot 
artificial stone sidewalk with a seeded loam space was con- 
structed on the easterly side of Montview: street for a distance 
of about 100 feet northerly from Park street. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Pearl street (northerly side), from Pleasant street about 100 
feet easterly; Pleasant street, from Stoughton street to Victoria 
street on the easterly side of the street, is about 435 feet in 
length, and Victoria street (southerly side), from Pleasant street 
163 feet easterly. A contract to consttfuct artificial stone side- 
walks in these streets was awarded to James Doherty July 20, 
1915. The contractor reset the edgestone, repaved the gutters 
and constructed an artificial stone sidewalk under a five (5) 
‘year maintenance guaranty. 

Penfield street, from Belgrade avenue to Birch street, is about 
1,042 feet in length. The contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Martino De 
Matteo October 18, 1915. The artificial stone sidewalks 
from five (5) to six (6) feet in width were laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The edgestone and gutters had 
previously been regulated by the Paving Service force. 

Pleasant street. (See Pear! street.) 

Poplar street, from Sycamore street to Brown avenue, and 
Hilburn street, as extended. The contract for setting edgestone 
and constructing artificial stone sidewalks in this street was 
awarded to the John Kelley Company July 30, 1915. Granite 
edgestone was set from Sycamore street to Brown avenue on the 
northeasterly side and from Sycamore street to Hilburn street 
on the southwesterly side. Artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
on this street under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. A 
portion of the straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Quincy street. (See Algonquin street.) 
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Rowe street, from Ashland street to Seymour street, is about 
446 feet inlength. A contract for resetting edgestone, repaving 
gutters and constructing artificial stone sidewalks under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty, was awarded to Martino 
DeMatteo August 16, 1915. The artificial stone sidewalk is 
seven (7) feet in width. The contractor patched part of the 
roadway with tar macadam four (4) inches in depth. The 
contractor furnished all the materials necessary to do the work. 

School street. (See Algonquin street.) 

Seymour street (easterly side), from about 80 feet north of 
Rowe street to the railroad bridge, is about 340 feet in length. 
The contract for resetting the edgestone, repaving the gutters 
and constructing an artificial stone sidewalk in this street was 
awarded to Martino DeMatteo August 16,1915. The artificial 
stone sidewalk seven (7) feet in width was laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The edgestone was reset and part 
of the granite block gutters repaved. All material necessary to 
do the above work was furnished by the contractor. 

Thane street. (See Algonquin street.) 

Vernon street, from Cabot street to Vernon place, is about 280 
feet in length. A contract to construct artificial stone side- 
walks in this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Com- 
pany September 2, 1915. The contractor did the excavating, 
reset the edgestone and furnished all materials necessary to do 
the above work. The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Victoria street. (See Pearl street.) 

Wachusett street, from Weld Hill street to Barlow street, is 
about 389 feet in length. The contract for excavating and grad- 
ing in this street was awarded to John Landis January 13, 1916. 
Work is yet unfinished and has consisted of earth excavation. 

Wait street, from Hillside street about 520 feet northerly. A 
contract to construct brick sidewalks and set edgestone in this 
street.was awarded to the John Kelley Company July 12, 1915. 
This is a fifty (50) foot street with an eight (8) foot sidewalk. 
The contractor did the excavating, hauled and set the edgestone, 
paved the gutters, laid the flagging crosswalks and paved the 
sidewalks with brick. The straight edgestone, corners, flagging 
and granite paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Walk Hill street (southwesterly side), from Wachusett street 
to Bourne street, is about 736 feet in length. The contract for 
setting edgestone, paving gutters and constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty October 
19,1915. The artificial stone sidewalk eight (8) feet in width is 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The con- 
tractor reset the edgestone, paved the gutters and regulated the 
flagging crosswalks. The straight edgestone and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
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circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Washington street (southerly side), from Tip Top street to the 
Newton line, is about 1,325 feet in length. The Paving Service 
force set the edgestone and paved the gutters. A contract to 
construct artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to 
Agostino DeStefano November 24, 1915. No work has been 
done under this contract as yet. 

West Broadway, from Dorchester avenue to Dorchester street, 
is about 4,095 feet in length. A contract to furnish and lay 
artificial stone sidewalks, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty, was awarded to Thomas J. Hind Corporation June 25, 
1915. The contractor reset part of the edgestone and repaved 
part of the gutters. The straight edgestone and granite paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The city furnished the circular edgestone on the line of the 
work. The contractor furnished all material necessary to 
construct the artificial stone sidewalks.

Thirty-four thousand eight hundred twenty-three 
notices were sent to district foremen, contractors, public 
service corporations and others to make repairs in the 
streets where defects existed on account of work for 
which they were responsible.

CALF PASTURE PUMPING STATION. 


The plant contains the following sewage pumping 
units: | 

One vertical beam and fly-wheel triple expansion 
engine of the Leavitt type; cylinders, 183 inches, 33 
inches and 52% inches in diameter; two single-acting 
pump plungers, each 60 inches in diameter and 120-inch 
stroke; capacity, 72,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours 
with 40-foot lift. 

Two vertical beam and fly-wheel compound engines 
of the Leavitt type; cylinders, 255 inches and 52 inches 
in diameter; two single-acting plungers, each 48 inches 
in diameter and 108-inch stroke; capacity of each engine, 
35,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours with 40-foot lift. 

Two steam turbine-driven centrifugal pumps, DeLaval 
type; capacity, 56,000,000 gallons each in twenty-four 
hours with 40-foot lift. 

The following are the principal additions, alterations 
and repairs made during the past year at the Calf Pasture 
pumping station: 

At the gatehouse new rods were placed in the front 
cages, north and south sides, and new recording gauge 
was installed; roof was repaired and new ventilators and 
conductors put on. 

In the main building slate on roof was replaced twice. 

New sleeves were put on impeller shafts of each 
turbine. 

New springs and packing overhauled on No. 3 and No. 
4engines. A new H. P. link was placed on No. 3 engine. 

Repairs made to jacket steam line, No. 5 engine, new 
throttle stem, twenty-seven broken studs drilled out of 
valve frame (delivery chamber) and new ones put in; a 
broken cap bolt on beam bearing was replaced. 

Recording gauge was installed in engineer’s office. 

Main steam line was covered. 

Boiler room: Small repairs, calking and rolling tube 
ends of boilers were made.

Bare pipes, heater and boiler tops were covered. 
Cross-over pipe put in, finishing contract. No. 1 and 
No. 2 wells were cleaned out during the year. 

New 10-inch gates in suction and 8-inch gates in dis- 
charge were placed in salt water pumps. 

A new lower drum, chain and scrapers were placed in 
north deposit sewer and removed worn scraper chain in 
south sewer. | 

The guard railing and coal run was repaired.

Entrance fees to the amount of $4,692.57 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9, 
section 10. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $466.18 
have been deposited for collection, representing those 
estates assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, 
and other acts, which have been connected during the 
year with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

Four thousand one hundred and seventy-four per- 
mits have been issued, viz., 509 to district foremen, 444 
to contractors and 3,221 to licensed drain layers for 
repairing or laying house drains. The work done 
under these permits has been inspected and a record 
of the same made on the plans of the Sewer Service, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9. 

Plans for the assessment of estates for sewer con- 
struction have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 43,401 feet of sewers and URES 
costing $237, 205.

Lowry hydrants are set on the main pipe — the barrel comes to within five inches of the 
road surface, enclosed in a box whose frame and cover are flush with road surface. To use 
this style of hydrant a chuck having either one 23-inch outlet. or two 23-inch outlets and 
pas A Rare outlet, each controlled by an independent valve, is connected to Lowry hydrant 

arrel. 

Boston Lowry hydrants are set in the sidewalk; in all other respects they are similar to 
the Lowry hydrants. 

Boston Post hydrants are designed and made in the Water Service Machine Shop, are 
set in the sidewalk and have two 43-inch and one 23-inch outlets controlled by independent 
valves in addition to a main valve. 

Ordinary post hydrants are set in the sidewalk and have one 44-inch and two 24-inch 
outlets without independent valves, the only valve in hydrant being the main valve. 

Boston hydrants are the original hydrants used in Boston and consist of a 23-inch pipe 
coming to within five inches of street surface controlled by a valve. The number now in 
service are located in alleys, etc., and are used only for blow-off purposes.’ 

Chapman, Coffin, Ludlow and Matthews post hydrants are commercial hydrants set in 
avne ark ay acquired by the Water Service in the annexation of the town of Hyde 

ark to Boston.

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HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


High pressure fire mains are now laid forming practi- 
cally the perimeter of the proposed system in Eliot, 
‘Kneeland, Tyler, Beach, Lincoln, Summer, Tremont 
(Eliot to School), Beacon, Somerset, Howard, Sudbury, 
Friend, Traverse, Beverly, Stillman, Endicott, Black- 
stone, Clinton, Atlantic avenue, India, Broad, High, 
Batterymarch, Milk and Arch streets to Summer street. 
Mains have also been laid in School street, from Tremont 
street to City Hall avenue; in Milk and Commercial 
streets, from Batterymarch street to South Market 
street; in Purchase street, from High street to Congress 
street; in Avery street and Chickering place, across 
Washington street; in Summer street, from Lincoln 
street to South street; in Beach street, from Tyler street 
to Harrison avenue, and Lincoln street to Atlantic 
avenue. 

The old salt water line installed in 1898, extended from 
Central Wharf up Central street, through Post Office 
square and down Congress street nearly to the channel, 
has been connected with the new mains at Atlantic 
avenue, and new hydrants (eleven in number), with new 
8-inch connections, have replaced those _ originally 
installed on the salt water line. 

The following schedule shows the materials laid and 
by whom: 
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The total of 6% miles of mains are connected with 
176 hydrants, less than 60 of which are available for fire- 
boat emergency use on account of known excessive 
leakage conditions in the mains or entire absence of 
tests for leakage in some sections. ‘There is a total of 
over 7,500 lineal feet of mains showing either no test 
or excessive leakage, of which over 4,000 lineal feet is 
in streets which have been permanently repaved. 

Sites for a pumping station for a total capacity of 
24,000 gallons capacity per minute at 300 pounds 
delivery pressure have been recently sought in the Fort 
Point Channel in two locations, which were finally 
rejected by the United States War Department. A 
site in the Charles River Basin off the Charlesbank, 
about opposite Fruit street, has lately been suggested 
and recommended for initial action by the Legislature. 
A contract for six 3,000-gallon pumps, each with a 
double motor direct. connection and complete equip- 
ment for the station, had been entered into with the 
Westinghouse Electric Company on January 30, 1914, 
which was to be installed in the site under Charles street, 
between the Common and Public Garden, which was 
later abandoned, and the Westinghouse Company were 
- notified on June 12, 1914, to stop work on the equipment 
until further notice.

REPORT OF THE BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE 
BRIDGE COMMISSION. 


Boston, February 1, 19 
Hon. James M. CurRLeEy, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Sir,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the 
year ending January 31, 1916. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston, and the 
other by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the maintenance of the 
following-named bridges connecting Boston and Cam- 
bridge: Anderson, Brookline Street, Cambridge, Har-: 
vard, Prison Point, River Street and Western Avenue to 
Cambridge. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this com- 
mission, same is taken from the appropriation for the 
Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The amount 
expended during the fiscal year ending January 31, 1916, 
was $17,765.64. . 

Besides the usual necessary patching and small 
repairs required on these bridges during the year the 
following work was done: 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The usual renewal of the surface planking of the draw 
has been done from time to time during the year. It has 
been necessary to make numerous repairs on the fences 
which have been damaged by automobiles. -If possible 
some measures should be taken to put a stop to the speed- 
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ing and reckless driving of automobiles over this bridge. 
Several accidents have occurred during the past year 
from this cause. 

The draw piers on both sides of this bridge are in a 
dangerous condition, and should have attention as soon 
as possible. | 


BROOKLINE STREET BRIDGE. 


Considerable sidewalk repairing has been done on this 
bridge during the past year. The street car portion of 
the bridge will require considerable attention during the 
coming year. The roadway of the bridge was paved 
with wood block in 1914 and is now in good condition. 


PRISON Point BRIDGE. 


The roadway has been sheathed twice during the past 
year and will require similar attention during the coming 
year. 

The deck of the bridge is in a dangerous condition, and 
should be renewed during the coming year as the traffic 
over the bridge is very heavy. 

Considerable repairing has been done on the draw 
machinery, and the drawtenders’ house has been 
painted. 

I would recommend that an iron fence be erected on 
the draw in place of the present board fence, which 
hinders the proper working of the draw on account of 
the resistance it offers during a high wind. This fence 
acts as a sail, and puts an excessive load on the draw 
machinery when the draw is opened during a strong 
wind. 


CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE. 


During the past year the entire bridge has received 
a much needed cleaning and painting at a total cost of 
approximately $12,000, one half of which amount is 
paid by the city of Cambridge. 

This was paid from a special appropriation, and does 
not appear in the detailed statement of expenditures 
annexed. 

It is shown in the table of expenditures from special 
appropriations in charge of the Bridge Service, Bridge 
and Ferry Division, under ‘‘Special Appropriations, 
Cambridge Bridge, Painting and Repairing.”’ 

Some of the granite roadway paving was taken up 
and relaid on account of the settling at the expansion 
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joints. The bridge is now in good condition, with the 
exception of a few of the lamp-posts which require 
more or less attention every year. 


RIVER STREET BRIDGE. 


During the year this bridge has been entirely 
resheathed. ‘The underdeck of the draw will have to 
be renewed during the coming year and the usual renewal 
of the surface planking will have to be done. 


WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The upstream pier has been rebuilt and is now in 
fairly good condition. The downstream pier will need 
extensive repairs during the coming year. 

The roadway has been sheathed once this year and 
will require another renewing next year. — 

The new Anderson Bridge, replacing the old Stadium 
Bridge, was completed and turned over to this com- 
mission during the past year. It is a beautiful structure, 
and a decided addition to the district which it serves. 

I take this opportunity to express to the Cambridge 
member of this commission, Mr. Francis J. Smith, my 
appreciation of his codperation and assistance in con- 
ducting the business of the commission. 

Tables are annexed showing the distribution of the 
expenditures of the commission, also a statement of the 
draw openings during the year.

GENERAL STATEMENT. 


The Board is pleased to report that all the delay in 
the building of the Boston Industrial School for Boys 
has been overcome, and the Board expects to have this 
building ready for occupancy about May 16, 1916. 

The High School of Commerce was finished and 
occupied September 8, 1915. 

The Board called attention last year to an effort that 
it was making in correcting what it deemed an illegal 
expenditure of a portion of the money set aside for 
alterations and repairs. It has been the custom to pay

out of this appropriation on requisition from the School 
Committee certain sums for such items as follows: 

(a.) Apparatus, furniture and supplies for nurses’ 
rooms in old buildings. 

(b.) Gymnastic apparatus and supplies for gymna- 
siums in old buildings. 

(c.) New furniture for use in old buildings. 

(d.) Supplies and furniture for manual training, 
industrial and trade schools. 

The Corporation Counsel upheld the action of the 
Board by ruling that under the present law it is illegal 
to spend any part of the appropriation for alterations 
and repairs for such items as are mentioned above. The 
Board, therefore, took the matter up with the School 
Committee, and during the past year there has been an 
appropriation for the various items as above, which 
saved a considerable sum of money for the alteration 
and repair account. | 

The Board calls attention to the new portable build- 
ings, sixteen of which were erected last year. This 
portable is much lighter in construction than the building 
heretofore used, and, as these buildings are moved about 
frequently, it means a large saving in the cost of 
moving. The building itself was built at a saving of 
approximately $500 per building. As may be seen in 
the accompanying cuts, the building gives a clean, light 
class-room, with the ceiling painted white, the wall to 
within five feet of the floor painted a light buff, the dado 
a brownstone color. There is a separate room for the 
furnace, thus doing away with all the dirt that goes with 
it, a wardrobe for the pupils, and a closet for the teacher. 
The past winter has given the heating apparatus as 
laid out in this portable a severe trial, and while the 
older portables have been complained of on account of 
the cold, yet there has not been one complaint regarding 
this matter from the new portable buildings. The 
Board believes this portable to be much better in every 
way than the building heretofore used.

(2.) FururE ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The high school situation in Boston is rapidly 
approaching an acute stage. This applies particularly 
to the Dorchester, South Boston and East Boston 
High Schools. While the opening of the High School 
of Commerce relieved the conditions at the English 
High School, and temporary relief was afforded the 
Dorchester High School by the use of the Sarah J. 
Baker School, yet it would seem that permanent relief 
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must be had either by the building of new high schools 
or the building of intermediate schools in the various 
school districts to relieve the district high schools. These 
intermediate buildings would accommodate the seventh 
and eighth grades of the elementary school and the first 
year of the high school. 

The situation in the various elementary school dis- 
tricts and more especially in the Henry L. Pierce, Mary 
Hemenway, Oliver Wendell Holmes, George Putnam, 
Roger Wolcott, Samuel Adams, Theodore Lyman, 
Ulysses 8. Grant and Dearborn Districts is very acute. 


(3.) Frre PROTECTION. 


During the past year the Board has done a great 
deal of work in the nature of fireproofing basements and 
the erection of fire escapes. ‘This work has been done 
with money from the appropriation for alterations 
and repairs, which is needed badly for work for which 
this appropriation is made. The Board intends, if 
the bill now before the Massachusetts Legislature 
passes, to do much more in the line of fire protection, 
and expects within three years to have every school in 
Boston in as absolutely fireproof condition as it is pos- 
sible to make them. ©

Electrical Division.— Electric lights have been installed 
in seventy-eight (78) class-rooms in twenty-two (22) 
school buildings and drill hall in the English High School. 
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Seven (7) buildings have been entirely equipped, viz., 
Parkman, Dwight, Louisa M. Alcott, Miles Standish, 
Joshua Bates, Cyrus Alger and Abram Cutter, and class- 
rooms in several other schools. Three (3) high schools 
and six (6) elementary schools containing 215 class-rooms, 
viz., Dorchester High, English High, East Boston High, 
Hancock, Christopher Columbus, Washington, Lowell, 
Dearborn and Theodore Lyman, have been rewired, and 
direct lighting with Mazda lamps installed in place of 
indirect lighting with carbon lamps at considerable 
saving in cost of electricity. Reflectoscopes were in- 
stalled in six (6) schools, viz., Roxbury High School, 
Dwight, Martin, Richard C. Humphreys, John A. 
Andrews and Gaston. Seventeen hundred (1,700) feet 
of underground fire alarm cables were installed to connect 
local fire alarm systems to new fire alarm boxes on city 
system for the following schools: Quincy E. Dickerman, 
George Frisbie Hoar, Mary Lyon, Frederick A. Whitney, 
William Bacon and Chapman. Electric corridor bells 
were installed in one school and yard gongs in several 
schools. Woodworking, metal working and electrical 
machines to the value of $10,000 were installed in voca- 
tional schools, viz., Parkman, Miles Standish, Abram 
Cutter, Brighton High, Dorchester High, Lyceum Hall, 
Quincy, Boys’ Industrial and Compulsory Continuation 
School. Entire equipments were installed in the first 
three and additional machinery in the other schools. 
Woodworking machinery and testing apparatus of the 
value of $12,000 were installed in the Mechanic Arts 
High School. 

Heating and Ventilating Division.— Hancock and 
Cushman Schools: During the last summer the old 
sectional boilers in these schools were removed. ‘Two 
tubular boilers were installed in a new boiler room at 
the Hancock School, sufficiently large to heat both the 
Hancock and Cushman Schools. Provision was made 
to further extend the use of the new plant to include 
also the heating of the brick building known as the 
Hancock Annex. The old boilers in the Noble and 
Minot Schools were removed and new ones installed 
in their places. In all cases where it was necessary to 
replace old boilers the boiler rooms were thoroughly 
fireproofed and new brick chimneys built where neces- 
sary. A new up-to-date system of temperature control 
was installed in the Bowdoin School. New air com- 
pressors were installed in the Charlestown and East 
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Boston High Schools. A new hydraulic ash hoist was 
furnished for the South Boston High School. A steam 
dryer for towels was installed at the Trade School for 
Girls. New hot water systems of heating were installed 
in the Harbor View School and in the Annex to the 
Louis Prang School. The steam heating apparatus 
in all the schools was thoroughly overhauled, including 
boiler settings, grates, piping, etc. All the defective 
tubes were replaced in the boilers, and other repairs 
made as recommended by the Boiler Insurance Com- 
pany. All of the furnaces in the schools and portable 
buildings were cleaned, repaired and put in first- 
class condition. In addition to the above a new system 
of heating portable schoolhouses was designed and 
installed in sixteen new portable buildings. This system 
has been successfully tried out during the past winter 
and showed marked improvement over the old system.

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APPENDIX VIII. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO ARCHITECTS. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, as the architect for erecting a building, 
is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

This Agreement, made day of 

in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
by the City of Boston, acting through the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners, party of the first part, and 
party of the second part, hereinafter designated the Architect. 

Witnesseth, That the Architect, in consideration of the agree- 
ments herein made by the City, agrees with the said City as 
follows: | 

SEecTION 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof; 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to con- 
fer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise the 
Architect in the details of their work, and make the necessary 
working drawings and specifications for (excepting plumbing), 
and have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, ventilating 
and electric work for the building, said work being hereinafter 
designated as the domestic engineering; 

; (c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
ots; 

(d.) Is to give all information regarding the lot, and on 
request of the Architect, or of any person doing work on the 
building, furnish him full information relating to the above, the 
sewer, water, gas and electric service, and to the rights, restric- 
tions and boundaries of the lot on which the building is to be 
constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint the Board with the contemplated arrangement, 
design, construction and cubical contents of the building, and 
enable it to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of 
cost therefor, and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis 
of working drawings and specifications; he shall submit the 
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preliminary studies to the Board not later than fifteen (15) 
days after the receipt by him of the plan of the site on which 
the building is to be erected; 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth 
scale, plumbing drawings and such detail drawings on a larger 
scale as are necessary to explain the specifications; he shall 
submit the complete, finished drawings and _ specifications 
not later than ninety (90) days after the acceptance of the 
preliminary study by the Board; 

(c.) Is to furnish one complete typewritten set of specifica- 
tions for everything, including plumbing, to be furnished or 
done in constructing the building, except the domestic engineer- 
ing, and is to revise and correct the printer’s proofs; 

(d.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be account- 
able for any failure so to do. 

(e.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(f.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if the lowest bid 
for doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(g.) Heshall have the certification of a Construction Engineer 
approved by the Board for the construction plans and details; 
and shall then make application for a building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the chairman of the 
Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets of 
such blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may 
be required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the 
Board, to remain their property, two sets of cloth blueprints 
taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspective 
drawing of the exterior of the building and such floor plans as 
the Board may request suitable for reproduction, and at the 
conclusion of the work a complete set of working drawings on 
tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or a copy 
therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and embody 
all changes made during construction; 

(i.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such other 
work; 

(j.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
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which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy, subject to approval 
of the Board; 

(k.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the 
building contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes 
when required by the Board so to do; 

Sect. 3.— (a.) The city, as full compensation for the serv- 
ices aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 22 per cent upon the 
cost of the domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 
per cent upon the cost of all other work; 

(b.) Payments to be made as follows: Three and three-fifths 
per cent upon all contracts other than those for domestic 
engineering is to be paid on the signing of such contracts, and 
thereafter 22 per cent upon the value of the materials and 
labor, as specified in each estimate for payment under the con- 
tract, is to be paid on the making of the estimate, until the full 
payment aforesaid is made, and if any thereof remains unpaid 
at the completion and final acceptance of the work, it is then to 
be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, the value 
of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned one-sixth 
of the estimated total commission; when working drawings and 
specifications are ready for contract, if for any reason the 
signing of contracts is delayed, the value of his services to date 
shall be reckoned at 32 per cent of cost based on allowance 
for building given by the Board to the Architect. If the Board 
discontinue the services of the Architect at any intermediate 
stage the value of his services shall be reckoned proportionately. 
Five per cent on cost of domestic engineering, exclusive of 
plumbing, and 10 per cent on other work will be paid to Archi- 
tects on all changes and alterations made within or to existing 
buildings. Additions and extensions made outside of such 
buildings to be regarded as new work and the commission to 
be reckoned on that basis. 

Sect. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph (f.), above, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications for the same school building, 
the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside a 
sum not exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, 
and the new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as 
stated in section 3, above. Payments for all work thus set 
aside under this section shall be made at the discretion of the 
Board. 

Sect. 5.— In the above agreement the term “building”’ is 
used to define not only the structure itself but all work in con- 
nection with it committed to the Architect by the order of the 
Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting and sculptural decoration. 
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The Architect will further render all services of any kind 
mentioned in the contract executed for the construction of said 
school buildings and incidental to or necessary for the perform- 
ance thereof, until the builder shall be released from all respon- 
sibility in respect thereof. 

The Architect will not order any variations or extras without 
the sanction of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners in 
writing, nor in any way exceed his authority as laid down in 
the building contract. 

No rule of any society or any custom of engineers, architects 
or surveyors shall be binding on the party of the first part. 

In witness whereof, the said hereunto set 
their hand and seal, and the City of Boston has caused these 
presents to be signed by the chairman of the Board of School- 
house Commissioners, hereunto duly authorized, the day and 
year as above written.

YARDS. 


(1.) Grading — Grade the yards as deter- 
mined after consultation with the commis- 
sloners. 

(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. 

(3.) Gates.— Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards.— Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks— Pave the walks and ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs.—— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line and curbs for same are 
to be included in general contract for building 
as an allowance. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate en- 
trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler-room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways.— Driveways such as for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri-

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fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
any mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
ase. 

(10.) Flagstaff— Provide a flagstaff 20 feet 
long extended from a wall of the building with 
halliards, truck, etc., complete. 

Note.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


In General.— Elementary schools are sub- 
divided into upper and lower. Lower includes 
Grades I., II. and III., and are to have 12-inch 
by 18-inch desks. The buildings for the lower 
grades are to have besides the class-rooms re- 
quired, rooms for teachers, nurse, book storage 
and emergency closets. Sufficient storage 
room for supplies, etc., shall be provided in the 
basement. The upper elementary buildings 
are to contain Grades IV. to VIII., inclusive, 
and are to have besides the class-rooms required 
an assembly hall and rooms for master, 
teachers, nurse, book storage and emergency 
closets. 

Grades IV., V. and VI. are to have 15-inch 
by 21-inch desks and Grades VII. and VIII. 
are to have 16-inch by 23-inch desks. 

Desks are to be spaced according to standard 
seating plan. 

The building will be either “ Lower Elemen- 
tary’’ or ‘Upper Elementary,” as above men- 
tioned. This will be determined by the 
Commissioners, who will act as an intermediary 
between architects and the school authorities 
and committee. Relations between commis- 
sioners, architects and contractors to be as 
defined by a contract. Commissioners are to 
determine the type of construction of the 
building. 

Orientation. It is desired to place the 
building so that each class-room should receive 
sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible. 

Heat and Vent Flues— To be of galvanized 
iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 
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sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 
struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 

Fireproofing.— The ceiling of boiler room and 
coal storage should be fireproof construction. 
Doors for boiler-room and coal-pocket to 
be metal covered. Boiler-room doors to be 
self-closing. Closets should be provided for 
electrician as needed for batteries, switch 
boards, etc. 

A paper burner should be provided in con- 
nection with the boiler room as directed. 

Bulletin board and letter box should be 
included in general contract.

foregoing requirements, is to have kinder- 
garten room where so directed by commis- 
sioners.

requirements for the lower elementary, should 
contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms and a master’s room with waiting room 
if so directed. Rooms for cooking, manual 
training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. 

(1.) Szze will be 23 by 29 for lower and upper 
elementary grades and not less than 12 feet high 
in clear. Modification allowable only after 
consultation with the Board. Desks should 
be laid out on the preliminary plans. (See 
drawing.) The School Committee advise 
and this Board has adopted the policy of 
having a small portion of the rooms in a 
building, perhaps 10 or 20 per cent, of a size 
that will seat 50. Every class-room shall 
be consecutively numbered on the plans to 
designate it. These numbers to be for the 
doors, as noted below, and for the annuncia- 
tor. Other rooms that appear on the annun- 
ciator to be named on the plans, as assembly 
hall, teachers’ or master’s room, cooking room, 
manual training room. The kindergarten 
shall be counted as a class-room. In high 
schools, both class and recitation rooms to 
be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
floor area, neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing nor weather strips will be 
required, the head. square and close to the 
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ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from the 
floor where a gravity indirect system of heat- 
ing is installed and 2 feet 11 inches where there 
is to be a plenum system; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, metal corner bead, 
without architrave. 

(3.) Doors— One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
all as per standard details (two doors may 
be desired under certain conditions); brass- 
plated, ball-bearing steel butts, 4-lever mortise 
lock, master keyed; cast brass knobs, marble 
flush thresholds to corridors for first-class 
construction. Doors to have “2-inch plain 
brass numbers, and cardholders, 34 inches 
by 5 inches, and hooks to hold open. 

(4.) Floors will be maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water-color,— a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grade V. to VIII.; behind the teacher and 
on the long side. These will be of best 
black slate + inch thick. At end, in place of 
blackboard, soft wood sheathing with cork 
carpet securely attached to it for a tack 
board, to extend from base to the moulding at 
top of blackboards, to have wood strips to 
cover tacks. In lower grades a card rack is 
required above the blackboard only. A pic- 
ture moulding at top of burlap and also near 
ceiling in all rooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted a 
light cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Artificial Light— Nine stiff pendent, 
60-watt electric fixtures on three switches. 
No gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation— The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 

(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, about 5 feet 9 inches 
long; upper doors fitted with cylinder locks, 
and latch and knob; drawers fitted with locks 
and small brass pulls. Lower doors to have 
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knobs and cylinder locks; same lock in each 
bookcase; all bookcase locks master keyed. 
(See drawing.) Special equipment for care 
of books where school is held day and evening 
is desired, similar to that existing at the 
Charlestown High School, so that the books 
of the day pupils will be put away in pigeon- 
holes, leaving the desks free for evening use. 

(10.) Teacher’s Closet— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet to have about 6 
hooks and one shelf. 

The School Committee is responding to the 
more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room, be 
chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or as the Board may direct; and that | 
the heat be largely direct, so that the tem- 
perature can be quickly raised, if necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. 


(a.) (1.) Size-— Wardrobes will adjoin school- 


rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet 
wide in the clear; 6 feet where compartments 
are used. The Board is to be consulted as to 
the type of wardrobe, as in certain cases they 
may prefer the approved standard type of 
Chicago wardrobe. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having’ no 
thresholds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and 
hand plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold 
open, ventilation under door farthest from vent. 

(4.) Floors— Maple. For all cases, to 
have a drip gutter for umbrellas, lined with 
heavy zinc, all joints soldered and tight. 

(5.) Walls—— Painted burlap to a height of 
7 feet, poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and pins over, 44 in number; 
umbrella clips and drip gutter below. (See 
drawing.) Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height 
of lower pole, kindergarten, 30 inches from 
floor; lower grades, 36 inches to 40 inches;

upper grades, 44 inches, 48 inches and 52 
inches; distance between poles, 8 inches for 
elementary, 12 inches for upper grades. Pins 
and hooks, 8 inches to 12 inches on centers 
for elementary and 16 inches to 18 inches for 
upper grades. Each hook to have a painted 
number 14 inches high. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Plaster, untinted. 

(7.) Artificial Light— One stiff pendent, 
40-watt, electric fixture. Switch in class- 
room. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heating, 
direct. Ventilation, vent duct, 12 square feet 
area cross section. 

(1.) Size— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, etc. 

(2.) Wzndows.— Outside light essential. 

(3.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the Depart- 
ment but set by the Contractor; door check; 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors 
open out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks 
to hold open, door checks, no locks. Other 
doors to basement open out, and fitted with 
mortise lock with knob on inside only — out- 
side to have a pull. Other hardware as above. 
All outside doors to be 2% inches thick, and to 
be made solid, no veneer. 

(4.) Floors.—— Terrazzo divided into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by set joints, 
and to have terrazzo or marble base for first- 
class construction. Wood floor and_ base 
second-class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings— A light 
glazed brick, untinted walls and ceilings. If 
walls of common brick, to have smoothly struck 
joints and painted; if walls of plaster, to have 
burlap 7 feet high — painted. Put picture 
moulding at ceiling in corridors. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent electric 
fixtures, 40 or 60 watt, for corridors and vesti- 
bules, and one-light brackets for stairways, 
also gas for emergency in corridors, on stairs, 
and in vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 
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(9.) Sinks and Closets— On each floor 
above the first, one or two 4-foot sinks, with 2 
fountains. 

(1.) Number and Arrangements.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide. 

(2.) Material— The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithic surface for first-class con- 
struction; wood for second-class construction. 
Rails of a simple pattern, easily cleaned; wall 
rails are desired. If of wood construction the 
treads will be furnished by the department, 
and same to be set by General Contractor. 

(3.) Steps.— Rise about 6% or 7 inches, 
treads about 10% inches. Rail not less 
than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 8 feet on 
landings. 

(4.) Haits— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. ‘These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. Fire escapes 
may be desired when recommended by the 
Building Department and after consultation 
with the Board. 

(1.) Seze.— General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 1¢ 
water-closets for each school-room, 7. e., 2 boys 
and 1% for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and _ circulation. Slate sinks, 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. } 

(2.) Windows.— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

(8.) Doors.— The doors arranged “‘in”’ and 
“out,” with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
glass; half doors to water-closets. 

(4.) Floors— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinals, girls’ to floor wash. 

(5.) Walls.— Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted and enameled. 

(6.) Ceiling— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction ceiling should be 
plastered.

(7.) Artificial Light.— Ceiling or short pen- 
dent electric fixtures. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation.— Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) Water-closets— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are wash down 
closets; siphon action; upper classes, 164 
inches high; lower classes, 183 inches high. 
Teachers’ same with raised rear vent 164 
inches high. (See drawing.) 

(2.) Partitions— To be {-inch slate, sup- 
ported at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet 
high, tied together and to the wall, to which 
doors are hung. Back partition of water- 
closets to be slate. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals.— The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions 
where requested, flushed automatically from 
special tank, through {-inch perforated pipe, 
with cold water; vented at bottom into space 
behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, two self-closing 
cocks, and jet drinking fountains, set 20 inches 
on centres. A sink is desired for janitor 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing). 

(6.) Prping.— (a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at 
every change of direction. Soils and vents 
exposed as far as possible, no asphaltum, red 
lead and three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; nickel plate where desired. 
Hot water for janitor’s use in basement, 
cooking-room, pupils’ sinks, and for master’s 
and teachers’ rooms. Supply from boiler and 
from summer boiler, if any, or from an inde- 
pendent hot water heater. No auxiliary sup- 
ply wanted for water-closet tanks. 

(c.) Fire Lines.— In buildings three stories 
high or over one or more lines of 3-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board. 

All free basement space to be arranged as 
play-rooms for boys and girls. Walls to be 
hard-burnt brick and painted. Dust proof 
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granolithic floors, plaster ceilings or white- 
washed concrete. Basement doors and win- 
dows to have wire guards in channel iron 
frames; guards to be hinged and padlocked. 
Doors are desired from the play-rooms to the 
play-yards. Areas at doors are not desired. 

(1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
with a water-closet and bowl and a_ book- 
closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 72. e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with water- 
closet and bowl. Doors to be clearly marked 
‘“Master” or “Teachers” in brass letters and 
one water-closet and bowl on each floor of 
six rooms for teachers’ emergency. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, a separate room with toilet accom- 
modations for men. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


Assembly halls should accommodate from 
400 to 800 as the Board may direct. It is not 
considered necessary to seat the full number 
of pupils in schools of greater capacity. The 
floor to be level and of wood like class-rooms, 
or linoleum. The windows to be fitted with 
rebated mouldings to take black shades, and 
so designed as to make the operation of shades 
practical and simple. (See department stand- 
ard detail.) The platform should be capable 
of accommodating one, or, in the large schools, | 
two classes. Galleries may be used where the 
hall is two stories in height. Anterooms near - 
the platform are desirable, and a connection 
from adjoining class-rooms to the anterooms 
or directly to the platform. A dignified archi- 
tectural treatment of the walls and a studied 
color scheme for walls and ceiling is expected. 
The lighting, acoustics and exits should be 
such as belong to a small lecture hall. Arti- — 
ficial lighting to be under control from at least 
two points, one of which must be near an exit. 
Electric outlet for 30-ampere projection lan- 
tern, 25 feet from curtain. Provide recess in 
ceiling over platform for spring-rolled curtain 
13 feet long. For assembly hall an allowance 
in cubing is made by the Board of two class- 
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rooms for schools of medium size, that is, 
about sixteen class-rooms, and four class-rooms 
for schools of larger size, 7. e., over twenty-four 
class-rooms, to represent the added area for this 


purpose. 
MANUAL (1.) Size— Room, generally located in 
TRAINING basement, if floor can be above grading, should 
ROOMS. be approximately 900-1,000 square feet, pref- 


erably a corner room, and the larger of the 
two allowed sizes of rooms, and arrangement 
shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 25. In elementary schools for 
boys only 22 benches are sufficient. 

If in basement this room is not to be counted 
as one of the class-rooms. 

(2.) Lnght— The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two sides. 
Artificial light in stiff pendent electric fix- 
tures, one light to every four benches. 

(3.) Floors Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 
7 feet where exposed, and above blackboard 
brick walls whitewashed. If above basement, 
finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation. The same 
as in class-rooms. If in basement provide 
some direct radiation. 

(7.)  Fittings.— (a.) Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably rectangular. Eighteen-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 26 double 
coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closets— Teachers’ closet 
should be small for personal belongings, with 
shelving and hooks under. 

(d.) Storeroom.— For finished work and 
hardware should be fitted with all shelving 
possible; an area 40 square feet is adequate. 

(e.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(g.) Sink.— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water, with drinking fountain if 
desired. 

(h.) Display Frames.— Four display frames, 
size and position as indicated, of cork carpet 
over soft wood back, with 2-inch moulding 
around. 
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(i.) Demonstration Steps.— Demonstration 
steps are desired. 

(j.) Furniture-—(Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 25 
benches and stools, teachers’ desk, table 4 
feet by 25 feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common chairs, a clock. (See 
drawing.) Lay these out on preliminary draw- 
ings. Lower benches to be set toward the 
front and nearer the windows. 

(k.) Blackboards.— Provide about 15 run- 
ning feet of slate blackboards, 4 feet high. 

(l.) Glue. Pot.— Provide electric or gas 
connections for same. 

(1.) Size— Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 24 stations. If in basement 
this room is not to be counted as one of the 
class-rooms. 

(2.) Light Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room may have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors— The floor to be wood or 
linoleum, on cement, except space occupied by 
ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation.— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. 

(7.)  Fittings— (a.) | Wardrobes.— Provi- 
sion for 24 pupils, double coat and hat hooks 
in separate lighted closet, and teacher’s small 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 24 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, etc., a special gas burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum 
plate at each station; benches arranged in the 
form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
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from two sides; top of pine 24 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe stand- 
ards. One section detached and fitted as a 
demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— Ten feet long in 8 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding or 
hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should 
be put in each cupboard about 12 inches 
from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.— In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided 
with grease trap. Sink should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges.— A _ six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided, and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(i.) Refrigerator.— Location to be shown. 
Furnished under another contract. 

SEWING-ROOM. The following is a list of standard equipment 
adopted by the School Committee.

(1.) Size— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area 800 to 900 square feet, as 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. They comprise a large 
room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 16-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor with at least 4 feet all round it. 
(See drawing). The small room, about 200 
square feet 

(2.) Light. Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors— Wood or linoleum cemented 
ontoconcrete surface, with painted lines as above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 

(6.) Ceilings.— As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe — Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three trachers. 

(c.) Toilet-room.— Immediately adjoining 
with low-down seat and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.—— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Size— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(3.) Shades.—Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors— One door to corridor, as in 
clas -room, marked ‘‘Nurse’s room.” 

(5.) Walls—— Upper two-thirds _ plaster, 
smooth finish, round corners, painted with 
light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile with sanitary base. 
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(6.) Floor.— Terrazzo, like corridors for 
first-class construction. Composition for 
second-class. 

(7.) Heat and ventilation. As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Artificial Light Stiff pendent, 100- 
watt electric fixture with special shade. Wall 
receptacle for hand portable. 

(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one-shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 

(10.) Bath Tub.— Five-foot porcelain 
enameled iron, hot and cold water, where 
so directed by the Board. 

(11.) Bowl.— Enameled iron, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove.— Gas or electric heater. 

(13.) Fattengs.— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet— Oak finish medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) Table— Dressing table, white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 20, 
rubber crutch tips. (d.) Filing Case for 
Nurse’s Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 
cards, 4 by 6; lock and key; guide ecards. (e.) 
Writing Table-— Oak finish, with drawer and 
lock; size, 20 by 30. (f.) Chair.— Oak to 
match table. (g.) Couch.— Flat frame oak, 
canvas adjustable top. (h.) Mirror.— Size, 
24 by 38, set over bowl. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


CLASS—ROOMS High school class-rooms are laid out for 
AND RECITA— Classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
TION—-ROOMS. latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 43 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
- equipped with continuous desks and seats as 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are used in the Charlestown High, would 
accommodate about thirty pupils each. Lay 
out desks in one room of each type on pre- 
liminary plans. 
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For a high school would not differ materially 
from that already described for elementary 
schools. 

For accommodation of the principal there 
should be an outer office, that is, a waiting- 
room or reception-room, and an inner office, 
and rooms for both men and women teach- 
ers which might well be concentrated in the 
neighborhood of the reception-room and the 
principal’s room. 

The Rooms in General Required.— Labora- 
tory, separate from lecture-room, may be 
used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room, 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administration pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemicals 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square 
feet and of the lecture-room about 600 square 
feet. 

(1.) Szze— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) Light On two sides. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be’a fan operated 
by a motor. 

(4.) Walls and Ceilings— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. AIl- woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor.— Preferably of concrete; may 
be of hardwood in narrow strips, filled in by 
asphalt; should slope very slightly between 
desks, interspaces again trending to common 
corner, which may be drained. 
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(6.) Hquipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least, 
and should begin within 1 foot of the end, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 
ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
whitewood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, + inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 
similar way, but without necessarily a drain 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 





* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive. 
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blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthern jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 
three or four compartments, closed by sliding 
windows. Space against wall not occupied 
by hood for general sink. 

(7.) Gas.— Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads along back of each section. 
Take-offs between each working desk space in 
form of pillar with two $-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two ;-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of. hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of two feet. 

(8.). Water— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
underside of shelf, take-off at free end of sec- 
tion, to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery 4-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be in form of wooden trough, in sec- 
tions dovetailed from 6 inches to 8 inches inside 
diameter and equally deep, covered with 
asphalt paint or fillnmg; may be supported on 
brackets against wall and left open, or covered 
and provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
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by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general 
sinks. 

(10.) Electricity — Current of electricity on 
section desks need not exceed ten volts, may 
be supplied from source common to physical 
and chemical side. Plugs between each working 
space placed under desk top on frame. 


LECTURE AND (1.) Size— Area to depend on number of 
RECITATION seatings required or number of pupils in 
ROOM. classes; should be large enough for two classes 


and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Inght— As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows and 
other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified under Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from top, controlled at point 
convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Ventilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter. 
Flue carried under floor to nearest wall, flue 
and draught actuated by motor if not sufficient. 

(5.) Hquipment.—Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick fillmg, 2 goosenecks with 
3.inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
by-pass to summer boiler; supply gas air suc- 
tion, and gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. 
Over demonstration table, secured to ceiling, 
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provide a plank with heavy screw hooks. 
Behind lecture table provide sliding black- 
boards of not less than 50 square feet, and a can- 
vas curtain on heavy spring roller for attaching 
charts. Drawers and closets for lesser lecture 
apparatus and chemicals in body of table, wall 
on either side provided with shelves for reagent 
bottles under glass, and side wall provided with 
cabinets for larger pieces of permanent appa- 
ratus, if there is no special room for this. Lift- 
ing seats with desk for taking notes arranged 
on platforms, so that the successive tiers will 
rise one above the other to insure an unob- 
structed view of demonstration table. (See 
drawing.) 

(6.) Hlectricity— Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., primary or storage battery current 
variable by unit cells up to ten cells, direct 
current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and alternating 
current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. Provide 
regulating rheostat for the 110-volt direct 
current. Provide two 50-ampere ammeters, 


' one a. c. and one d. c., and two 125-volt volt- 


meters, one a. c. and one d. c., all with extra 
large illuminated dials. Current to be brought 
to a special slate distributing panel upon which 
the rheostat and measuring instruments shall 
be mounted. Panel shall be located con- 
veniently to table and so that instruments 
shall be in full view of class and instructor. 
Panel to be provided with suitable means for 
switching instruments to any circuit, and 
any or all circuits to table. Terminate table 
circuit in four 50-ampere d. p. s. t. knife 
switches on a slate panel under table. A pro- 
jection lantern and receptacles for same at 
end of table and at rear of room. Lantern 
screen on spring roller at side of room, width 
of screen usually 12 feet, but dependent on 
distance and lenses used. 

(1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 
ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.— This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for storage of liquid 
chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teachers’ laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
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desks, with drawers and closets along two 
sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 

(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

PHYSICAL (1.) Szze— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
LABORATORY. A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Inght—— The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lumiere studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified under Assem- 
bly Halls (page 50). 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Equipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with 4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross- 
bar. Wall tables around room on sides where 
there are windows, with one or two shallow 
drawers under, but not deep enough to inter- 
fere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone drip 
sinks with cold water to be provided at these 
tables, one to every six or eight pupils. In- 
structor’s table, fitted with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 
and drawers of various depths and widths. 
Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 38 inches between 
plank and ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture — Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number 
of tablet arm chairs to accommodate the 
entire division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
are not in building contract, but to be laid out 
on preliminary plans. 

(6.) Electricity— Provide three (3) forms 
of current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
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direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere am- 
meters, one a. c. and one d. ¢c., and two 125-volt 
voltmeters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., all with 
extra large illuminated, dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring instru- 
ments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit, 
and any or all circuits to demonstration table, 
pupils’ tables or wall benches. Terminate 
demonstration table circuits in four 50-ampere, 
d. p. s. t. knife switches on a slate panel under 
table, and the other circuits in special polarized 
receptacles or multiple series connection boards 
at each pupil’s station. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, 4 cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet 
of bulletin board, covered with cork carpet, 
secured at edges, glued on like wall paper. 

(9.) Blackboards— As much_ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding blackboards back 
of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Size— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) Equipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be 
in the laboratory if there is sufficient wall 
space. A small sink and hood should be 
provided. 

A small shop is desirable, though not 
absolutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, motor-driven lathe and 
shelving for tools and stock, and may be 
set up in apparatus-room. 

(1.) Szze— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) Inght— Windows the same as for

class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.—(a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 

(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Botanical laboratory provided with 
Wardian case, inches long, inches wide. 
and inches high, fitted with electrical heat- 
ing apparatus automatically controlled by 
thermostat. 

(f.) Cases built wherever practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. A liberal supply of cases to con- 
tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ment, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, ete. 

(4.) Furniture Forty-two adjustable 
screw revolving chairs, not in building con- 


tract. 
GYMNASIUM (1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 
AND DRILL exercises, athlethic games and the drilling of 
HALL. the school cadets. On account of its size and 


for structural conditions to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and ~ 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Inght— Ample outside light in all 
eases. Artificial light from special electric 
ceiling fixtures protected with wire guards. 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation— The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
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60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. ‘This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 

(5.) Equipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the 
gun carried by the cadets should be provided 
on walls. These racks should be protected by 
locked doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10

feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
is in a central locker-room, each suit being 
numbered, and all being under the control of 
the attendant in charge. Dressing-rooms are 
provided in number equivalent to the number 
of a class. A class coming for exercise are 
given their gymnasium clothing and keys to 
dressing-rooms, which they lock behind them 
when exercising. After exercise they can take 
a shower bath. When dressed the dressing- 
room keys are given up, but the gymnasium 
clothing is left to be gathered up by the attend- 
ant. The clothing is carried to the dry-room, 
and when dried each set is put back in its 
proper pigeonhole. 

(b.) Lockers— The locker-room is con- 
trolled by the attendant, and contains pigeon- 
holes, 10-inch cube, one for each pupil in the 
school, and a counter over which to deliver 
the clothing. Adjoining this is the dry-room, 
capable of being heated to a high temperature 
and thoroughly ventilated. This is fitted with 
hooks and clothesline. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with 
a locked door, a seat and hooks. 

(d.) Showers.— The shower baths are 3 feet 
square, divided by slate or marble, partitions, 
similar to those for water-closets, each having 
a bar at the front, over which a cotton sheet 
can be dropped. Each compartment has two 
sprays in opposite corners. 

MANUAL Rooms shall be provided for drawing, and 
ARTS ROOM. in boys’ schools for shop work in addition. 

(1.) Size— The space for each subject 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 square feet. 

(2.) Light— Windows and artificial light 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls—— As in a manual training-room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training- 
room. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation.— Same as in 
manual training-rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, and 
preferably be rectangular. Shelves as directed. 
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(8.) Teachers’.Closets.— As in manual train- 
ing-room. 

(9.) Fittings—  (a.) Bookcases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b.) Cases.— For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, etc. (For all of these get 
directions and see former High School draw- 
ings.) 

(c.) Display Frames.— Size and position as 
directed, to be of cork carpet, over soft wood 
back with 2-inch moulding around. 

(d.) Sink.—A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water, fountains as directed. 

(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide at least 25 oak drawing tables 
of approved type to be used by boys and 
girls in common. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
room.— (For boys only.) See Appendix XI. 
and former High School drawings. 

(12.) Equipment of Woodworking Rooms.— 
(For boys only.) Provide at least 20 cabinet 
benches of approved type with quick action, 
iron vises. Provide glue pot with electric or gas 
connections as directed. Machinery if directed. 

(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room.— 
(For boys only.) Six double benches 8 feet by 
2 feet, fitted with 12 Prentiss iron vises, 34 
inch jaw; wall bench fitted with 10 stations, tool 
drawers and 5 Bower’s tool holders; one 32-inch 
gas hose cock terminal above each bench sta- 
tion; 2 gas blast burners, 1 large, 1 small; metal- 
covered bench with ventilated hood; 1 muffle 
furnace, ventilated; 1 drill; 1 grindstone; 
1 pair bench shears. Machinery if directed. 

(14.) Motor.— If directed. 

(15.) Blackboards.— For each class-room for 
above subjects provide about 15 running feet 
of slate blackboard 4 feet high. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) Light, Heat, etc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) EHquipment.— The kitchen to contain 
an equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 
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fitted with shelving and a china closet fitted 
with a sink; drawers, cupboards and shelves 
enclosed with glass doors. The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

LUNCH—ROOMS. (1.) In General.— The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement, and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorify. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size they should 
accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Equipment.—(a.) The counter should 
be set at height as required, and should have 
a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at intervals, 
to keep children in single file, and there should 
be accommodation under the counter for 
dishes. 

(b.) Range—A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. 

(c.) Sinks— Two good-sized soapstone 
sinks. 

(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. These should not be under the 
counter or near any place where food is kept. 

(f.) Furniture.— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

LIBRARY. | A space equivalent to a small class-room is 
ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size 
of the school. The library is planned as a 
reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

WARDROBES. (1.) In high schools large locker rooms — 
one for boys and one for girls — are to be pro- 
vided, preferably in basement, fitted with 
metal lockers as the Board may direct; metal 
lockers are to be under separate contract. 

(2.) Light— The rooms should have out- 
side light. Artificial light by ceiling or short 
pendent electric fixtures. 
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(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) Equipment.— The poles, hooks, etc., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 7. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. These are not 
required when metal lockers are used. 

(1.) Service— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains, and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a_ fireproof 
closet, opening if possible into the basement 
corridor. 

(2.) Condwits.— All wires to be run in iron 
conduit concealed, except conduits for mains 
in basement, and side outlets in boiler, engine 
and stack rooms. Tap circuit conduits to be 
run above rough floor wherever possible. If 
floor construction will not allow this, they are 
to be run below floor beams, and above ceiling, 
a,space of 2 inches being left in which they can 
be run. 

(3.) Wire Slot— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets.— All cabinets to be furnished 
by wiring contractor, but finished by the 
general contractor. 

(5.) Cutting.— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets— Class-rooms to be provided 
with nine single-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lighted. from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. In lower elementary schools 
omit all electric lighting in class-rooms. Base- 
ment and corridor lighting to be installed as 
directed by the Board. 

(7.) Fixtures.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. . 
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(8.) Gas.— Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, boiler 
room and assembly hall exits; all to be wall 
outlets. Gas-piping to be included in the 
electrical engineer’s work. | 

(9.) Stereopticon— All grammar schools 
and high schools to be provided with an elec- 
tric projection lantern with reflectoscope 
attachment. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells— All schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks 
according to prearranged program. ° 

(11.) Telephones—In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room and_boiler- 
room to be connected to master’s office or to 
room occupied by the first assistant by a 
telephone system. 

In lower elementary schools omit class- 
room telephones except in first assistant’s 
room, boiler-room and corridor. 
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APPENDIX X. 


PORTABLE BUILDINGS.— BOND ISSUE. 


LIST OF 1915-1916. 


During the past year the Board constructed sixteen new 
portable buildings. They are built in a substantial manner 
but are much lighter in construction than the older ones, and 
are more easily taken apart and put together. This feature 
alone will result in a great saving in the cost of moving when the 
Board desires to move them from one district to another. The 
buildings are well lighted, the windows being located as shown 
on the accompanying cut. ‘The inside painting is much similar 
to that in the regular class-rooms, the ceilings being white and 
the walls a light buff with a brown dado. Another added 
improvement is the wardrobe for the pupils’ clothing, which is 
entirely separated from the class-room and located near the 
main entrance: : 

An improvement in the heating and ventilating of portable 
buildings has been made. Instead of following the usual 
practice of locating the furnace directly in the class room, a 
separate fireproof room is set apart, thus eliminating the con- 
stant annoyance from the dust of the coal and ashes. The 
furnace room is directly behind the teacher, and the heat is 
introduced into the class-room near the windows at a point 
7 feet 6 inches above the floor. The vent outlet is located on the 
same wall but on the other side of the room. The results 
obtained from this method of heating during the past winter 
have been very satisfactory. As stated above, the annoyance 
from the dust and ashes has been eliminated, and furthermore 
a more uniform temperature has been obtained, and the ob- 
jection of cold floors, which is generally noticed in portable 
buildings, has been done away with. 

These new portable buildings were built at a saving of approxi- 
mately $8,000 over the amount which a similar number of 
buildings of the old type would cost at the present time.

DEAR Sir,— As you requested I have made the 
annual examination of the books and accounting 
matters of the Treasurer of the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds for the fiscal year which ended with 
the thirty-first day of January, 1916, and have the honor 
to report to you as follows: 


REPORT. 


The entries of all transactions for the period audited 
were inspected carefully and I reviewed in detail all 
the clerical work performed — such as additions, post- 
ings and the verification of balances. Receipts of 
every kind were traced into the banks where these 
moneys are deposited, and the purchases of all bonds 
into the investment book, and proper vouchers from the 
parties from whom the bonds were purchased, were seen. 

All moneys paid to the City Treasurer for the can- 
cellation or redemption of debt were credited to the 
Board and used only for the purpose designated. 

I verified the correctness of the amounts of cash — 
belonging to the different funds— deposited in the 
various banks and trust companies of the city, the totals 
of which were, on March 29, 1916, $5,166,555.83; and 
furthermore examined thoroughly the Treasurer’s annual 
report — under date of February 1, 1916,— and the 
statements therein contained as to the receipts and dis- 
bursements of cash, the amounts of investments and 
the debt liabilities and resources of the Sinking Funds, 
are true in every particular to the best of my knowledge 
and belief. 

I examined also as of the 29th of March, 1916, all of 
the securities — amounting to $36,724,580 — represent- 
ing the Sinking Fund investments, and found them in 
accordance with the requirements of the records, and I 
certify that the balance sheet of the thirty-first day of 
January, 1916, is a correct transcript from the ledger, 
and that the books and accounting affairs of the Board 
are in admirable condition as heretofore.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31,.1916.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— As required by chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1916. 


DUTIES. 


The principal duties of this department are to receive 
applications for state aid, military aid and soldiers’ 
relief under the various laws hereafter mentioned, take 
statements under oath from the applicants, make 
investigations in each case, look up the legal settlements, 
and then, if found needy and worthy, and eligible under 
the laws, make suitable recommendations to the Com- 
mittee on Soldiers’ Relief of the City Council at its 
regular monthly meeting. If the applications are 
granted the beneficiaries receive monthly payments at - 
the desks in this department. 

Because of the increase in United States. pensions 
allowed to Civil War soldiers, and of their decrease in 
number by death, the annual ‘amount paid to them has 
grown less each year, but this saving to the city and 
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state is more than counterbalanced by the enactment of 
recent laws granting soldiers’ relief to veterans of the 
Spanish and Philippine Wars, and to their dependents, 
which means large allowances in almost every case 
because of the many small children in each family. 

Only soldiers who served to the credit of Massachusetts 
are entitled to state aid or military aid, and soldiers’ 
relief can be given only to those whose legal settlements 
are in Boston. 

Many applicants for soldiers’ relief residing in Boston 
are found to have legal settlements in other cities and 
towns, and in all such cases assistance is rendered to 
secure relief from the places in which they are legally 
settled. 

Many applicants are unable to come to this office on 
account of physical infirmities. In such cases they are 
visited at their homes by our visitors who take sworn 
statements and secure the necessary signatures. 

Most of the Spanish and Philippine War applicants, 
being much: younger than the Civil War soldiers, are 
able to work but fail to secure employment. In order 
to help them and thus save the city from what threatened 
to involve a much greater increase in the payment of 
soldiers’ relief, the department has gone into the busi- 
ness of securing employment for applicants able to work 
by sending them with recommendations to various 
employment offices, including the State Free Employ- 
ment Bureau and the Industrial Aid Society, whose 
officers have been very courteous and helpful. As a 
result of our labors in this new field we have secured 
employment for twenty-two applicants, thereby saving 
the city the expense of their support by keeping them 
and their families off the relief roll of this department.

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VISITATIONS. 


There have been 2,051 visits made during the year 
to beneficiaries and applicants in order to keep informed 
of their physical, financial and moral condition. As a 
result, 15 reductions have been made and 53 dropped 
from the pay roll. 

In addition to the above, 791 visits have been made 
for information, 90 visits to secure sworn statements 
and fill out blanks, 79 visits to infirm beneficiaries for 
the purpose of carrying them aid, and 12 visits made 
and 36 letters and cards written in the effort to secure 
employment for applicants and beneficiaries. 


STaTE AID. 


Chapter 587, Sections 3 to 8, Acts of 1914.

It is limited to $6 per month for men and women, and 
has been on the statute books since May 238, 1861, being 
re-enacted every five years.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Chapter 79, Section 18, Revised Laws, and Chapter 323, 
Acts of 1913. 


This law was originally enacted in 1888 for the pur- 
pose of removing Civil War soldiers and their dependents 
from city and town almshouses and supporting them in 
their own homes, and removing them from the ranks of 
paupers. In order to do this, payments are unlimited 
and are regulated by the income received from pension, 
state aid or other source. It is payable only to appli- 
cants having legal settlements in Boston and is entirely 
at the expense of the city, there being no reimbursement 
by the state. 

The enactment of chapter 323, Acts of 1913, has 
added largely to the expense of this department by 
extending the benefits of the law to legally settled 
soldiers of the Spanish and Philippine Wars and their 
dependents.

BuRIALS. 


Chapter 587, Sections 17 and 18, Acts of 1914. 


The sum of $48 is allowed under this law for the burial 
of Civil and Spanish War soldiers and certain of their 
dependents, in cases where sufficient funds are not 
available, and provided that the total expense of the 
burial shall not exceed $100. 

The death of Capt. Charles A. Feyhl, who had been 
burial agent for a number of years, afforded the oppor- 
tunity to connect the work more closely to this depart- 
ment by the appointment as burial agent of Dr. 
Frederick W. Watkeys, for a long time the settlement 
clerk and visitor in this office, with the result that nearly 
one thousand dollars have been saved to the city and 
state as shown by the following table:

SoLpIERS’ HomgEs. 


When an applicant has no home or family ties every 
effort is made to induce him to enter a national or state 
soldiers’ home for the double reason that his life will be 
made far more comfortable and thé city be saved the 
expense of his support. 

During the year seventy-two veterans have been sent 
to the National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Maine, sixty- 
nine of them at the expense of this department, and 
eighteen to the Massachusetts Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, 
twelve of whom were taken in ambulances kindly fur- 
nished by the Superintendent of Public Buildings. 
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EMERGENCY FUND. 


For a number of years past the City Council has very 
wisely provided this department with an emergency 
fund from which transportation has been furnished to 
soldiers’ homes as mentioned in the preceding paragraph, 
and, in addition, small sums have been given to one 
hundred and eighty-two veterans and thirteen widows, 
thus relieving their temporary needs and_ thereby 
saving the necessity of entering their names on the 
department pay roll from which it might be found 
difficult to remove them. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


The members of the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the 
City Council during the past year were Councilors 
Ballantyne, Woods, Collins, Watson and Hagan. Meet- 
ings were held each month to pass upon the reeommenda- 
tions of the commissioner. At those meetings all 
applicants received just and generous consideration, and 
the officials of this department were treated with most 
unvarying courtesy, which is_ very _ gratefully 
acknowledged and deeply appreciated. 

To Mr. Richard J. Lynch, Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, this department is also greatly indebted for 
his never failing response to requests for an ambulance 
to transport sick and decrepit veterans to the Soldiers’ 
Home in Chelsea and to other hospitals, the city being 
thereby saved the expense of transportation.

Sir,— The undersigned, the Trustees of the Statistics 
Department, have the honor. to submit the following 
report of the work of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1916: 

At a meeting of the Board held on May 3, 1915, Mr. 
John Koren was unanimously elected Chairman and 
Edward M. Hartwell Secretary for the ensuing year. 

There has been no change in the membership of the 
Board during the municipal year, 1915. 


PUBLICATIONS DISCONTINUED. 


On account of a reduction of the usual allowance for 
printing in the annual appropriation for this depart- 
ment, for the last two financial years, the two serial 
publications, viz., ‘Monthly Bulletin” and ‘‘ Recevpts 
and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue,’’? were not pub- 
lished in 1914 nor 1915. ‘They had been published 
regularly since 1898 and distributed widely among 
municipal officials and public and college libraries in 
the United States and Europe, ranking among the 
leading statistical publications. 
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COLLECTION AND COMPILATION OF STATISTICS. 


The material for No. 22 of the annual series of 
“Receipts and Hapenditures of Ordinary Revenue,”’ 
covering the five years 1910-14, was prepared as usual, 
and exists complete in manuscript in the office of this 
department. It contains considerable information not 
collected by any other municipal department and will 
be kept intact for ready reference by City officials and 
other inquirers. | 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1914-15 
amounted to $43,343,261, an apparent decrease of 
$1,028,404 from the previous year’s total. This de- 
crease is due to the reduction in amount of loans as 
compared with the total for 1913-14, viz., $1,112,300 
less, leaving but $83,896 as the actual increase of receipts 
other than from loans. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
in 1914-15 amounted to $45,585,089, or $792,482 
more than in the year preceding. The total balance 
(unexpended) from 1913-14 was $7,739,648. 

In the ten-year period 1904-13, the actual receipts of 
the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged between 
$32,893,734 (the lowest total) in 1907-08 and $44,371,665 
(the highest total) in 1913-14, showing a yearly average 
of $35,962,171, or $7,381, 090 less than the amount of 
such receipts in the fiscal year 1914-15. 

In the comparison of the actual ae (ordi- 
nary and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 
1914-15 (7. e., $45,585,089) exceeded the yearly average 
for the preceding decade by $9,897,224, and the average 
for the preceding five years by $8,392,082. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (v. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.), the total in 1914-15 
was $34,539,488 against $34,564,809 in 1918-14, a 
decrease of G95, SPA 

In the ten-year period 1904-13, ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $24,941,072 in 1904 (the lowest 
total) and $34,564,809 in 1913 (the highest total), their 
yearly average for the ten-year period being $29,359,261 
and for the last five years $31,829,382. 

Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $24,719,388 in 1904 (the lowest total) and 
$35,928,468 in 1913 (the highest total), showing a 
yearly average for the decade of $29,224,280 and for 
the last five years of $31,736,642.

In the five-year period 1910-14, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $164,204,028, an increase of $25,217,029, 
or 18.14 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (7. e., 1905-09), while extraordinary receipts 
(i. e., loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
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period 1910-14 amounted to $35,293,937, or $3,773,200 
more than in the five years preceding (7. e., 1905-09), an 
increase of 11.97 per cent. 

Taking the loans only for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1910-14 was $29,366,883, or $2,359,283 more 
than in the earlier period, an increase of 8.74 per cent. 
Of the loans 1910-14, those contracted for the con- 
struction of new subways and tunnels (involving no 
charge upon the tax levy, etc., for either sinking funds 
or interest) amounted to $11,165,000 or 38 per cent., 
while the total loans in the earlier period 1905-09 
included $8,026,700, for rapid transit purposes, or 29.7 
per cent. 

The total of loans for other than rapid transit purposes 
(i. e., $18,201,883) was $779,017 or 4.1 per cent. less in 
the later period than in the earlier. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1910-14 was $165,312,971, 
an increase of $27,428,662, or 19.9 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1905-09, while 
extraordinary expenditures increased only $514,088, or 
1.58 per cent. from the earlier period to the later.

The foregoing comparison shows an increase in aver- 
age yearly expenditures from the earlier to the later 
period of 11.8 per cent. for Debt Requirements, 40 per 
cent. for Schools, 15.7 per cent. for Street Department 
and 21.7 per cent. for the three objects combined. If 
the expenditure on account of special appropriations for 
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Schools (7. e., for new schoolhouses, etc.) is not included, 
the yearly average for the latter object is $351,993 less 
than that above shown for the period 1910-14, and the 
per cent. increase is 31 instead of 40. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM Tax LEvy, ETC., 
SEGREGATED. 


It has been the practice of this department to show 
separately, in its financial publications, that class of 
receipts and expenditures covered by the annual tax 
levy and the annual budget and called Ordinary, as 
distinguished from the class covered by loans and the 
revenue applying to payment of same, and called 
Extraordinary. ‘The fact is little known that in the 
last five years 1911-15 the Ordinary expenditure for 
permanent public improvements such as were formerly 
(prior to 1909) paid from loans amounted to $5,985,364 
(of which total $628,568 was transferred from the 
Parkman Fund income). ‘That information has resulted 
from the segregation by this department of the new 
class of Special Appropriations from Tax Levy and 
General Income. The effect of this use of current 
revenue to pay for such permanent additions to the 
City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new school- 
houses, new playgrounds, etc., has been noted in a 
reduction of the loan account, the total of loans for 
other than rapid transit purposes in the five-year 
period 1911-15 being $17,147,917, or $384,850 less than 
in the period 1906-10, and $13,703,934 less than in the 
period 1901-05. Such expenditures for public improve- 
ments, 7. e., from Ordinary receipts instead of Extraor- 
dinary, are here shown by years.

SouRCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City can but include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. By this department alone 
has such necessary information concerning the sources 
of revenue been furnished from year to year. By 
reference to our Revenue tables it appears that in 1910 
the total miscellaneous Ordinary income, 2. e., exclusive 
of City and State taxes, also water rates, was $2,819,735 
net, and in 1915 it had increased to $3,301,331 net, a 
gain of 481,596, or 17.1 per cent., while the net receipts 
from all taxes increased in the same period $5,414,138, or 
21.6 per cent. The sources of income showing increases 
are: Permit Fees, from $27,547 in 1910 to $112,568 in 
1915, a gain of 308.6 per cent. (due chiefly to the new fees 
collected by the Building Department and Public Works 
Department); Miscellaneous Licenses (exclusive of 
Liquor), from $121,456 in 1910 to $169,751 in 1915, a 
gain of 39.8 per cent. (due largely to the new fees for 
signs on buildings, etc., also the increase in the licenses 
for moving picture shows); Jnterest, from $262,330 in 
1910 to $853,158 in 1915, a gain of 34.6 per cent.; 
Schools, from $73,852 in 1910 to $143,901 in 1915, a 
gain of 94.8 per cent.; Jnstitutions, Etc. (for board, care 
and relief), from $152,170 in 1910 to $349,799 in 1915, 
a gain of 129.9 per cent. (80.7 being due to receipt of 
$159,497 from State and cities in 1915 for their share of 
new Mothers’ Aid Law payments); Store Refuse Removal 
(begun in 1911), from $35,072 in 1911 to $57,393 in 1915, 
a gain of 63.6 per cent.; Sidewalk Assessments, from 
$8,697 in 1910 to $22,503 in 1915, a gain of 158.7 per 
cent.; Bath-house Fees, from $20,632 in 1910 to $28,943 
in 1915, a gain of 40.3 per cent. 

The few noteworthy decreases of income from 1910 
to 1915 are:— Liquor Licenses, from $1,088,809 in 1910 
to $1,054,267 in 1915, a loss of 3.2 per cent.; County of 
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Suffolk, from $195,806 in 1910 to $177,900 in 1915, a 
loss of 9.1 per cent.; Ferry Tolls, from $105,253 in 
1910 to $104,330 in 1915, a loss of 0.87 per cent.; Market 
Rents, from $123,908 in 1910 to $122,676 in 1915, a loss 
of 1 per cent.; Collecting Department Fees, from $27,871 
in 1910 to $21,370 in 1915, a loss. of 23.3 per cent.; 
Institutions Industries, from $52,144 in 1910 to $19,467 
in 1915, a loss of 62.7 per cent.; The City Record, from 
$10,271 in 1910 to $9,182 in 1915, a loss of 10.6 per cent. 


TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 


During the five years 1911-15 the annual Reserve 
Fund played an unusually prominent part in supple- 
menting both regular and special appropriations by 
means of Transfers, most of which are made at or near 
the close of the fiscal year. It is, of course, desirable 
to note what portions of the Reserve Fund respectively 
have been used to square up the department deficits 
and piece out, or provide for new, special appropria- 
tions, those from loans (Extraordinary) and those from 
the tax levy, etc. (Ordinary), being kept strictly separate. 
The total of the Reserve Funds in the last five years 
was $2,509,801, of which $2,019,471 was transferred. 
In the preceding five years, 1906-10, their total was 
only $1,055,973, of which $650,301 was transferred. The 
following table shows the disposition of the Transfers, 
1911-15.

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BULLETIN STATISTICS FOR 1915 COMPILED. 


Although not published as in former years, the twenty- 
two regular monthly tables belonging to the Bulletin 
were continued in manuscript during the year 1915. In 
summarizing the record, the following facts appear, viz.: 

The total number of permits issued by the Building 
Department in 1915 was 22,697, or 3,118 (2. e. 15.9 
per cent.) more than in 1914; for new buildings alone, 
2,384, or 660 more than in 1914. Of this number, 873 
were for brick or other first class buildings and 1,511 
for wooden. Alteration (of building) permits num- 
bered 5,045, while 1914 showed 3,166. There were also 
13,904 permits for gasfitting and plumbing. 

The total number of “Immigrant Aliens’ arrived in 
Boston from trans-Atlantic ports during the year 1915 
was only 9,483, or 75.2 per cent. less than in 1914. Those 
reporting their destination to be Massachusetts num- 
bered 5,144, or 54.2 per cent. Immigrants from South 
Italy made up the largest part of the total, viz., 4,051, 
or 42.7 per cent. The Portuguese were next in number, 
1. €. 3,402, or 35.9 per cent.; the Germans, third, 7. e. 


O21 


The total number of individual cases of aid by munic- 
ipal institutions in 1915 was 177,427, or 20,156 in City 
Hospital and its branches; 918 in Consumptives’ Hospi- 
tal; 2,036 children; 2,846 in Infirmaries; 2,404 Soldiers 
and their families; 128,302 by Overseers of Poor, in- 
cluding 5,512 families, of which 1,335 were given $270 
each (average) in the year, under Mothers’ Aid Law; 
prisoners, 19,208. 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 4,518 fires in the year 1915, of which 1,536 
were not in buildings, only 10 buildings being totally 
destroyed and 70 others considerably damaged. Loss 
(insured), $1,048,054 on buildings and $1,773,709 on 
contents. Total loss in calendar year, $2,998,187, or 
$15,082 less than in 1914, said total including $176,424 
loss not insured. 

The Public Library issued for home use in 1915 a total 
of 2,145,082 volumes, or 155,043 more than in 1914; 
total volumes added during the year, 22,067; total 
volumes belonging to library in December, 1915, 1,120,- 
834, or 844,088 in Central Library and 276,746 in branch 
libraries. 

The real estate transfers in 1915 numbered 9,966 
(209 more than in 1914), while the mortgages on real 
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estate numbered 10,833 (1,075 more than in 1914), the 
aggregate value being $71,971,723, or $8,997,822 more 
than in 1914. 

The records of the Police Department show a total of 
89,225 arrests in the calendar year 1915, or 292 more 
than in 1914; drunkenness the cause of 58,016 arrests, or 
65 per cent. of total number; 37.2 per cent. of all persons 
arrested were not residents of Boston. 

The maximum number of pupils attending the regular 
public day schools in the school year 1915-16 was 
112,166, as recorded on November 30, 1915 (2,176 more 
than the highest number in 1914), of which total 57,367 
were boys and 54,799 were girls. Of the said maximum 
number, 77.6 per cent. were in elementary schools. 

The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 1915, as 
recorded by the Boston Clearing House, was $8,256,- 
935,555, an increase of $739,840,485, or 9.84 per cent. 
over 1914. On December 31, 1915, the 14 national 
banks in Boston had $334,475,812 deposits. 

The total value of imports in calendar year 1915 was 
$170,433,648, or $7,485,177 (2. e. 4.56 per cent.) more 
than in 1914; of exports, $119,498,929, or $47,537,670 
(2. e. 66 per cent.) more than in 1914; total foreign com- 
merce in 1915, $289,932,577, an increase of $54,972,847, 
or 23.4 per cent. over that of 1914. 

Receipts of fresh fish in Boston, 97,397,285 pounds 
(2. e. 5,166,113 pounds more than in 1914), the value of 
same being $2,888,354. Salted fish received amounted 
to 502,202 pounds, valued at $22,960. 

Total receipts of coal in Boston in calendar year 1915, 
6,832,338 tons, or 257,052 tons less than in 1914. Of 
said total, 75.1 per cent. was bituminous and 24.9 per 
cent. anthracite. Receipts of flour, 2,016,741 barrels 
(7. e. 225,019 more than in 1914), of which 740,220 barrels 
were exported, mostly to Europe. 


PARAGRAPH STATISTICS, 1915. 


In the annual handbook entitled ‘‘Organization of 
the City Government,” issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there have been brought together for the first time a 
very large number of facts concerning the finances of 
the City, the population, elections, yearly review of 
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departments, public improvements, etc., also informa- 
tion regarding ae lines of public business other 
than municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of ‘material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs occupying 63 pages. In 
1912 there were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1915 the required space had increased to 25 pages 
with 72 paragraphs or summaries, some of them one- 
half page to more than a page in length. ‘This depart- 
ment issued, later in the year, a booklet of 27 pages 
containing these statistics alone, circulating 2,000 of 
them, largely in the public schools. 


THe MunIcIPAL REGISTER FoR 1915. 


This department, by vote of the City Council on 
February 7, 1915, was authorized to prepare and have 
printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1915. As usual, a document 
edition bound in heavy cardboard supplemented the 
regular cloth-bound edition. 

That year’s Register contained besides the customary 
official matter, a survey of the departments, commissions, 
etc., 80 pages of population, financial and election tables, 
the full text of the City Ordinances enacted in 1913, 
1914 and the earlier months of 1915, a new table show- 
ing by wards the number of square feet of land, occupied 
and vacant, with assessed valuation per foot, ete., for 
the year 1913, also eight pages of Additions and Cor- 
rections, the whole book containing 344 pages. Copies 
were not ready for distribution until September 24, 
owing to slow work in the mechanical processes of the 
book-making. This department has endeavored for 
some years to have the Municipal Register issued not 
later than August 1, and the editorial and compiling 
work entrusted to it has always been promptly done. 
Responsibility for delayed publication les elsewhere. 


Criry Rercorp SUBSCRIPTION BusINESS TAKEN 
CHARGE OF. 


In complance with your Honor’s directions the 
Editor of the City Record, Mr. Standish Willcox, trans- 
ferred to this department complete charge of the mail- 
ing list, and payments and renewals of subscriptions to 
the said publication on December 14, 1915. From that 
date to the close of the fiscal year (January 31, 1916) 
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94 paid subscriptions were received, 68 being renewals 
and 26 new subscriptions. Examination of the mailing 
list showed that about 500 subscriptions had been con- 
tinued without renewal payment, many of these being 
six months or more overdue. Notices were mailed to 
these delinquent subscribers and one-third of them 
eventually paid up, the others being dropped from the 
list. 

There has been much complaint by subscribers that 
the paper does not reach them by mail as early as it 
formerly did. Nowadays it comes on Tuesday; for- 
merly it came on Saturday. A number of subscribers 
have stopped taking the paper for this reason. Delivery 
by messenger to subscribers in the business center early 
Saturday afternoon instead of by mail-carriers two days 
later, should increase the patronage without increasing 
the expense. Large accessions to the subscription list 
can probably be secured and effort toward that object 
will be renewed. 


INFORMATION AND PUBLICITY WORK, ETC. 


In 1915, there was a large number of letters of inquiry 
on various subjects referred by the Mayor’s Office to 
this department for reply, the method being to furnish 
that office with a memorandum of the desired informa- 
tion, the correspondence preferably conducted by the 
official addressed. 

Information, pertaining mostly to financial and popula- 
tion statistics, has frequently been supplied to department 
officials and to the public by letter and by telephone. 
Plans for establishing a Business Men’s Reference 
Library in City Hall have been agreed upon between 
this Board and the Public Library Trustees and await 
the necessary financial provision for fitting up the pro- 
posed rooms on the fifth floor, assembling the books, 
ete., and engaging the services of a suitable attendant. 

Considerable material has been prepared for the pro- 
posed Municipal Year Book, which will be completed 
and printed when the necessary appropriation is provided.

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1916. 


Boston, February 1, 1916. 
Hon. James M. Cur.ey, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1916. 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 173,202 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of 8.78 miles 
were made public ways. 

Under authority of the acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefit derived by it from 
the laying out and construction of highways there 
has been assessed on forty-seven streets a total of 
$226,868.43. For benefits of sewerage works, assess- 
ments to the amount of $104,921.57 have been made. 
The total of benefits assessed for streets, public alleys 
and sewerage works during the year was $331,790. 

The Board issued ninety-two orders of notice of 
intention to lay out, widen, relocate, extend and dis- 
continue streets or parts of streets, calling for public 
hearings. In the settlement of damages for taking of 
land, etc., for various changes in the city’s streets, one 
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hundred and sixty-six cases were acted on, including 
claims for damages for sewers and surface drains ordered. 

Under the provisions of the act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, one 


hundred and fifty-nine orders were passed.

ENGINEERING DIVISION. 

The work of the Engineering Division during the 
past year has consisted of the making of such surveys 
and plans as have been required by the several city 
departments, and giving lines and grades of public 
streets for abutters intending to build. 

Thirty-four hundred sixteen orders were attended to 
for the Public Works Department; these consisted of 
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staking out new streets for construction, giving lines 
and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines and grades after completion of work, 
measuring the amount of work performed and making 
plans showing the quantities to be assessed upon the 
abutting owners. Among these orders were: 

Twelve petitions requesting that catch-basins should 
be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer Service. 

One hundred fifty-five plans of streets showing pro- 
posed locations of future catch-basins were furnished to 
the Sewer Service. 

Five hundred three catch-basins were staked out on 
request of the Sewer Service and duplicate sketches 
were furnished showing locations of spikes, ties, ete. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service, for the purpose of making sewer assessments 
on eighty streets. ' 

Four hundred eighty-six plans of proposed under- 
ground pipes, conduits, etc., were examined for the 
Sewer Service, and when necessary, locations for pro- 
posed future catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Three hundred one notices of contracts to lay arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks on three hundred fifty-six streets 
were received, lines and grades marked, the work meas- 
ured when completed and reported upon to the Paving 
Service. In one hundred twenty-eight cases the Paving 
Service was notified that the existing edgestones should 
be reset to line and grade preparatory to the laying of 
artificial stone, and on completion of the work, edge- 
stones were tested and reported upon. 

Two hundred ninety notices of the completion of 
repairs to artificial stone sidewalks were received, the 
work measured and reported upon to Central office, 
Public Works Department. 

Sixty notices of the completion of artificial stone 
driveways were received, the work measured and 
reported upon to the Paving Service. 

One hundred thirty-three requests for edgestone were 
received, line and grade marked and measurement of 
the amount of edgestone required was reported upon 
to the Paving Service. 

Plans were made for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owner’s names and quantities to be assessed on 
forty streets. Four special reports were made relative 
to estates affected by sidewalk assessments. 
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Seven petitions for permission to make sidewalk open- 
ings for areas, bulkheads, etc., were received, line and 
grade of sidewalks were tested and reported upon to the 
Paving Service. 

On seventy-three streets sidewalk grades were fur- 
nished to engineers and architects for plans of new 
buildings. 

Twenty-three miscellaneous reports were made to the 
Public Works Department. 

The lines and grades of thirty-three streets, for which | 
the Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority _ 
to open as private ways, were examined and reported 
upon. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and | 
cost of construction on eighteen streets were furnished 
the Street Commissioners. 

Sixty-three estimates of the amounts of damage 
caused by changes made during construction of streets 
were made for the Street Commissioners. 

Estimates of the amounts of damage caused to eleven 
estates during the construction of Sewerage Works were 
furnished to the Street Commissioners.

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Surveys and plans have been made of city land on 
Canal street, leased to Andrew A. Badaracco and Isaac 
Freedman, of land on Tremont street and Court square, 
sold to David Kimball, and of land at Squantum Head, 
Quincy.

from Sycamore street to Hilburn street; the extension 
of Cornell street, from Colberg avenue to Orange street, 
and the laying out of Dudley avenue, from Walworth 
street to Washington street; the laying out of Gaffney 
street, Brighton, from Commonwealth avenue to the 
Boston & Albany Railroad; and the relocation and 
widening of North Beacon street, from Cambridge street 
to Market street. 

Petitions for the registration in the Land Court are 
referred to the Mayor whenever the City of Boston is 
an interested party. 

These cases are examined by the Law Department 
and the Engineering Division of the Street Laying-Out 
Department for the purpose of protecting the city’s 
interests. 

During the year seventy-nine such cases have been 
investigated. | 

There were 220 accident and other plans made for 
the Law Department. 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 5,156 titles examined, 4,648 deeds and 785 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Five thousand nine hundred ten blueprints have been 
made during the year.

Str,— Complying with the Revised Ordinances of 
1908, chapter 6, section 4, I herewith submit to you the 
report of the Supply Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1916. 

This department was created by ordinance in Feb- 
ruary, 1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the 
following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, 
Street Cleaning and Watering and Ferry Division. In 
June, 1918, his Honor the Mayor ordered the Park 
and Recreation Department to purchase its materials 
through the Supply Department. 

On April 23, 1908, an ordinance was passed estab- 
lishing a Supply Department. 


ORDINANCES OF 1908, CHAPTER 6, ESTABLISHING A 
SupPLy DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall, upon 
requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
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supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by such 
department, except furniture and those supplied by the Super- 
intendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the fifteenth 
day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed state-: 
- ment of the purchases made for each department during the 
preceding month, which statement shall be approved by the 
official in charge of the department. 

Smcr. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain | 
the same of the Superintendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said superin- 
tendent. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply ‘with it and make proper entries on his 
book. He shall require suitable evidence that the materials 
and supplies furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the 
requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words “the Superintendent of Streets,” 
the words “‘the Superintendent of Supplies.” 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section 
five by inserting after the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets, 
seventy-five hundred dollars,” the words “the Superintendent 
of Supplies, three thousand dollars.’ 


The practice of obtaining estimates for supplies for 
all city departments and awarding contracts to the 
lowest bidders upon a standard specification, after 
publicly advertising for proposals, was successfully car- 
ried out again this year, and the savings made over 
prices formerly paid were exceedingly gratifying. The 
largest amounts saved were upon castings, coal, crushed 
stone, flour and road oils. 


CASTINGS. 


Although the cost of labor and materials has advanced 
during the last twelve months substantial savings 
were made upon all castings purchased for the city. 
Contracts were made for all departments, resulting in 
a saving of $8,600.50 over the prices paid during 1914-15. 


SupPLY DEPARTMENT. 3 


CoaL. 


This year 41,300 tons of bituminous coal, covering 
a year’s supply, was purchased. Anthracite coal for all 
public buildings was purchased after advertising for a 
year’s supply, with a saving of $4,945.15. 


FLOUR. 


The contract for supplying 8,000 barrels of flour to 
all city departments expired this year. The average 
price paid was $4.26 per barrel. During the period of 
this contract the price of flour advanced to $8.75 per 
barrel. The city saved $22,302 by contracting for its 
requirements before war was declared in Europe. 


CRUSHED STONE. 


The city was particularly fortunate in making con- 
tracts for crushed stone and screenings this year. The 
bidders appeared particularly anxious for the city’s 
business. The’ result of unusual competition resulted 
in the city saving $18,543 on the previous year’s prices. 


Roap OILS. 


Estimates were obtained and bids called for a year’s 
supply of road oils. The prices obtained were very 
gratifying; $7,020 was saved over the previous year’s 
prices.

PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapteT 
589 of Acts of 1908 and amendments. Under these acts the School Com- 
mittee appropriate seven cents upon each one thousand dollars of the average 
valuation of the city for the three preceding years for the payment of 
pensions to such members of the teaching or supervising staff as they 
may by majority vote retire because mentally or physically incapacitated. 
They shall from time to time pay to the treasurer of the Permanent School 
Pension Fund such portions of proceeds of said seven cents on each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation as in their opinion will not be needed 
for the purpose of paying pensions to teachers during the year. The 
following is a statement for the financial year 1915-16:

INTRODUCTION. 


During the past year, carrying out our policy of pre- 
vious years, the department has enforced a rigid inspec- 
tion of scales, weights and measures, and has also in a 
careful manner investigated the sale of practically all 
commodities. As a result conditions here in Boston, so 
far as honest weights and measures are concerned, com- 
pare favorably with those existing in large metropolitan 
centers of our Union, where efficiency in weights and 
measures has produced beneficial results. 

Careful investigations, constant activities, judicial 
judgment, together with fearlessness in the performance 
of duty, are the essentials necessary for the attainment 
of results. These are requisites recognized by the 
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department in the work that devolves upon it and they 
have been put into operation the past year. 

The general apathy and indifference of many people 
expressed in their manner of purchasing commodities 
requires the performance of missionary work on the 
part of a sealer. Particularly is this true in certain 
sections where articles of food and fuel are bought in 
terms that open up opportunities for the practice of 
frauds. I am glad to say that our work of education 
the past year has been gratifying and shows a marked 
improvement over previous years. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The present force of the Department of Weights and 
Measures consists of a sealer, ten deputy sealers, a 
chief clerk and a mechanician. 

The work of the department is divided into three 
branches as follows: 

First.— Outside work, from which all revenues are 
derived. 

Second.— Inside work, done gratuitously. 

Third.— Inspections and reinspections, investigations 
and court work. 

The office and workshop of the department are located 
on the first floor of the City Hall Annex. 


ESSENTIAL COOPERATION. 


The good results obtained are due in no small measure 
to the cooperation of the Press in the wide publicity 
they have given to all cases where violations have been 
found. 

The hearty cooperation of his Honor Mayor Curley 
with this department, expressed in his readiness upon 
request of the sealer to equip the department with auto 
trucks, has enabled us to perform much of our work 
with greater dispatch, and has also been an important 
factor in establishing greater efficiency and a consequent 
financial gain to the city. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts of the office for the past fiscal year 
amounted to $8,541.04. This sum represents the amount 
collected from the work of sealing, weighing and measur- 
ing devices. 
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The appropriation for 1915-16 amounted to $27,327. 
Of this amount $26,920.15 was expended, leaving a 
balance of $406.85 unexpended. As the statutes provide 
that all work performed in the office must be done 
eratuitously, and as a large share of work performed is 
done inside, it is apparent that if charges were applicable 
in all cases, whether or not the work performed was 
accomplished inside or outside the office, the revenue 
derived would be greatly increased. 


INSPECTIONS AND REINSPECTIONS. 


The total number of devices tested and sealed 
amounted to 91,453. 

The total number of reinspections amounted to 
4,433. 

The inspections and reinspections made cover the 
use of devices after annual sealing and the sale of 
various commodities sold by weight. This is a branch 
of work considered one of the most important features 
of a weights and measures department, as it educates 
the merchant to practise due care or suffer the risk 
of prosecution. 


INSPECTION OF DRUGGISTS’ SCALES, WEIGHTS, ETC. 


The enactment of legislation in 1914, chapter 633, 
requiring the annual sealing of all weights and measures 
used in the sale of drugs and medicines has considerably 
increased the work of the department. As the purpose 
for which these devices are used requires a high degree 
of accuracy the tests are necessarily exacting and can 
only be accomplished with the expenditure of time and 
due care. 

The number of druggists’ scales tested was 487. 
Weights tested, 10,845, of which 172 were found light, 
255 found heavy and adjusted, 645 condemned. ‘Total 
number found correct, 9,487. 


ADDITIONAL DEPUTIES. 


Owing to the necessity of the expenditure of a great 
amount of time in the field of reinspection, and the con- 
sequent loss of devotion to actual sealing work, and fully 
realizing the rapid growth of business in the outlying 
districts of our city, I am impressed that the time has 
come when it will be necessary to increase the force of 
the department in order that the work of sealing may 
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be carried on in its entirety as thoroughly and efficiently 
as it should be. I therefore recommend the appoint- 
ment of two additional deputy sealers. 


INVESTIGATION OF SALE OF COAL. 


The repeal of chapter 484 of the Acts of 1903, as 
amended by chapter 434 of the Acts of 1906, relative to 
the licensing of coal dealers, was, in my opinion, a 
serious mistake. The number of middlemen now 
engaged in selling coal has increased enormously and as 
the opportunity for the perpetration of fraud in the 
sale of this commodity is great, I have found it abso- 
lutely necessary to keep a deputy constantly at work 
on coal reweighings and investigating deliveries on the 
part of small dealers who purchase their coal from 
larger concerns. During the present winter many 
prosecutions for giving short weight in the sale of coal 
have been made. The daily visitation of the deputy 
to the office of the large concerns and the knowledge 
on the part of the middlemen that the department has 
the aid and cooperation of these concerns has had a 
tendency to minimize violations. 

The work of investigation requires time and energy 
and in many cases proves disappointing, owing to a 
lack of proper control of the sellers of this commodity, 
and I would urgently recommend the creation of an 
ordinance that would require the registration of all 
coal dealers with this office. 

During the past year 566 coal teams have been 
reweighed while in transit. Of this number 94 were 
found correct, 357 were found over, while 115 were 
found under weight. In addition to the above, 233 
reweighs of coal in small quantities were made, making 
a total of 799 coal reweighings during the past year. 
Another feature of this work is what we call establishing 
the honesty of a dealer. The deputy notes the weigh- 
ing at the time of purchase and then follows the team 
until delivery is made. Since November 1 many such 
investigations have been made and have proven of 
immeasurable benefit in protecting the people to whom 
the coal was delivered. 


Ick COMPLAINTS. 


During the summer of 1915 this office was the recipient 
of complaints that short weight had been given in the 
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sale of ice. All complaints filed were thoroughly investi- 
gated. Many of them were well founded, some were 
unreasonable. In investigating some of these com- 
plaints the deputies were obliged to be on duty as early 
as six o’clock a. m. Satisfactory results will not be 
obtained by this department so long as customers persist 
in buying this commodity in terms of money’s worth 
rather than by specific weight. I am impressed that 
short weighting in this article would be reduced to a 
minimum if, in addition to activity on our part, the Press 
would strive to educate the public through its columns 
and if ice concerns would instruct their drivers to weigh 
all ice when sold by weight or when scored on score cards 
or suffer the penalty of immediate discharge. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


The activity of the department finds expression in the 
reduced number of violations found during the past 
year. The reduction in numbers over previous years is 
not, I desire to state, due to any relaxation on the part of 
the department, rather is it indicative that the merchant 
who hitherto before practised short weighting has 
realized that it does not pay in the long run. 

Forty-seven cases were tried in court, 37 of which 
were for giving false weight or measures. The total 
amount of fines levied amounted to $540. 


Foop AND FUEL. 


In the matter of the investigation of the sale of articles 
for food and fuel the department has been very active 
and have gathered data regarding the sale of bread, 
flour, sugar, beans, tea, wood, coal and charcoal. 

These investigations have been made on what we 
term a “Try Out.’? The deputy enters a store and with- 
out disclosing his identity orders several articles. He 
then proceeds to weigh them and if the case warrants 
prosecution the seller is summoned into court. We find 
that this method has brought good results. 

During the berry season we have made many investi- 
gations of the size of baskets used and have been gratified 
to find that our work in this line of endeavor has resulted 
in the shipment of baskets containing berries that are 
conformable to the Massachusetts standards. 

The increased number of automobiles now in operation 
by the general public and the consequent use of gasolene, 
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the price of which has practically doubled during the 
past year, has led the department to devote time to 
protecting the public in the purchase of this commodity. 
Careful inspections of the pumps used in the sale of 
gasolene has resulted in vast savings. Six hundred 
forty-three automatic pumps used in the sale of this 
commodity have been carefully tested and sealed by 
this department. 

The department has from time to time been requested 
to verify purchases made by individuals and large con- 
cerns. In order that these suspicions might be verified 
or found to be unjust, we have reweighed the articles 
purchased under dispute or have made arrangements to 
reweigh future purchases. 


ELIMINATION OF FAULTY WEIGHING DEVICES. 


Other work of considerable importance, negotiated 
during 1915-16, comprises the elimination as far as 
possible of all types of weighing and measuring devices 
that, owing to faulty construction, were conducive to 
fraud. The continuation of this work established a few 
years ago has borne good results, and the merchants of 
our city are realizing the fact that it is good economy to 
own and operate high types of weighing and measuring 
devices. 


HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


As in all metropolitan cities Boston is confronted with 
the task of keeping a watchful eye upon a large number 
of hawkers and peddlers engaged in selling the necessities 
of life. As practically all peddlers are obliged to sell their 
commodities by weight it is essential that frequent 
examinations of their scales and reweighings of the 
goods sold should be made. I have found that the 
greater majority of those engaged in this .work try to 
give the purchasing public a fair deal and that the 
number who persist in defrauding are very few. Fur- 
thermore, from experience, I am satisfied that the peddler 
is a boon to the poorer classes of our inhabitants. 


RAILROAD TRACK SCALES. 


Another phase of the work that devolves upon the 
department and consumes much time is the testing of 
railroad track scales. These scales are constructed to 
maintain capacities varying from 50 to 150 tons and are 
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built in sections numbering from four to ten, each one 
of which must be individually tested. No definite 
time can be figured on for the completion of the test, 
quite often from one to three hours being necessary for 
the accomplishment of results. In the past the testing 
of these scales has been very unsatisfactory, due to 
their large capacities and the inability of the depart- 
ment to carry the amount of standard weights actually 
necessary for a fair test. The purchase of test cars of 
high standard capacities on the part of the railroads 
and the furnishing of the same to the department 
when making tests has greatly facilitated the work and 
has enabled us to make a more complete test. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The importance of the work of this department can 
be more fully comprehended when it is considered that 
the entire population of this city is depending upon the 
weights and measures inspection for the protection of 
their property as represented in their purchase of the 
food commodities and necessaries of life and which 
totals an enormous sum of money annually. The least 
fraction of weight and measure unlawfully withheld by 
dealers increases the cost of living materially. This is 
and should be considered by the municipality one of 
the most important offices of our city, its functions being 
primarily to protect property, which means to the people 
of this municipality the amount of millions of dollars 
expended in buying by weight or measure. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


First— That an ordinance be created that will 
compel the registration of all dealers of coal with the 
Department of Weights and Measures. 

Second.— That the ordinance relative to the Depart- 
ment of Weights and Measures be amended so as to 
permit an increase in the force by the appointment of 
two additional deputy sealers. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing this report I desire to extend my sincere 
thanks to all those private citizens and public officials 
who have so generously aided this department during 
the past year and I pledge my best efforts in the per- 
formance of future work. 
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I also wish to acknowledge the cooperation and moral 
support of his Honor the Mayor in matters pertaining 
to this office, and to the Press of this city, whose columns 
have ever been prominent in giving due publicity to all 
branches of work performed, I extend my sincerest 
thanks. 

I desire also to take this opportunity of publicly 
thanking my subordinates whose fidelity has been main 
factors in the success attained.

Sir,— I herewith submit report showing the appro- 
priation and expenditures of the Wire Department 
and the work performed from February 1, 1915, to 
January 31, 1916, inclusive. 

The underground district for 1916 has been pre- 
scribed as provided for in chapter 364 of the Acts of 
1911, the main streets, avenues or highways or parts 
thereof being as follows: 


RoxBuRY. 


Tremont street, from Columbus avenue to Huntington 
avenue. 
West RoxBury. 
Corinth street, from Washington street to Belgrade avenue. 
Robert street, from Belgrade avenue to South street. 
South street, from Robert street to Centre street.

Chelsea street, from north side of Vine street to Chelsea 
South Draw. 
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DORCHESTER. 


Blue Hill avenue, from 100 feet south of Hazleton street 
to the Milton line. 


BRIGHTON. 


Commonwealth avenue, from Chestnut Hill avenue to a 
point within 488 feet of Lake street.

Side streets, avenues or highways, or parts thereof: 


East Boston. 
Marion street, from Bennington street to White street.

As may be found in tables and data giving details 
relative to the work done by the department during 
the year, material increases are shown in the number 
of notifications received, inspections made and general 
work of the department. 

The number of fires and accidents to property, also 
accidents to persons due to electrical causes, shows a 
material decrease under that of any year for the past 
ten years. 

The insurance loss for fires which occurred during the 
year due directly: or indirectly to electrical causes was 
but $11,892.95, the greater portion of which loss was 
due to one fire with an insurance loss of $10,919.85, 
due to a workman attempting to operate defective 
apparatus. 
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Particular attention has been given to electrical 
equipments of theaters, hotels, department stores and 
other buildings where the life hazard is of even greater 
importance than the hazard to property. 

There were no fires during the year caused by approved 
installations. 

New duties were added to those of this department by 
chapter 268 of the Special Acts of 1915, which trans- 
ferred the duties relating to the granting of under- 
ground locations for conduits and wires from the Board 
of Street Commissioners to the Commissioner of Wires, 
and also duties were added in the carrying out of the 
provisions of chapter 262 of the Special Acts of 1915 
relating to the matter of permits and fees in connection 
with interior wiring and electrical construction.

Mt. Pleasant avenue, from Dudley street to Blue Hill avenue. 
Nazing street, from Blue Hill avenue to Maple street. 
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Making a total distance of two miles as provided by 
aw. 

In these prescribed streets, from which poles and 
overhead wires were to be removed, there were standing 
on February 1, 1915, a total of two hundred and fifty-five 
(255) poles (not including the iron trolley poles of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company which are exempt), 
supporting a total of seven hundred sixty-eight thou- 
sand seven hundred and eighteen (768,718) feet of over- 
head wires, or about one hundred forty-five and. one 
half (1453) miles, owned as follows: 


East Boston. 


Bennington street, from Central square to Day square 
(east side), thirty-five (35) poles, of which twenty-six (26) were 
owned by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany and nine (9) poles owned by the Edison Electric Illumina- 
ting Company. Attached to these poles were one hundred 
and one thousand nine hundred (101,900) feet of overhead 
wires owned by the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, Edison Electric Illuminating Company, Boston Fire 
Department (Fire Alarm Branch), and Boston Police Depart- 
ment (Police Signal Service).

Massachusetts avenue, from New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad to Edward Everett square, twenty-nine 
(29) poles, of which twenty-three (23) were owned by the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company and six 
(6) poles owned by the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany. Attached to these poles were thirty-two thousand 
six hundred and forty (32,640) feet of overhead wires owned 
by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company and Boston Fire Depart- 
ment (Fire Alarm Branch). 


Brighton. 


Commonwealth avenue, from Warren street to Chestnut 
Hill avenue, fifty-eight (58) poles, owned by the Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company, supporting seventy-two thousand 
nine hundred and sixty-nine (72,969) feet of overhead wires 
owned by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. Attached 
to the iron trolley poles of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
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pany were eleven thousand two hundred and twenty-six 
(11,226) feet of feed wires of the same company. The total 
amount of overhead wires in this street comprised eighty-four 
thousand one hundred and ninety-five (84,195) feet. 


Dorchester. 


Blue Hill avenue, southerly from Floyd street to a point on 
Blue Hill avenue, 100 feet south of Hazleton street, thirty- 
elght (38) poles owned by the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, supporting three hundred and forty-four 
thousand nine hundred and six (344,906) feet of overhead 
wires owned by the New England Telephone and Telegraph. 
Company, Edison Electric Illuminating Company, Boston Fire 
Department (Fire Alarm Branch) and Boston Police Depart- 
ment (Police Signal Service). Attached to the iron trolley 
poles of the Boston Elevated Railway Company were nine 
thousand two hundred and twenty-four (9,224) feet of overhead 
feed wires owned by the same company. 

The total amount of overhead wires on this street comprised 
three hundred and fifty-four thousand one hundred and thirty 
(354,130) feet. 

Boston Proper. 


Shawmut avenue, from Dover street southerly to a point 
one half mile distant, and Shawmut avenue, from Northampton 
street northerly to a point one half mile distant from Dover 
street, thirty-six (36) poles owned by the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, supporting thirty-two thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-four (32,864) feet of overhead wires owned 
by the Edison Electric L[luminating Company. Attached 
to the iron trolley poles of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany were seven thousand nine hundred and six (7,906) feet 
of overhead feed wires owned by the same company.

Six (6) poles owned by the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, supporting twenty-six thousand four 
hundred and eighty (26,480) feet of overhead wires owned by 
the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company and the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company. 

Norfolk street, from a point near Milton avenue and twenty- 
two hundred eighty-six (2,286) feet from Codman square to a 
point about sixty (60) feet easterly from the southeasterly 
line of location of the Midland Division of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, nineteen (19) poles owned 
by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
supporting eleven thousand six hundred and twenty (11,620) 
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feet of overhead wires owned by the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and Boston Police Department 
(Police Signal Service). 


Roxbury. 


School street, from Washington street to Walnut avenue, 
ten (10) poles, of which nine (9) were owned by the Edison 
Electric luminating Company and one (1) pole by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company. Attached to 
these poles were nineteen thousand six hundred and twenty- 
two (19,622)-feet of overhead wires, owned by the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company and the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

Mt. Pleasant avenue, twenty (20) poles, of which nineteen 
(19) were owned by the Edison Electric Hluminating Com- 
pany, and one (1) by the New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, supporting seventy-seven thousand five 
hundred and fifty (77,550) feet of overhead wires, owned by 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and Boston Fire Depart- 
ment (Fire Alarm Branch). 

Nazing street, from Blue Hill avenue to Maple street, four 
(4) poles owned by the New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, supporting two thousand four hundred and 
sixty-one (2,461) feet of overhead wires owned by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company and the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company. 


In order to provide distribution facilities from the 
underground conduits of the 1915 district four (4) 
terminal pole locations have been granted to the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company as pre- 
scribed in chapter 347, Acts of 1908. The locations are 
as follows: 


London street (East Boston), southwest from Bennington 
street. 

Havre street (East Boston), southwest from Bennington 
street. 

Paris street (East Boston), southwest from Bennington street. 

Putnam street (East Boston), easterly from Bennington 
street. 


In the selection of new pole locations our engineers 
have accompanied the engineers of the various companies 
for the purpose of passing on such locations. Sketches 
are made of the locations agreed upon, which are kept 
on file in this office for comparison with plans filed later 
when application is made to the Board of Street Com- 
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missioners, or in the case of terminal poles to the Wire 
Commissioners, for permission to set the poles. 

In addition to the poles set on the public streets and 
avenues, as shown in the table printed elsewhere, a large 
number of poles have been set in private or unaccepted 
streets, and in the rear of house lots, which poles were 
also inspected by this department. 

During the past year a change has been made by this 
department in the system of numbering poles standing in 
the public streets. Under the new system each street is 
given an individual number for purposes of identification 
and the poles on that street are numbered in rotation, 
with the odd numbers on one side of the street and the 
even numbers on the other. This change necessitated 
the re-stenciling of all poles standing in the public 
streets, which work is now in progress. 

A wire survey was made during the year and records 
made showing the overhead wires attached to all poles 
standing in the public streets. 

The work of inspecting and testing poles standing in 
the city has been continued as usual. Poles found to be 
leaning or in process of decay were reported to the com- 
panies owning same, and where conditions warranted it, 
poles were condemned. 

During the past year the inspectors of this division 
reported eighty (80) poles decayed at base and thirty-four 
(34) poles leaning, or a total of one hundred fourteen 
(114) poles, which were replaced by new poles or reset 
by the various companies at the request of the Wire 
Department. 

Twenty-two (22) abandoned poles were also baited 
by the inspectors of this division, which were removed 
by the various companies at the request of this 
department.

The ducts used this year for underground conduits 
of the drawing-in system are of the following types: 


1. Vitrified clay (laid in concrete). 
2. Fiber (laid in concrete). 

3. Iron. 

4. Wood. 


During the past year a large amount of special under- 
ground construction for electric light or power purposes 
has been installed on side or residential streets with the 
approval of this department of a type known as the 
“Split Fiber System.” 

The use of this system is limited to a maximum of 
220 volts pressure and the size of the copper conductors 


* Chapter 268 of the Special Acts of 1915, which went into effect on April 12, 1915, 
transferred authority of the Board of Street Commissioners to the Commissioner of Wires. 
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to be not larger than No. 4-0 B. & 8S. gauge. The 
system consists of two 2-inch fiber pipes, the upper part 
of each pipe being cut off to allow the laying in of the 
conductor. ‘These two pipes are laid directly in the 
soil, side by side, about 1 inch apart and at a depth of 
about 3 feet. A No. 4-0 weatherproof copper con- 
ductor (ordinary line wire is used) is then placed in 
each fiber pipe, after which the pipes are filled with 
melted coal tar paving pitch, which solidifies on cooling 
and provides a waterproof insulation for the live wires. 
These two conductors form the positive and negative 
of a 3-wire main (110 volts and 220 volts), the neutral 
wire, which is an ordinary weatherproof line wire, size 
No. 0, being laid directly in the soil between the two 
fiber pipes. After the pitch cools, a kyanized spruce 
plank 2 inches thick is placed over the two fiber pipes 
for mechanical protection during future excavations in 
the street. 

Service connections are made in small wooden junction 
or service boxes built on the main. ‘These boxes are 
12 inches square inside and 6 inches deep, made of 2-inch 
kyanized plank, the fiber pipes terminating flush with 
the inside of the box. Service wires consist of rubber 
insulated lead-covered cables installed in 24-inch iron 
pipe from the service box to the building, the lead cover- 
ing terminating just inside the service box. Service 
wires are spliced to main wires, the joints covered with 
insulating tape (rubber and friction) and the service 
box then filled with melted pitch. 

Next the wooden cover is placed on top of the service 
box and the trench is now ready for backfilling. Addi- 
tional services can be provided in the future by making 
the necessary street openings at point desired, building 
a service box on the main and installing a service from 
service box to building.

Two hundred and seventy (270) orders were passed 
during the year by the Commissioner of Wires granting 
locations for underground conduits for electric wires 
on three hundred and seventy-two (372) streets. This 
was done under authority of chapter 268 of the Special 
Acts of 1915, which went into effect on April 12, 1915, 
transferring this authority from the Board of Street 
Commissioners to the Commissioner of Wires.

During the year several additions and changes to 
generating and distributing systems of public service 
corporations supplying electricity from power stations 
in this city have been made. , 

Following are noted the more important changes or 
additions referred to: 

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company at their 
fourth station, located on L street, South Boston, have 
had installed a 20,000 k. v. a. compensator or auto- 
transformer. This was installed to raise the pressure 
of No. 8 turbine from 7,000 to 14,000 volts, and is the 
largest air blast unit ever built. This turbine is now 
operating on 14,000-volt system exclusively in order to 
take care of the increased load which has been added to 
that system. There has also been installed at the same 
station two 300-kilowatt 3-phase natural draft trans- 
formers to replace similar units of the oil cooled type. 

At the thirtieth station, Salem street, there has been 
installed a new 75-light mercury arc rectifier for use in 
connection with the supply of lighting service in the 
Charlestown district. There was also installed a new 
series street lighting circuit from the Salem street 
station to Charlestown, for use in connection with this 
rectifier. 

At the thirty-sixth station, Allston district, there has 
been installed a new 75-light series mercury arc rectifier 
for use in connection with the Boston street lighting 
service, a new circuit being installed also for use in 
connection with the rectifier. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company have installed 
at their Harvard power station an additional 2,000-kilo- 
watt rotary converter. They have also installed a 
2,000-kilowatt rotary converter in their new substation 
built on car house property at Oak square, Brighton. 
The addition of this substation greatly improved power 
conditions in district where it is located, and was put 
into service in December last. There have been no 
other additions to power stations or substations of this 
company. 
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As ealled for by chapter 450 of the Acts of 1904, which 
relates to the inspection of theaters and halls, careful 
inspections have been made of the electrical equip- 
ments of all theaters and halls, and records of same are 
on file at this office. In carrying out the provisions of 
this law inspections to the number of 1,300 have been 
made during the year. At the same time that inspec- 
tions were made tests were also made to ascertain the 
insulation resistance from ground of the installations, 
and in all cases where results of tests showed conditions 
to be less than that required in the interest of safety, 
further tests were made for the purpose of locating 
faults, and when located defective portions of installa- 
tions were ordered out of serivce until necessary repairs 
had been made. 

Beside the inspections necessary to conform to act 
above referred to, weekly inspections were made of the 
electrical equipments of traveling theatrical companies 
and shows fulfilling engagements at the various theaters 
and places of amusement, also of such temporary work 
as had been installed by or under the authority of the 
proprietors or managers of the premises. In so far as 
practicable, with the limited force of inspectors available, 
inspections have been made of old electrical equipments, 
the equipments of hotels, department stores, etc., being 
given preference on account of the life hazard in con- 
nection with possible fires at such places. 

Under the provisions of chapter 571 of the Acts of 
1910 a fee of fifty cents was charged for each permit for 
the turning of current on new interior wiring for light, 
heat or power purposes, the number of permits of this 
nature issued for the year ending January 31, 1916, 
being 11,593, showing a decrease of 315 under the 
number of permits for the previous year. Fees collected 
- In connection with these permits amounted to $5,796.50. 

On October 1, 1916, the requirement that a permit 
must be obtained from this department before wiring 
or electrical apparatus were to be installed within 
buildings was put into operation, and, as authorized 
by chapter 262 of the Special Acts of 1915, the payment 
of fees became necessary in connection with said permits. 
The number of permits of this nature issued for the four 
months from October 1, 1915, to January 31, 1916, 
inclusive, was 7,250, for which fees amounting to 
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$10,196.50 were collected, making a total of $15,993 
collected on account of permits granted during the 
fiscal year. 

As in past years, all fires and accidents due or supposed 
to be due to electrical causes were carefully investigated 
and reported upon by the department. 

The records for the year of fires and accidents to 
property due to electricity show but fifty-seven, as 
compared with seventy-one and eighty-three, respec- 
tively, for the two years previous. 

The number of recorded accidents to persons, both 
fatal and nonfatal, due to electricity was thirteen, of 
which number three had fatal results, one of the victims 
being killed by shocks received while he was on a 
carrying pole at work; one received electric shocks 
while he was on a carrying pole at work, causing him 
to fall to ground, fall resulting in his death, and the 
third was a laborer at work in a chamber under air 
pressure, in subway under construction, he receiving 
shocks from a 113-volt secondary lighting circuit 
(properly grounded), and becoming unconscious was 
removed too quickly from the air chamber, his death, 
according to the medical examiner, being due to asphyx- 
iation as aresult of his too rapid removal from chamber, 
which was under air pressure, to the outer air. 

Of the ten nonfatal accidents, four were to experienced 
employees in electric power stations, two were to experi- 
enced men while at work on poles, two were to employees 
of electric street railway company, they making accidental 
contact with trolley wire while standing on top of cars, 
one was to an experienced man making low potential 
service connections, and one was to a citizen who 
received slight burn by being struck with hot metal 
from a broken trolley wire. 

Of the fires within buildings, the causes of which were 
investigated by this department, there were thirty that 
were determined to have been due wholly or in part to 
electrical causes. The greater number of these fires, 
however, were insignificant in character, there being 
but seven of the thirty fires which occurred having any 
insurance loss in connection with same. 

The total insurance loss for fires determined to have 
been due to electrical causes was but $11,892.95. The 
greater portion of this loss was for a fire for which two 
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alarms were given and which occurred in a wood- 
working establishment, dust, oil, etc., being ignited by 
sparks from brushes and commutator of a 3 horse power 
electric motor operating a circular saw, workman closing 
starting switch, with rheostat on account of defect in 
same being cut out of circuit. The loss by this fire was 
$10,919.85. 

The balance of the insurance loss, $973.10, was 
divided as follows: $263 due to a fire which started on 
third floor of building as a result of fire in progress on 
fourth floor of same building. Fire on fourth floor was 
not due in any way to electrical causes, but wiring was 
so damaged that a short circuit resulted on a set of mains 
which fed from a cut-out cabinet in toilet room on third 
floor, and as the cut-out installed for protection in con- 
nection with this set of mains was improperly fused it 
failed to operate properly when short circuit occurred. 
This second fire was confined to toilet room on third 
floor of building where it started. Two hundred and 
fifty dollars as a result of breakdown in insulation of 
100,000 c. m. underground service cable entering build- 
ing, fire being communicated to woodwork in the 
immediate vicinity of where cable entered; $200 as a 
result of breakdown in insulation of wires back of 
insulating joint of combination wall bracket, hole being 
melted in gas pipe nipple and gas igniting, fire being 
confined to immediate vicinity of outlet referred to; 
$130.for injury to an automobile while in garage, oil 
and gasolene on car being ignited by flash due to short 
circuit in a portable cord which owner was using about 
car; $90 due to a fire as a result of short circuit of service 
wires back of service switch, an iron rod being left in 
contact with wires, the insulation of wires later breaking 
down; $40 due to an electric iron being left with current 
on when operator went home for the night, iron burning 
through board upon which it was left standing and 
setting fire to neighboring woodwork. The only other 
fire which was investigated and found to be due to 
electrical causes in connection with which there was an 
insurance loss was a fire on the outside of building due 
to high potential wire on pole line swinging in contact 
with a window awning. An insurance loss of $45 was 
paid for this fire.

FIRES AND MISCELLANEOUS TROUBLES DUE TO ELEC- 
TRICITY, FEBRUARY 1, 1915, To JANUARY 31, 1916. 


February 6, about 8.20 a.m. An explosion occurred 
in manhole of the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company at City square, Charlestown, resulting in 
injury to one of their employees and damage to platform 
of elevated station of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. A leak was found in service gas pipe nearby, 
explaining presence of gas in manhole. Cause of 
ignition not determined. 

February 7, 11.86 a. m., Box 1448, 451-453 Wash- 
ington street. Fire occurred on fourth floor, a second 
fire occurring on third floor during its progress. Results 
of careful investigation showed that fire on fourth floor, 
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and for which alarm calling Fire Department was given, 
was not due in any way to electrical causes. Fire on 
third floor occurred in a toilet room and was a separate 
and distinct fire from that on the floor above. This 
second fire was due to short circuit on a main circuit 
which ran from a centre of distribution located in toilet 
room in question to fourth floor to feed same. Short 
circuit resulted from damage to said wires by severe 
fire in progress on fourth floor, and, as cut-out located 
in toilet room, third floor, and designed for protection 
in connection with this circuit was improperly fused, it 
failed to operate properly when short circuit occurred. 
Insurance loss from both fires, $10,164.60. 

February 7, 5.45 p. m., Box 493, Prison Point Bridge, 
Austin street, Charlestown. Breakdown occurred in 
insulation of conductor feeding street arc lamp, break- 
down occurring at base of pole at point just beneath 
bridge, with consequent arcing, setting fire to insulation 
of wire and slightly charring woodwork of bridge in the 
immediate vicinity. No other damage. 

February 13, 7.48 a. m., Box 1431, 51 Lincoln street. 
Breakdown occurred in 100,000 c. m. underground service 
cable entering building. Woodwork in the immediate 
vicinity of where cable entered was ignited, charring and 
burning same for about 5 square feet. Insurance loss, 
$250.10. 

February 25, 9.19 a. m., 714 Centre street, Jamaica 
Plain. Engine 28 called on still alarm on account of 
burning out of a small transformer used in connection 
with a rectifying set temporarily installed for charging 
6-volt storage batteries. Short circuit occurred in 
rectifying apparatus which was installed without notifi- 
cation or inspection. No other damage. 

March 4, 9.30 a. m., 7 Merrimac street. Ladder 1 
called on still alarm on account of the burning out of an 
armature of a 5 horse power motor. No damage except 
to motor. 

March 5, 10.38 a. m., 77 State street. Burn-out of 
100,000 c. m. Edison service cable entering basement. 
Damage confined to cable. 

March 24, 6.20 a. m., opposite 56 Manthorne road, 
West Roxbury. Pole fire, due to breakdown of insula- 
tion of conductors carrying current for series; incandes- 
cent lamp attached to pole by means of bracket. 
Damage sufficient to require replacement of pole and 
equipment.

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March 25, 2.40 p. m., 277 Congress street. Members 
of Fire Department called on an automatic alarm. 
Motor installed on platform about 10 feet from floor, 
with inclosure about same. Room where motor was 
located used temporarily for packing purposes, dust, etc., 
rising and lodging on wires, etc. Overload thrown on 
20 horse power motor caused flashing at the commuta- 
tor, igniting dust.

Loose connection on a molding taplet from which a 
No. 14 B. & 8. gauge tap was feeding resulted in slight 
charring and burning of insulation of wires and charring 
of molding at point where trouble occurred.

December 3, 64 Marion street. Fire Department 
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Engine House No. 5. Report received of electrical 
trouble and investigation showed that rats gnawed 
insulation of a lighting wire, current arcing to a pipe, 
setting fire to insulation of wire. Damage slight. 

December 7, 6.03 p. m., Box 1211, Charles River 
Bridge. Sparks from contact shoe of passing elevated 
train on elevated structure set fire to tie between tracks. 
Extinguished with hand extinguisher. Services of Fire 
Department not required. 

December 10, 12.55 p. m., roof of building 1000 Boyls- 
ton street. Engine Company 33 called on still alarm. 
Breakdown in insulation of some of the wiring of a large 
electric sign from the effects of coal gas and steam from 
passing locomotives. Damage confined to about twenty 
square feet of sign. 

December 22, 10.29 a. m., 145-147 Kingston street. 
Engine 7 called on still alarm. Overload on freight 
elevator operated by 75 horse power motor, circuit for 
which motor was over-fused. Armature and field coils 
of motor burned out. No other damage. 

December 25, 12.40 a. m., 17 Bay State road. Engine 
33 and Ladder 16 called on still alarm on account of 
burn-out of 100,000 c. m. underground service cable 
which burned off in foundation wall. Damage confined 
to cable. 

December 31, 7.51 p. m., East Second street, South 
Boston, between K and I streets. Burn-out in under- 
ground cables of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany. Damage confined to cables. 

January 11, 1916, 8.20 p. m., Box 429, Chelsea 
Bridge, Charlestown. Breakdown in insulation of series 
street lighting circuit beneath bridge, with resulting 
arcing and burning. No damage except to cable and 
the slight charring of about two square feet of the surface 
of a wooden pole. 

January 18, 8.50 a. m., playground, North End Park. 
Members of Fire Department called on still alarm on 


account of a smouldering fire at base of city arc lamp ~ 


pole in playground. Breakdown in insulation of cable, 
with resulting arcing and burning, igniting insulation of 
conductor and base of pole, this occurring some time 
during the night while current was on circuit in ques- 
tion. Fire continued to smoulder after current was cut 
off from circuit. Damage to pole slight. 

January 21, 11.386 p. m., Box 1541, 593A Tremont 
street. Electric iron with current on was left standing 


 —_———— 
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on a cloth covered board when operator of iron went 
home. Iron burned through board and set fire to same 
and to neighboring woodwork. Insurance loss, $40. 

January 26, 8.18 a. m., 215 Huntington avenue. 
Burn-out occurred in 100,000 c. m. service cable of the 
Edison Electric Iluminating Company, where it passed 
through wall to enter building. No damage except to 
cable. 

January 27, about 12 m., 178 Tremont street. Slight 
fire in basement due to a nonstandard cartridge fuse 
being installed in clips of a standard 31-60 ampere 
cartridge inclosed fuse base. Fuse was so inserted that 
one end barely engaged in clips with consequent heating 
at this end, causing fuse to melt at point of greatest 
heat, an arc was maintained between end of fuse element 
and end ferrule of fuse casing, end of ferrule was melted 
‘ out and fire which issued ignited insulation on wires, 
fire communicating to wood backboard to which wires 
were attached. Fire extinguished by janitor who was 
present at the time. 


ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


March 2, William R. Corbett, an employee of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, while on roof of 
ear at the Milton. car barn, 2272 Dorchester avenue, 
adjusting trolley arm of car, struck his head against 
trolley wire, receiving shock sufficient to cause him to 
fall to ground. Injuries consisted of minor bruises. 

April 4, about 12.30 p. m., John A. Spencer, an 
inspector or trouble hunter in the employ of the Edison 
Electric [luminating Company, while on pole of said 
company at the Boston end of the Granite Avenue 
Bridge, Dorchester, received an electric shock and 
burns, causing him to fall to ground, a distance of 7 or 
8 feet. Asa result of severe storm, breakdown occurred 
in insulation of expulsion type of fuse box mounted on 
crossarm to which a transformer was attached, with 
consequent charging of crossarm, crossarm braces, etc. 
Spencer was standing on pole step, with one hand hold- 
ing on to a pole step, and placed his other hand in con- 
tact with the iron brace of crossarm. Injuries con- 
sisted of burns to inside of both hands, and a shaking 
up as a result of shock and fall. 

May 28, W. B. Smith, an operator at the seventh 
station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, 
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located on Scotia street, received severe burns to hand 
and forearm and severe scorching of face and hair as a 
result of short circuit caused by his closing main switch 
on low potential bus, permitting a rush of current 
through armature of rotary machine, which machine 
was not in operation; flashing and burning at switch 
when thrown in causing burns noted. 

July 2, about 4.15 a. m., Bernard McLaughlin, a 
laborer in the employ of Patrick McGovern, contractor, 
while at work in section of new Dorchester Tunnel or 
Subway, slipped and fell against an incandescent lamp 
and socket on a 113-volt secondary circuit, the neutral 
of which system was thoroughly and effectively grounded. 
He was immediately removed from contact by parties 
who were at location where he was at work and taken 
to the outer air as rapidly as the air locks could be 
operated, place where accident occurred being under an 
air pressure of 15 pounds. In the opinion of Medical 
Examiner Magrath, with whom this department con- 
sulted, McLaughlin’s death was due to asphyxiation, 
he being removed too quickly to the outer air while in 
a semi-conscious condition. Test made by this depart- 
ment shortly after accident occurred showed normal 
conditions and normal potential on secondary concerned 
in accident referred to. 

July 17, about 2 p. m., Sister Innocentia of St. 
Joseph’s Academy, Brighton, received burn on left 
cheek and burns to her gown when about to enter a 
street car of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
at Mattapan square, same being due to hot metal as 
result of broken trolley wire falling and coming in 
contact with car. 

July 17, about 2.50 p. m., Charles A. Murphy, a line- 
man in the employ of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, while at work on pole opposite 171 Town- 
send street, he at the time standing with one foot on 
grounded supporting cable of a telephone cable, 
attempted to push a wire of a primary alternating cir- 
cuit to one side, using a pair of pliers to do so. The 
insulation on pliers was defective and the bare ends of 
pliers came in contact with Murphy’s hand. A severe 
rainstorm had just ceased and Murphy’s clothes, etc., 
were thoroughly saturated with water. He received 
burns to right hand and left foot and shocks with fatal 
results. 

August 26, James McNeil, forty-four years of age,

married and residing at 26 Lambert street, Roxbury, 
a lineman in the employ of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, while at work on pole W. D. 
8820 on Sedgwick street, received electric shocks and 
fell to ground, accident resulting in his death. Work 
was in progress replacing existing pole with a new one 
and one of the wires of primary circuit was in contact 
with crossarm, pin upon which wire had been supported 
being broken off. It appears that McNeil while in con- 
tact with grounded cable and messenger wire of the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company came 
in contact with iron brace of crossarm upon which 
primary wire was resting, he receiving sufficient shock 
to cause him to fall to ground, death being due to fall. 

September 28, shortly after 4.a. m., W. S. McKenzie, 
an employee of the Edison Electric [luminating Com- 
pany and acting as an assistant operator, while starting 
2,300-volt A. C. motor operating an arc light machine, 
received shocks that rendered him unconscious for 
several minutes; also received severe burns on right 
hand and of the palm of left hand. At the time his 
left hand was in contact with live metal on breaker 
switch of the field circuit of arc light machine, his right 
hand being in contact with live metal of the knife field 
switch on the opposite pole of the D. C. volt exciter 
circuit. He thereby received shocks from the induced 
current on the field circuit, armature of arc machine 
being rotating at the time. 

October 5, about 7.45 p. m., John Cummings, a night 
shifter in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, while on top of a car at the Milton car barns, 
attempted to pull down trolley arm which had left 
trolley wire, at the same time making accidental contact 
with trolley wire. He received electric shocks, causing 
him to fall to floor of barn. Injuries consisted of 
shaking up and bruises. 

November 12, at about 2.35 p. m., Frank Devine, 
a lineman in the employ of the Edison Electric [lu- 
minating Company, while climbing pole on Pond street, 
near corner of May street, struck his right shoulder 
against one of the wires of 4,000-volt A. C. circuit. 
Current grounded through Mr. Devine and pole (which 
was a green one), and in addition to severe shocks 
Mr. Devine received severe burns to his right shoulder 
and left hand, his hand at the time being in contact 
with one of the steps of pole. 
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November 20, shortly before 11 a. m., J. R. Wood- 
ward, an employee of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, while doing work in connection with changing 
service cut-out and switch on underground service of the 
Edison Electric Uluminating Company at 75 Chardon 
street, received second and third degree burns to both 
hands and second and third degree burns to neck and 
face as a result of short circuit caused by pliers in his 
hands making simultaneous contact with wires of 
opposite polarity. 

December 9, about 5.40 p. m., Belmont R. Holbrook, 
employed by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
at their L street station, received burns to back of left 
hand and forearm as a result of short circuit caused by 
manner in which he manipulated switches while changing 
feeder from one bus to another, short circuit being made 
through a booster. 

January 12, 1916, W. R. Harrington, watch engineer 
at the third station of the Edison Electric Lluminating 
Company, received slight burns to thumb and two 
fingers of left hand as a result of short circuit in flexible 
cable to portable incandescent lamp which he was 
using at the time.
